Here by the Statute made in the ſecond and third yeere of the 


Retgne of the late King Edward the ſixt, foꝛ many wetghty reaſons in 
chat Acte ſpecified, pꝛouiſion was made again eating of , vpon 
WP any Friday, oꝛ Saturday, 02 the Embzing dayes, and other dayes 
7 of commonly called Uigils , oꝛ in any day in Lent, oꝛ vpon other dayes 
e || commonly reputed Fiſh-dayes, vnder the paine of fozfeiting, foꝛ the 
> || firlt offence ten ſhillings, and foꝛ the ſecond offence twenty ſhillings, 
| — and to luffer impꝛilonment with like paines foꝛ enery time offending. 
And by the Statute made in the fife and ſixt yceres of the laid Kings Reigne , diuers dayes in 
the lame Acte mentioned, are oꝛdained to bee faſting dayes; and in the fiftyeereof the Reigneof 
the late Queene Elizabeth, (amongſt other Conſtitutions ) foꝛ the maintenance of the Naute of 
this Realme, a penalty of thꝛee pounds is impoſed vpon euery man that ſhall eate Fleſh vpon 
Any dayes then bled as a Fiſh- dap, oꝛ impꝛilonment by the ſpace of thee moneths foꝛ enery 
time offending, with a fozfeitnre of fourty ſhillings vpon the Owner of the houle wherein it ſhal 
be eaten he not diſcloſing it to the Magiſtrate. And in the ſenen + twentieth yeereof the Reigne of 
the laid late Queene. it is o2zdayned, That the Inholders, Uictuallers, and others in that Acte 
mentioned (ſelling Fleſh-Urctuall )at thoſe times to any notlawfully Licenſed to eate the lame, 
(hal fozfeit foꝛ enery time offending,fine pounds, and ſuffer tenne dayes impꝛilonment; Of which 
Lawesſome mitigation was made, by a Statute made in the fine and thirtieth yeere of the 
Neigne of the ſaid late Queene Elizabeth, whereby the eater of Fleſh vpon the times pꝛohibited, 
(hall fozfeit twenty ſhillings foz euery offence, and ſuſtaine one moneths impꝛiſonment; And 
the ſeller not diſcloſing, ſhall foꝛfeit foz euery offence thirteene ſhillings foure pence;By all which 
 Lawes it is manifeſt , that albeit the makers of them did well know, tbat one Day, oz one 
Meate of it ſelfe , was not moze holy, moze pure, o2 moze cleane then another; And that the 
Meates defiled not, but that the ſame were lawfull, ſo that they were not vled in diſobedience, 
and vice; yet they did finde that divers turned their knowledge to ſatiſfie their ſenſualitte, con- 0 
temned abſtinence, which was a meanes to vertue, aud to ſubdue mens bodiesto their ſoules and a 
ſpirits, „ 
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And finding that the increaſe of Fiſher-men was the meanes to pꝛeſerue the Hauie of this 
* F Kealine , and that the abſtinence occaſioned the ſauing andincreaſe of Fleſh, werecarefull to oz 
anne thoſe Lawes as politique Lawes, foz the increaſeof Fiſher-men and Mariners, and re- 
| Þ pairing of Pozt Townes, and maintaining of Pauigation, and the ſame ought as politique 
| | Lawesto be obeyed. And notwithſtanding the execution of them be requiſite,and his Mateſty 


4 by His often Pꝛotlamations commanded that they ſhould be put in due execution vpon thoſe that 


I chould offend againſt them: Vet ſuch hath beene the common neglect ol many of His people, 
chat they haue not onely frequently offended againſt thoſe good Lawes, and inturred the penal- 
ties of them, but haue committed thoſe offences with high contempt, And diners of His Offi 
ters, and miniſters of Juſtice, haue beene remille and negligent in puniſhing of them, and in pꝛe⸗ 
uention of the offences, which Hee will not longer ſuffer. 

Therekoꝛe His Maieſtie doth require, and ſtraitly charge and command all Hts people, the tom⸗ 
mon good of this Realme requiring it, that due execution bee had of His Lawes, vpon all thoſe 
that ſhall offend againſt them, either in eating oꝛ venting of Fleſh at times pꝛohibited, oꝛ not Fa- 
ſting vpon the dapes by His Lawes appointed foz Faſting dapes, not onely vnder the paines oꝛ⸗ 
dained by the Statutes, but ſuch further puniſhment as by the Lawes may be inflicted on wilfull 
tontemners of His Lawes and Pꝛotlamations, requiring due obedience vnto them in any of Hts 
Courts of Juſtice. And doth alſa command all His Officers and miniſters of Juſtice, that they 
cauſe diligent enquirie tobe made of all ſuch as ſhall offend heerein, and inflict ſuch paines and pu⸗ 
niſhment on them as by the Lawes are required: And that foꝛ pꝛeuention of ſuch abuſes, they 
take all good wapes, as by His Pꝛotlamations and Oꝛders lately publiſhed is commanded: Tet⸗ 
ting them know, that His Maieſtie will cauſe enquirie to be made of their remiſſeneſſe in this be⸗ 
halte: and that ſuch puniſhment foz their negligence ſhall be inflicted on them, as ought to be vp⸗ 
on the neglettoꝛs oꝛ tontemners of His Lawes, and thoſe that ſhall not obſerne their duties and 
truſt repoled in them. 

And vnleſſe by this octaſion. Fiſhmongers and others lelling Fiſh,and other Uictuals allowed 
by the Lawes to be eaten at thoſe times, ſhould pꝛelume to enhaunte the pꝛites of them, His Ma⸗ 
ieſtie doth ſtraitlycharge and tommand the Maioꝛ of His Citie of London, and all others that haue 
the keeping ot the Allile of Mictuall, that they take diligent care to keepe reaſonable Alliſe and 
Pꝛites vpon Fiſh and other Uictuall , vnder the paines by His Lawes to bee inflicted vpon Miſ⸗ 
gouernours of the places committed to their charge, and ſuch further puniſhment as their lene- 
rall offences (all merit.

trading into the Eaſt Indies, foz their owne pꝛiuate ble in the Ships of 
4 the laid Gouernour and Company, in the third peere of His Neigne, 
, Il by His Highneſſe Pꝛoclamation then publiſhed, did ſtraightly charge 
N and command, that no particular man ofthe ſatd Company, noꝛ any 

OR of their Officers oꝛ Seruants, oꝛ any other which then were, ozthen 
after ſhould be imployed in any oftheir Ships trading into the ſayd Eaſterly parts, o2 any other 
perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, ſhould from thentefooꝛth dziue any bnderhand Trade, either 
to, in, oꝛ from the ladies afoꝛeſayd, but ſuch as ſhould be Licenſed by the ſayd Company; And that 
ſuch Goods and Commodities as ſhould bee Impoꝛted, ſhould not bee diſpoſed of vntill the 
ſayd Company ſhould haue recetued an account, and giuen allowance thereof, and vntill that 
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their Ships ſhould haue arriued at, oꝛ in the Poꝛt of London, Within this Kingdome, noz that 


any perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, (ſhould pꝛeſume to bup, contract, bargaine, oꝛ barter foz, oꝛ re- 


teiue, oꝛ take any of the Goods, Wares, oꝛ Merchandizes which ſhould bre laden aboard any of 


the laid Ships bound home ward, vntill ſich Ship oz Ships ſo homeward bound, as afozeſatd, 
02 out of which ſuch Mares oꝛ Merchandtzes ſhould be lo bought, ſold, delinered, contracted , o2 
bartered fo2,were firſt bzought into the ſaid Poꝛt of London,and thereby the allowance of the ſaid 
Company were duely entred, andthe Goods thereout diſcharged, noz ſhould giue any aſſiſtance, 
helpe oz encouragement, foz the vnlading of any fuch Goods at any other places, oꝛ in any other

And although the ſaid Gouernoꝛ and Company foꝛ the better encouragement ok allſuch per⸗ 
ſons as ſhould be employed by them in their Ships and Uopages, as Commanders, Factozs, 
Captaines, Maſters, Officers, Mariners, oꝛ Douldters, beſides the extraozdinary great wages 
which they are accuſtomed to pay in their employments haue ginen Licence vnto all Feuery ſuch 
perſon and perſons as afozeſaid, to adnenture and trade foz their pꝛoper and pꝛiuate accompts, 
either to, in, oꝛ from the ſaid Indies, in any (hip oꝛ ſhips, wherein they oz any of them were, oz 
ſhould bee perſonally employed, in ſuch wares and merchandize onely, and in ſuch quantities 
and pꝛopoꝛtions thereof, as in a Declaration of Oꝛders made by the laid Gonernour and Com- 
pany, and allo wed by His Maieſtie, are ſet downe and erpzeſſed, and as hereafter follow- 
eth, viz. 

The wares oz Merchandize which are licenced to bee expozted; are Perpetuanoes, Dꝛaperp 
Pewter , Saffron, Woollen-ſtockings, Silke ſtockings, Silke-garters, and ribband Roſes, 
edged with gold-lace, Beauer-hats with gold and ſiluex bands, Felt-hats, Aquauite, and all 
other ſoꝛts of Strong-waters, Knines of all ſozts, Spaniſhleather-ſhooes, Jron, and Loo⸗ 
 king-glaſſes; 

The wares which are licenſed to bee bzought from the Eaſt-Indies into England are, Long: 
Pepper, white Pepper, white powdꝛed Duger,pzelerued Nutmegs,pzcſerued Ginger, pzeſerued 
Mirabilons, Bezer-ſtones, Dꝛugges of all ſozts, Aggat-beads, Bloodſtones, Muske, Nloes 
Sotcatrina, Ambergreece, Nich Carpets ok Perſia and Cambaia, Quilts of Satten, and of Taf- 
fitey, and of painted Callicoes, Beniamin, Damaskes, Dattens, and Taffities of China, Quilts 
of China imbꝛoydered with gold, Quilts of Petauia imbꝛopdered with lilke, Galls, Woꝛmleedes, 
Sugercandp, China diſhes, and Pullaines of all ſoꝛts. 

Aud whereas, each particular man imploped as afozeſaid, might heretofoꝛe lade and aduen⸗ 
ture, foꝛ his owne pꝛiuate and pꝛoper Accompk, in the wares and Merchandizes afoꝛelaid, and 
not otherwiſe, fo much onely as could bee packed in one Cheſt ok foure foot long, one foot and 
halfe bꝛoad, and one foot ani a halfe deepe, and luch as were Commanders, Factoꝛs, Captaines, 
Maſters, Purſers, and Maſters mates ok cuery Ship, might haue a double pꝛopoꝛtion, that is 
to ſay, two Cheſts of the laid length, depth, and bꝛeadth, free from charge of freight; His 
Maieſtie finding that the ſaid Pꝛotlamation hach not as vet pꝛoduced that good effect as was 
intended thereby: Neither hath the fauour and liberall allowance of the laid Company taken 
ſuch effect, but that the Officers, Fattoꝛs, and Sernants imployed in the Uopages afozeſatd, foz 
their owne pꝛiuate gaine, though to the common dammage of the ſaid Companie, haue adnen- 
tured both outwards and homewards, and alſo in the Indies, to carrie, buy, ſell, and barter dt- 
uers other goods, wares, and merchandizes, 

And beeing inkoꝛmed, that the laid Company are content to giue them further allowance, viz. 
To Commanders, Captaines, and Factozs foure ſuch Cheſts a piece, to Maſters thꝛee ſuch 
Cheſts a piece, toeuery of the Purſers mates, Maſters mates, Boatſwatnes, Carpenters, Gun- 
ners, Stewards to ſuch two Cheſts a ptece;Doth therefoꝛe ſtraightly Charge and Command all 
ſuch as are, oz hereafter ſhall bee imploped in any Uoyages foꝛ the ſaid Gouernoz,and Company, 


whatloeuer they bee, to yeeld due obediente in all things to the laid Pꝛoclamation, vnder the

app200ued of the p2opoſitions, aud pꝛouiſions befo2e mentioned, and of the great care, and extraoz- 
dinary charge bſed in the diſconery of theabuſes afozeſaid, and of pzouiding, pzopounding, and ſet⸗ 
ung a fit and apt meanes fo2the refoꝛmation thereof, haue graciouſly beene pleaſed, not onely to 
reuoke all fozmer Letters Patents, by Us made foz that purpole, (they in ſome particulars being 
found to bee defectine,) but byother Our Letters Patents vnder Our great Scale of England, 
bearing date the twentieth day of September, in the one and twentieth veere ok Our Reigneof 
England, France And Ireland, and of Scotland the ſeuen and fiftieth, Haue foꝛ Us, Our Heires and ſuc- 
ceſſours, ſtraitly oꝛdained, cſtabliſhed, charged and pꝛohibited, that thereafter none of the ſaid 
low p2tzed Coales, called Panne coales, noꝛ Dꝛoſſe, blacke Earth. oz other vnmerchantable ſtuffe 
whatſoener, ſhall by any of the ſaidOaſtmen, Owners, and Diggers of the laid Newcaſtle Coales, 
oz byany other perſon oz perſons whatloeuer, be mingled, mixed, oꝛ put amongſt good and mer⸗ 
chantable Coales, noꝛ ſhall at any time, oz times hereafcer, being lo mingled, be bzought, oz tranl- 
poꝛted into any thePozts, oꝛ places of this Our Realme of England, oz tranſpozted into any the 
parts beyond the Deas, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and other thejpenalties therein

Willing and ſtraightly charging and commanding all His Mateſttes Officers, Miniſters, and 
Subiects whatſoener , as well within England and Ireland, as within Hts Realme of Scotland, to

lubiect to ſuch Foꝛfeitures and Penalties, in Caſe of detaining of Cuſtome, oz other Dueties, and 

colouring Strangers goods, oz otherWile in like manner, as His Dublects of any His ſaid 
Bealmes andDomintons reſpectiuelp, are by theLawes and Statutes ofany Hisſaid Realmes, 
oꝛ by Hts Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue ropall (ſhall be lyable vnto,

>= Ox; | of Silke, which had trept in vpon the Trade, by the fraud and cone- 
ING 8 tze of ſome ill iſpoſed perſons; whereby beſides the iniuſt increale of 
%% cue weights, the Silke was weakened and toꝛrupted, and the colour 
N 15 made woꝛſe, to the great abuſeof Us and our ſubietts, and to the 
Ae apparant ouerthzow of the whole Trade, if the lame ſhouldnot haue 
Ca ;, || beene pꝛeuented: Wee taking into Dur Paincely conſideration the 
many benefits that doe redound to Dur louing lubtects, by the im⸗ 

poꝛtation of raw Silke from fozraigne parts, and wozking the ſame into Manufactures heere 
at home, whereby multitudes of Dur pooze peopleare dayly ſet on wozke and maintained, 
though to Our owneloſle; did heretofoze by Our publique Pꝛoclamation ginen at Our Court 
at Farnham, the ninth day of Auguſt in the lixth yecre of Dur reigne, vtterly foꝛbid the vſe of all 
ſuch deceit, and falſitie in the dying of Silkes, and foꝛ the pꝛeſent did thereby pꝛeltribe ſome rules 
to be oblerued, foꝛ the pꝛeuenting ofthe like abuſes thereafter, vntill vpon ſerious and mature 
deliberation by the aduice of Dur Councell , wee ſhould bee able to make a moze abſolute 

refoꝛmation. 

And whereas, Wee finding by experiente vpon other Trades, that this ſo cat a and good a 
Wozke was not thzoughly and perfectly to bee done and perfozmed by any other way, then by 
a Coꝛpoꝛation to conſiſt ofthoſe perſons and members thereof, who haning knowledge in the 
ſeueral! Trades oꝛ Myſteries of wozking,and dying of Silke, could beſt take timely notice ot and 
diſcouer theſenerall deceipts and abuſes, which otherwiſe would from time to time be attempted, 
and vled therein vpon mature conſideration,did thereunto encline as vnto the way tending tothe 
increaſe of theſaid Trade, and maintaning the eſtimation thereof ( which we much deſire,) And 
thereupon by Oar Letters Patents, bearing date at Weſtminſter, the twentieth day of May laſt 
did tonſtitute, oꝛdaine and declare, that the perſons therein named, being perſons bling the Trade 
ol buying, ſelling and woꝛking of Silke, Gold, and Siluer thꝛeed, and the ſeuerall Manufactures 
thereot, and their ſuccefſo:s ſhould foz euer hereafter be one bodie politique, and coꝛpoꝛate by the 


ame of the Gouernour and Company of Silkmen of London, foz the well oꝛdering of the Silke 
Trade, thꝛoughout the Kingdomeof England, thereby gining themfullpower and authozitie, to 
make, oꝛdeine, and eſtabliſh all, oz any ſuch Lawes, Statutes, Acts, Oꝛders Conſtitutions and 
o2dinances, fo2 the good gouernment, oꝛder and rule of the ſaid Gouernour and Company,and 
enery 02 any of them; As allo all and ſingular other ſubtects of Us, Pur Hetres and Duc- 
teſſoꝛs, reſiding within Our Kingdomes of England, Ireland, and Dominion of Wales, and inter⸗ 
medling with, oz in any wile vſing oꝛ exerciſing the Art, Trade, oꝛ Myſterie of a Dilke-man 
ſelling, oꝛ woꝛking of Silke, gold, oꝛ ſiluer thꝛeed, o2 Manufactures made of them, euery, oꝛ any 
ofthem,as to them ſhould ſeeme meet and conuentent, foz the taking away, puniſhing and pꝛe⸗ 
nenting all pꝛelent and fature abuſes, that then had oz at any time then after, ſhould oz might 
ariſe oꝛ grow vpon the ſaid Trade, in the th:owing.twiſting, dying , mixing, weauing, wozking 
0: ſelling of Silke, oꝛ Silke wares, oꝛ Gold, oꝛ Siluer thzeed, oz in the ſeuerall Panufactures 
made of them, enery oꝛ any of them; and alſo all other abuſes whatſoener, from time to time 
growing oꝛ ariſing vpon the ſaid Silke Trade. And the lame Statutes, Lawes, Acts, Dz- 
ders, Conſtitutions and Oꝛdinantes ſo had and made, to put in vꝛe and execution accozdingly , 
and at their pleaſure to reuoke, repeale and diſlolue the lame oꝛ any of them: which Letters 
Pattents we werethe rather entlined to grant, foꝛ that We repoſed ſpeciall truſt and confidence 
inthoſe of the laid Company, foꝛ the well oꝛdering of the laid Trade, and taking away the abu⸗ 
les bſed therein. | 
And whereas at the time of the publiſhing of the foꝛeſald Pꝛoclamation, becatiſe it was 
then conceived theſe nine collours, Viz Ltuer colour , Deroy, Tawnte, Purple, French greene, 
Gingerline, Deere colour, Ozenge colour o2 light Kuſſet, could not bee dyed without ſome in⸗ 
treale of weight mozethen other colours, and thereupon moꝛe allowances of weight and re⸗ 
medie, were thereby pzeſcribed to thoſe colours, then to all others. 
And fozaſmuch, as it hath lately appeared vnto Us, by the humble Petition of the Gouer⸗ 
nour, andCompany of Silke⸗men afozeſaid, that vpon ſeuerall ſollemne debates and tryals, 
bythem made, foure of thoſe colours, viz. French greene, Gingerline, Deere colour, and Oꝛ⸗ 
renge colour may be dyed, without any encreale of weight other then all other colours haue, And 
the reſt, viz. Light Ruſſet, Liner colour, Deroy, Tawnie, and Purple, without ſo much encreaſe 
as was thereby allowed, and that a certaine weight as was then ſet , cannot ſafely bee contt- 
nued vpon any ofthoſe colours, in regard ſome Silkes will be boyled downe to twelue Dunces, 
and others but to twelue Qunces and a halfe, oz neere thirteene Ounces, and pet by colour 
thereof, not onely thoſe colours,but a multitude of others vnder their names, may be dyed vp to 
thirteene Ounces anda halfe, and thereby neere an Ounce in euery pound vniultly gained; and 
thatthereupon the ſaid Gouernour, and Company accozding to the power giuen vnto them, by 
Our ſaid Charter, Hauc the ſecond day of Auguſt laſt made an D2dinance, That whatſoener 
Dilke ſhould bee found, to bee thereafter heauy dyed, either by not being fully diſcharged of the 
Gumme 02 increaſed in the weight, by the ingzedients in the dying, aboue the true nature of the 
Silke it ſelke, and what the beſt and lighteſt Dye muſt neceſſarily adde to make the colour good, 
firme, and beautifull, that all ſuch Silke ſo dyed aboue the true nature thereof, whereſoeuer the 
(ane ſhould bee found, ſhould, and mult be burned and deſtroyed; which they firſt publiſhed

their generall Court. and after ſent fo2 the Silke Þyers and their Journey men and haue canſed 
the ſame to bee openly read vnto them; yet in regard of che tertaine weights, ſet by the ſaid 
foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation vpondyingof the laid Colours, many of them feare not to diſobey the ſaid 
o2dinance though the ſame were made by men expert in that trade vpon lundꝛie trialls firſt had, 
and foꝛ pꝛeuenting of the ſaid abuſes and wꝛong done to our people thereby, without a due obſer- 
nance of which, and all other the good oꝛdinances and oꝛders from time to time to bee made, the 
refozmation which hath beene deſired and intended cannot bee effected : And therekoze humbly 
pꝛaped that out of Our tender care ot the good p2oſperitie of our ſaid people in the Trade, x that 
the laid Gouernour and Companie may bee moꝛe readily obeyedinall plates and in all the wales 
of the refoꝛmation as occaſion ſhould from time to time require. Me by our Nopall Pꝛotlamation 
would be pleaſed to declare that we haue repoled ſpeciallconfidence in the care and induſtrie of the 
ſaid Gouernour and Company , and to command obedience andaſſiſtance therein and thereunto 
from all perſons whom it may any Way conterne, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ and true meaning ok our 
ſaid Charter. 

Now to the end that none of our loning Subietts may pꝛetend ignoꝛante of Dur Nopallplea⸗ 
ſure in that behalle, but that what wee haue pꝛohibited and commanded by our ſaid Charter oz 
by Our fozmer Pꝛotlamation may be fully knowne and publiſhed and actoꝛdingly obſerned and 
obeyed, Wee doe therefo2e hereby ſtreightly charge and command that no Dilke-dyer doe at any 
time hereafter ble any co22upt o2 Deceitfull dꝛugs oz ingredients in dying of Silkes either into 
black oz colours, wherby the weight ofthe Silke ſhall oz may be increaſed in the dying aboue the 
true nature oł the Silke it ſelfe , and what the beſt and lighteſt Die mult neceſſarily adde to make 
the colour good, firme and beautifull, And that this may be ſo done and oblerued, we doe hereby 
will and command the ſaid Gonernour and Company of Silkemen of London and their ſuctel- 
ſoꝛs foꝛ the time being that they from time to time diligently ſearch fo2,x ſeize, oꝛ cauſe to be ſeized, 
all ſuch Silkes as ſhall be ſuſpected to be Hereafter falſly dyed contrary to the ſaid oꝛdinante and 
this Pur Royall Command, and fooꝛthwith to make triall thereof, and if vpon triall thereof 
made, the ſame ſhall be found to exceed the weights and allowances in the ſaid foꝛmer Pꝛotlama⸗ 
tion ſpetilied, oꝛ to be falſly died, though they be vnder that weight, then to caule the ſame to be bur- 
ned, and that not onely the Silke may bee burned and deſtroyed, but the true owner the better 
found out and puntſhed. 

We do likewiſe ſtrictly charge #&command all our people whatſoeuer in any wile vſing any part 
of the laid trade, that they with conſtant markes, and as neere as they can, differing from o⸗ 
ther mens, doe marke and diſtinguiſh whatſoeuer goods 02 wares they ſhall ſell oz wozke , and 
that no man doe vſe an others marke, wherby his owne fraudes may be hidden, and the innocent 
bꝛought into trouble oz lulpicton: And foꝛ that Wee haue beene like wile by them inkoꝛmed that 
abuſe and wꝛong may growe to our people by the making golds ſiluer thꝛed and oes ol falſe and 
deceitfull mettalls, ſtuſte and materialls, wee hereby vtterly fozbid the ſame, and doe com- 
mand the ſaid Gonernour and Company, that they likewiſe from time to time make diligent 
ſearch to diſconer the lame, and cauſe trialls to be made of all ſuch as they ſhall ſuſpect, whereby 
the lame may be found out and puniſhed. And to the end that this Pur Royall Command here⸗ 
| inbenothindered by luch who being faulty may oppoſe themſelues againſt the ſearches etrialls

from time to time, to bee made by the ſaid Gouernour and Company, and againſt other the 
Powers and Authozities granted to them, the laid Gonernour and Company, by Qurſaid 
Charter. 

And to the end their Oꝛdinances may bee the better perkoꝛmed, oblerued and kept, We doe 
hereby ſtreightly charge and tommand all and euery £atozs, Sheriffes, Juſtices of the Peace, 
Bailiffes, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, and all other Officers and Miniſters whatloeuer, to be from 
time to time in all things; helping, ayding and aſſiſting ; to the ſaid Gouernour and Company, 
their Dfficers, and Miniſters, and as much as in them, oꝛ any of them, whom it ſhall oz may 
concernelieth, to ſee Our pleaſure heerein to bee kept, oblerued, and perfo2med, as they tender 
Our pleaſure, and will anlwere the contrary at their perils, aud vpon luch puniſhments as can 
02 map bee inflicted vpon the offendours , koz contempt of Pur Royall plealure in this be- 
halfe. 

And We doe hereby ſtreightly charge # command, the ſaid Gonernour and Companp, that they 
atcoꝛding to the truſt repoſed in them, by Dar laid Charter, apply themſelues with all dilligente, 
to the finding out of the deceipts and avuſes vſed in the laid Trade, and of the wayes and 
meanes of refoꝛmation ofthe ſame,and that they doe goe on to make all ſuch further wholeſome 
O2dinances, foꝛ the pꝛeuenting and pumſhing ofthe ſaid abuſes as ſhall be meet. 

And laſtly. becauſe there may be at this pzeſent, diners quantitiesof Silke in the hands of ma⸗ 
ny perſons; which was dyed attoꝛding to the fozmer Pꝛoclamation, and befoze the laid Oꝛdi⸗ 
nance made and publiſhed as akoꝛeſaid, which cannot beknowne vpon their ſearches, from that 
which hath been dyed ſince, whereby (ik all ſhould be taken and burned) the tuſt map ſuffer with 
the vniuſt. We doe therefoze hereby ſtreightly charge and command that all Silke, ſhoꝛt ſkepnes, 
oꝛ other wiſe Heretofoze dyed into any ofthe ſame nine colours, be vented oꝛ tranſpozted ont of 
Our Kingdome,o2 otherwiſe boyled off, and diſcharged of the ſaid die, befoze Midſomer-day next; 
And il after that day any ſuch falle, o2 deccitfuil dyed Silke, either already lo dyed, oꝛ hereafter to 
be dyed,contrary to the ſaid P2dinance, and this Our Royall command, hall be found in the hand 
of any perlon whatloeuer, belides the puniſhments afozeſaid , the Silke it lelfe whereloeuer the 
ſame ſhall be found ſhall be burnedand vtterly deſtroyed.

He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, out of His 


* ll P2tncely care of His louing Dubiects , that no good meanes and 
DI, > Pouidence may bee neglected, to ſtay the further ſpzeading of the 
_ 5 Inkection of the Plague, Which thzeatneth the Citte of London, 
land Woꝛough of Southwarke, and hath much afflicted the Towne 
of Cambridge, doth linde it neceſſary to pꝛeuent all occaſions of pub⸗ 
{ ligne concourle of His people foz the pꝛeſent, vntill it pleale Al- 
mighty G O D of His goodneſſe to ſtay the danger of that Con- 
tagion, which is already diſperſed into many parts of the Kingdome. 

And therefoze remembzing that there are at hand thzee great Fayzes of ſpeciall note, 
vnto which there is vſaally extraozdinary reſozt out of all parts of the Aingdome; The 
one kept in Smithfield, neere the Citie of London, called Bartholomew Fayre; The other neere 
Cambridge, called Sturbridge Fayre; The third, in the Boꝛough of Southwarke, called Our La- 
dic Fayre, The holding whereok at the vſuall times, would in all ltkelſhood bee the occaſi- 
on of further danger and Inkettion, to thoſe and to other parts of the Land , which pet by 
Gods mercie ſtand: cleare, and therefoze hath thought good by this open Declaration of 
bis Bleaſure and neceſſary Commandement, not onely to admonitſh and require all His 
loning Subtects, to fozbeare to reſozt fo2 this time to any of the ſayd Fapꝛzes, o2 to any 


other Fayꝛes within Fiftie Miles of the ſapd Citie of London, but allo to eniopne the Loꝛds of 
the lapd Fapꝛes, and others interelled in them oꝛ any of them, that they all fozbeare to hold 
the ſayd Fapꝛes, oz any thing appertaining to them, at the times attuſtomed, oz at any o⸗ 


ther time, till by Gods goodneſfle and mertie the Jnfection of the Plague (hall ceaſe , oz 


bee ſo much dinuniſhed, that his Mate ſtie may ſafely gine o2der foz holding them, vpon 


paine ofſuch puniſhment, as foꝛ acontempt ſo much concerning the vniuerſall ſafety of his 
people, they ſhall bee adiudged to deſerue, which they mult expect to bee tnflicted with all 


ſencrity,his Maieſties deſire being lo tntentine, foꝛ pꝛeuenting the generall Inkettion thꝛeat⸗ 


ned, as Hee is relolued to ſpare no man that ſhall bee the cauſe of diſperſing the ſame. 
And to that purpoſe doth hereby further charge and eniopne, bnder the like penalty, all 


Citizens and Inhabitants of the ſapd Citieof London, that none of them ſhall repaire to any 


Fayze held within any part ofthis Kingdome, vntill it ſhall pleaſe God to ceaſe the Inkection 
now being, but ſuch onely as ſhall haue a Certifiacte vnder the hand andSeale of the Loꝛd 


Mato? of London, that they may ſafely be receiued. 
Neuerthelelle, his Maieſties intention is, and allo hereby declareth himlelke, chat no 


TLoꝛds ot any Fapꝛes, oz others intereſſed in the Pꝛolits thereof, ſhall by this neceſſary and 
tempozary reſtraint, reteiue pꝛeiudite of his oz their Right in their Fayꝛes, oꝛ Liberties there⸗ 
unto belonging, any thing bekoꝛe mentioned notwithſtanding.

And whereas it hath beene lately dilcouered in Our Court of Starre- Chamber, that a 
notable abuſe hath crept in by the Fraud and Couettze of ſome ill diſpoſed perſons, (ſome of 
which haue already been deſeruedly puniſhed by the iuſt Sentence ofthat Court, andthe reſt 
ofthe offenders (hall ſarely be pzoſecuted foꝛ an example to all others) by adding to the weight 
of Silke in their Dye beyond a inſt pꝛopoꝛtion, by falle and deteitfull mixture ofthe ingredi- 
ents vled in the Dying, whereby, belides the vntuſt encreale of the weights, the Silke is 
weakened and cozrupted, and the colour made woꝛſe, to the great abuſe of Us and Dur 
Subiects, and to the apparant ouerthꝛow of the whole Trade, if the ſame bee not ſpeedi⸗ 
ly pꝛeuented. 
Wee taking this into Our Pꝛintely conſideration, and eſteeming it a woꝛke woꝛthy of Our 
Vopall care, haue thought it fit by this Our publique Pꝛoclamation , btterly to foꝛbid the 


ple of all ſuch deceit and falſitie in Dying of Silkes, and fo2 the pzeſent to pzeſcribe ſome 
pꝛobable Rules to bee obſerned, foꝛ the pꝛeuenting of the like abuſes hereafter, vntill vpon 
ſerions and mature deliberation, wee, by the aduice of Oar Counſell, ſhall bee able to make 
amoze abſolute refoꝛmation. 

In the firſt place thercfoze Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command, That no Silke-Dyer 

doe at any time hereafter vle any Slipp, Alder-barke, filings of Jron, oz other cozrupt oꝛ de⸗ 

cettfull matter in dying of Silkes, either blatke, oꝛ into Colours, Wherebythe weight ofthe 
Silke ſhalloꝛ may be increaſed, vpon patne of Dur high diſpleaſure , ⁊ ot ſuch further paines 
and puniſhments, as by Our Tawes, oꝛ by the Sentenceof Our Court of Starre-chamber. 
oz by Our Pꝛerogatiue Nopall, can oꝛ may be inflicted vpon the offendoꝛs; And ikanp Silke- 
man, Silke weauer, o2 other perſon vling the Trade ok buying oz lelling of Silke, either in 
groſſe, oꝛ by retaile, either by the lkaine, oz other weight, oz which ſhall conuert the lame 
into Lace, Ribben, Buttons, Points, o2 other Manukactures, oz ſhall vſe the Trade of 
buying 02 ſelling the ſame ſo conuerted, ſhall bee pꝛiuie and conſenting to ſuch deceipt in Dy- 
ing, 02inowingthe ſame to bee ſo falſely Dyed, ſhall buy, reteiue, oz put the ſame to ſale, 
02 btter the ſame to any other, Euery ſuch offendoz ſhall incurre the like puniſhment as the 
Silke Dyer himlelfe ſhould bndergoe bythe intention ofthis Pur Pꝛoclamation. 

And to the end that all good meanes may bee vſed , which may furtherthis refozmation 
intended, Wee further ſtraitly charge and command, That no Silke ſhall be dyedofany other 
Blacke, but of that colour and dye called oz knowneby the name of Spaniſh blacke , and not 
that Dye which is called oꝛ knowne by the name of London blacke,o2 light weight. 

That no Silke Dyer doe dye any Silke befoze the Gumme bee fayze boyled off from the 
Silke being raw, ſo that the pound of Rawſilke , which befoze the Gumme boyled off was 
ſixteene ounces, be reduced to twelue onnces, oz thereabouts, when the Gumme is bopled off. 

That noſilke weighing a pound befoze it be put fo dying, #afterdyed info Spaniſh blacke, 
doe erceede firteene ounces after it tsdyed; And that the pound weight of Silke of Italy dyed 
into blacke , doe not exceed fifteene ountes when it is dyed , with halfe an ounce at the moſt ko: 
remedie. ; 

8 75 19 pound weight of Silke which (hall be dyed into theſe ſadd Colours following, 
(viz) Liner colour, Deroy, Tawny, Purple, French greene, Gingerline, Deere colour, Ozange 
5 ur, 02 light Nulſlet, hall exceede thirteene ountes — if is dyed, and Halfe an otince at 
the moſt fo: remedie. 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall bee dyed into other colours, which are called 
Light colours ,erceed twelue ounces when it is dyed, and halfe an ounce at the moſt foꝛ reme- 
die; And that no Galles be vſedin the dying ok thoſe light colours, 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall be dyed into Gꝛaine colours, doe exteed thir⸗ 
teene ounces when it is dyed, and halte an ounce at the moſt foz remedy. 

That no pound weight of Silke which ſhall be vſed, as white, oz light Yellow, foz Siluer 
and Gold thꝛeed, ſhall exceede twelue ounces , without any addition foꝛ remedy, 

That the Thꝛowſter doe not adde any Gumme , Sirrops, oz other deceitfull ſuffe to en⸗ 
creaſe the weight befoze it goe to the Dyer, 

That no Bꝛoker ſell any dyed Silkes, bnleſſe the owner himſelfe appearein perſon; and 
owne the ſame , that he may bee anlwerable foz the abuſe in dying, ik there fall out to be any. 


That at! Stuffes made of Silke, be marked with the pꝛoper Marke of theWeauerthere- 
of; And that no perſon buying Silke, doe Dye hisowne Silke. 

And Wee ſtraitly charge and command, That the Toꝛd Maioꝛof Londov, within the Ci⸗ 
tie and Liberties thereof, The Maſter , Wardens, and Aſſiſtants of the Compauy of Dyers 
of London, ( as farre as by their Charters they are enabled) and all other Matiozs, Sheriffes, 
Juſtices of Peace, Bailiffes, and other head Officers within their ſenerall Juriſdictions in 
all parts of this Kingdome of England, and Realme cf Lreland, dor ve all diligence to ſearch, 
finde out, and pꝛeuent all the abuſes in falſe oz deteitfull Dying of Silke, actoꝛding to the 
power they already haue to that purpole, and actoꝛding to the direction oftheſe Pꝛeſents And 
ſuch abuſes beeing found, that they diſcouer the ſame to the L02ds of Our Pute Coun⸗ 
{ell , o2 to Mair Attourney gencrall foz the time being, to the end that the offendozs may be 
puniſhed foꝛthe lame. 

And betaule it were in baine to tommand the true and honeſt Dying of Silke within this 
Realme , and ſuffer ſilke falſip Dped bepond the Seas to be impoꝛted, Wee doe ſtraitly charge 
and command, That no man bee lo hardy as to bꝛing into theſe Our Realmes of England oz 
Ireland, oꝛ Any Poꝛt, Hauen, Crecke, oꝛ place thercof, any Silke deceitfully Dyed with tricreaſe 
of weight, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture thereof, and ol ſuch further puniſhment as may by Law 
be inflicted vpon them. 

And laſtly. becauſe there is at this pꝛeſent nnch Silke in the hands of many perſons, which 
hath been falſlp Dyed as afozeſaid, Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command ,that allſuch Silke 
bee tranſpoꝛted out oftheſe Kingdomes befoze the firſt day of December now next comming: 
Andifafter that day any luch falſe oꝛ deceutfull Dyed Silke, either already ſo Dyed, oꝛ hereaf- 
ter to be ſo died, ſhall be found in the hands of any perſon whatſoener, beſides the puniſhments 
afozeſaid, the Silke it ſelfe _ bee burnt, and btterly deſtroped whereſotuer the ſame ſhall 
be found.

Aniſh, and ſtraitly charge and command, that all Our louing Sub- 

iects, eſpecially Dur Judges, Juſtices, Conſtables, Headbo- 

TA roughs, and other Our Officers in their ſeuerall places (ſhould vle 

AD || all poſſible care and diligence, aſwell foꝛ the Reliefe of the truely 

pooꝛe and indigent people, as fo: the puniſhing, ſupp:eſſing, and 

ſctling of the Sturdie Rogues and Uagabonds, acco2ding to the Lawes and Sfatutes 
in that behalfe , with great Judgement excellently pꝛouided. 

Wherein Wee were the moze vigilant , foz that the danger was viſible of ſpzeading and 
diſperſing the contagious Infection of the Plague ouer the whole Kingdome by thoſe wan⸗ 
dering perſons, who haue neither care of themſelnes noz others, which Dur admo- 
nition wzought good effect in moſt parts of this Pur Kingdome , vntill by a libertie 
taken by that looſe ſozt of people, vnder colour of ſeeking Wozke in the time of Harueſt, 
the conſtant execution of thole Lawes was interrupted , and by that occaſion many of 
thoſe Uagrants are returned to their wonted diſſolute courſe of wandering and begging,

Wherefoꝛe, the Harueſt being now ended, and lo all pꝛetence of excuſe taken away, and 
the danger of that Contagion which fozmerly thꝛeatned this Land, not being yet ceaſed ; 
Wee out of Our Paincely care and P2outdence foz the ſafety and pꝛolperitie of Pur good

Z 6 ly conſideration, the generall ſcarcitie and dearth of Gzaine and 
Uittuall like to fall out, and much feared this yeere following 
& | in manyparts ofthis Kingdome. Aud hauing vpon aduite with 
the Loꝛds of his Maieſties Pꝛiuy Counſell , conſidered of ſuch 
good meanes as haue been heretofoze vſed vpon the like occaſion, 
and ſome others, which by a due and ſeaſonable execution, may (by Gods bleſſing ) pꝛeuent 
thole extremities, which otherwiſe the ſcarcitie thꝛeatned, may bzing foozth, doeth by this 
Hts Pꝛoclamation publiſh and declare His Royall pleaſure and Commandement therein, foz 
the good of his people, in the ſeuerall Articles here enſuing. 

Firſt, wheras His Mateſit: hath with the aduice of His ſaid Pꝛiuie Counſell,cauſed a Booke 
of D2ders, fo: pꝛeuenting and remedying the dearth of Gꝛaine and Utctuall, (which was 
firſt conteiued and made in the time ofthe late Queene Elizabeth, and afterwards renewed in 
the time of His Maieſties Royall Father ofbleſſed memozy) to bee againe reuiſed and enlar⸗ 
ged with ſome neceſſary additions, grounded vpon the Statutes made ſince the firlt publiſh- 
ing thereof, and hath taken care foz repzinting of the ſame; whereby particular directions 
are giuen foꝛ ſuppzeſſingthe abuſes and offences of Ingroſſers, Badgers, Bꝛoggers, Carrt- 
ers, and Buyers of Cozne,, Mault-makers, Bzewers, Bakers, Milners, and others Tra⸗ 
ding in Coꝛne, as alſo fo: cauſing the Allize of 2B:ead and Beere to bee truely kept, and the 
Markets duely ſupplyed with Cozne, and the pooze firſt lerued and p2outded foz , with other 
like clauſes to the good purpoſe afozeſayd : His Mateſtie ſtraitly chargeth and commandeth, 
alwell the Toꝛd Maioꝛ, Necoꝛder, Aldermen and Sheriffes ofthe Citie of London, and all o- 
ther Officers and Miniſters of the fayd Citie, as alſo all and ſingular Sheriffes, Juſtices of 


Peace , aud other Officers and Miniſters in the leuerall Counties of this Realme , and all 
Maiozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes , Aldermen, and other Pagiſtrates, Officers and Miniſters 
ofall other Cities and Townes Cozpozate, that they and enery of them, within their ſeue- 
rall Limits and Juriſdictions reſpectinely, doe carefully and diligently put in due and ſpee- 
die execution the ſaid Oꝛders and Directions, and euery of them, atcoꝛding to his Mateſttes 
expꝛeſſe pleaſure therein ſignified, as they will auoyd his Maieſties iuſt indignation, and ſuch 
farther puniſhments as ſhall oz may bee inflicted vpon them foꝛ their neglect of any the dne- 
ties of their ſeuerall places, and the contempt of this his Pateſties Royall Commandement. 

And becaule in the ſcarcitie of Cozne , the plenty and cheapneſſe of other Uictnals, may 
helpe to giue ſome caſeand reliefe to the pooze, andthe fozbearingof Fleſh, aſwellin the time 
of Lent, as vpon other Fiſh-dayes, may bee a good meanes to dꝛaw downe the pꝛices of 
Fleſh, and will alſo be a good inconragement foz the Trade of Fiſhing, when the certain 
Uent and Sale of Fiſh ſhall be pꝛouided foz. 

And whereas His Mateſliz vpon ſome of theſe tonſiderations, hath by his Highneſſe P29- 
clamation bearing date at the Court at White Hall, the eighteenth day of January laſt paſt, 
ſet downecertatne Oꝛders and particular Directions foz reſtraint of killing, dꝛelling, and ea⸗ 
ting of Fleſh in Lent, and vpon other Fiſh-dayes, to be duely and ſtrictly obſerued, both foz 
the time of Lent then following, and foz all ſucceeding times, as thereby appeareth , His 
Maieſtie hath tuſt cauſe to be offended at the Supine remiſleneſſe,. and wilkull contempt genes 
rally committed and ſuffered by the inoꝛdinate libectie taken by all ſoꝛts of people againſt che 
good and wholeſome Oꝛders tonteined in the ſaid P2zoclamation, bpon ſuch weightie Rea- 
ſons grounded, and in ſuch ſtrict termes delinered and eniopned. 

And therekoꝛe being relolued to take a moꝛe ſtrict account thereof foꝛ the time to tome, both 
at the hands of the Officers to whom the execution thereofis committed, and ok enery pꝛiuate 
perſon that ſhall pꝛeſume to diſobey the lame; elpectally in this time ot generall feare, and ex⸗ 
pectation of Dearth (if by good and politique rule and oꝛder the lame be not in ſome good mea 
ſure pꝛeuented) doth hereby ſtraightly charge and command aſwell the Lozd Matoz of the 
Citie of London, foꝛ ànd within the laid Citie and the Liberties thereof; and all and ſinguler 
Maio zs, chiefe Olliters of other Cities, and Townes Co2pozate, and alſo the Juſtices of 
Peace, within the ſeuerall Counties of England and Wales, that they and euery of them within 
the ſenerall limits of their Commiſſions and Juriſdictions reſpectiuely, doe foꝛthwith moze 
diligently and carefully ſee and cauſe that the ſaid Pzoclamation of the eighteenth of January 
laſt, and all Articles and Claules therein contained, be both in Lentnext,and at all other times 
from hentefoꝛth duely and ſtrictly oblerued and perkoꝛmed in euery point, vpon paine of His 
Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuch Penalties as by the Lawes of this Wealme may bee in- 
flicted vpon the offenders, foz their neglect 02 contempt of his Maieſtie oz his Lawes, vpon 
this ſecond warning. 

And whereas by an ancient and laudable Cuſtome no ſuppers were wont to bee kept on 
Fridapes, oꝛ the Enes of Feaſts commanded to be faſted, noꝛ vponWedneſdayes, oz Satur⸗ 
dayes in the Ember Weekes and time of Lent, but a generall abſtinence from Supperson 
thole nights: And the lame courle is to this day foꝛ the moſt part obſerued, not onely in his 


Maieſties moſt Honourable houſhold, and in the Families ot moſt of the Nobilitie and great 
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men ofthe Kingdome ; but alſo in the Innes of Court and Chancery, and in the Colledges 
and Halles of both Uninerſities, and all other publique places of good oꝛders, and in the 
houſes of many Knights and Eſquires that are moſt commended foꝛ good Houſe keeping, ac- 
toꝛding to the ancient manner of England, foz which this Realme hathHeretofoze been ſo much 
honoured. Howbeit that good and laudable cuſtome is dayly moze and moꝛe neglected, and 
that good oꝛder bꝛoken eſpecially in Tauernes, Innes, Oꝛdinaries, Houſes of Dicing and 
laying, Cookes houſes, and other Qictualling houſes, wherecommonly there is moze waſte

| His Maieſtie therefoze doeth ſtraitly charge and command, that this laid ancient and lau⸗ 
davie cuſtome bee ſtrictly obſerued in all and linguler Tauernes, Innes, Oꝛdinaries, honſes 
ek Dicing and Play, Cookes houſes, and other Victualling houſes, and that no Suppers 
bee in them, oꝛ any of them, oꝛ by the owners of them oꝛ any of them, oz their ſeruants 
had, dꝛeſſed oꝛ pꝛouided foz to bee eaten either in their owne houſes, oz elſewhere , vpon any 
the Faſting nights afoꝛelayd; And that in the Bondso2 Recognizances to bee taken of them 
foꝛ obſeruation of Lent and Filh dayes, this Article bee ſpecially remembzed and p2out- 
ded koꝛ. 

And as his Mateſtie doeth tommaund this courſe to bee obſerued in the places afozeſayd, 
ſo Hee docth with the Aduice of His Sꝛiup Counſell, commend the ſame courſe to the reſt of 
His Subiects in their patuate Families, in this time of Scarcitie, and that they would, out 
of that which (all bee ſaued by thts abſtinence, and by their ſober and moderate dyet at other 
times, charitably and bountifully eniploy ſome good pꝛopoꝛtion towards the reliefe of thoſe 
that (hall be in penury and want, and would be glad to be refreſhed with the meaneſt of that 
foode which is ſuperfluouſly ſpent in Rich mens houles. 

And fo2 the lame end, His Maieſtie by like Aduice of His Pꝛtuie Counſell doeth will and 
oꝛdaine, that the vſual Feaſts at the Halles of Companies in London, which at other times 
haue beene, and may bee vled, bee, during the time of Sickneſſe oz Dearththis peere foꝛ⸗ 
bozne. 

And becauſe the ſayd Soctettes and Companies ſhall by this meanes of putting ouer their 
Feaſtes, ſpare much money of that which hath beene heretofoze vſually ſpent that way, 
His Mateſtte doeth ſpecially recommend it vnto them; that thoſe who ſhould haue bozne 
the Charge of thoſe Feaſtes, would allow, if not moze, yet at the leaſt theone halle of what 
that Charge would haue come vnto, towards the reliefe of the pooꝛe, which being oꝛder⸗ 
ly diſburſed , will bee a great comfoꝛt vnto them, and will bee a matter of great Charitie in 
the doers thereof, and beeing by them accozdingly perfozmed, His Maieſtie will grati⸗ 
ouſly accept thereof, and will finde meanes to gine them their due commendation and 
Right; as on the contrary, Hee ſhall hanecauſetoremember the hardneſle of their hearts 
which in this time of want ſhall ſhew themſelues ſo mercileſſe, as not to diſtribute vpon the 
pooze, one halfe of that, which they would bee content to ſpend on a Feaſt, which may well 
bee ſpared. 

And whereas his Maieſtie is infozmed, that ſundzy Merchants, Strangers and A- 
liens of Fozraigne Countreys, in Amitie with his Maieſtie, haue beenheretofoze accuſtos 
med to bꝛing their Shippes and other Ueſſels from their owne Countreys, into ſome of the 
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Poꝛtes, Hauens , oꝛ Creekes of England oz Wales, Unuittualled ok purpoſe, that vnder co⸗ 
Jour of taking in a ſupply of Freſh-Uictuals foꝛ their neteſlities, they might Utctuall chem- 
ſelues, and their Shippe-Company from Hence foz other long Uoyages , whereby ſuch 
Strangers haue beene ſuffered to carry away much of the Coꝛne and Uictnals, where- 
withall His Maieſties owne Dubiects ſhould haue beene luſtapned and relieued, and they 
by that meanes pinched with want, which in time of Scarcitte is by no meanes to bee ſut⸗ 


fered. 

"His Maieſtie therefoze doeth by this Pꝛotclamation giue in expꝛeſle Charge and Com⸗ 
mand, as well the Lozd Matoz of London, foꝛ the Pozt of London, as to all Matozs and o⸗ 
ther Magiſtrates of the Out-Pozts, and all Creekes and Harboꝛough Townes, and to all 
Sheriffes and Juſtices of Peace of the Maritine Counties, as alſo to all Cuſtomers, Comp⸗ 
trollers, Searchers, and other His Maieſties Dfficers of His Cuſtomes, and to enery of 
them reſpectinely, that they in no Wiſe ſuffer any ſuch thing to bee done hereafter : Not- 
withſtanding , If any uch Aliens oꝛ Strangers ſhall with their Ships oꝛ other Ueſſels by 
diſtreſſe of weather at Sea, ozother ineuitable accident be dꝛiuen into any the Poꝛts, Hauens, 
Creeks oz Harboꝛoughs afozeſayd; His Maie ſtie is well pleaſed, that they ſhall haue libertie to 
pꝛouide and take vp ſuch quantities of Uictuals, and pꝛopoꝛtion of neceſſaries fo: their Ship- 
Company onelp, as by the Lozd Matoz of London foz the Poꝛt of London, oz by the Matoz 
02 thiefe Magiſtrate of the ſayd Poꝛt Towne, Hauen oꝛ Creeke in the Out Poꝛts, where 
the ſayd Ship ſhall be dꝛiuen in, and by two ofthe next Juſtices of Peace of the County ad. 
topning, ſhall bee thonght fit to bee allowed foꝛ their neceſſary ſuſtenance, in their returne in 
to their owne Countreys onely,andnot other wile: And theſe pꝛopoꝛtio ns ſo allowed by them 
to be ſet downe in waiting, vnder their hands to be certified to the Loꝛd Treaſurer of England, 
within fourty dayes after ſuch allowance giuen. 


And in like manner, His Mateſtie doeth hereby gine a ſpetiall Charge as well to the 
Lo Maioꝛ of the Citie of London, andall Maioꝛs andMagiltrates of the Out-Poꝛtes, 
as allo to all Sheriffes, and Juſtices o Peate of the Maritine Counties, and all and ſingtt- 
lar his Maieſties Officers of His Cuſtomes, koz their ſeuerall Limites, places of atten⸗ 
dance, and Juriſdictions reſpectinely, that the Articles ſpecifiedin the ſaid JmpzintedBooke 
of Oꝛders ko: reſtrapning the Expoꝛtation of Cozne and Uictuall be duely and carefully ob- 


ſerued and put in execution. 


Laſtly , His Maieſtie doeth hereby ſignifie and detlare to all and ſingular Matozs, Shez 
riffes, Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, Aldermen , and other His Officers, Miniſters and 
Subiects whome it may concerne ; That as His Maieſtie hath publiſhed this His Royall 
P2oclamation, and the ſayd Impꝛinted Oꝛders foꝛ the ſafety, weale and plenty of His peo⸗ 
ple, andfoz the pꝛeleruing of the lines and health of thepooze, againſt Famine, and the 
diſeaſes which follow the want of wholeſome faode, and doubteth not but good effects will 
enſue thereof, if enery man in his place will readily and willingly put to a helping hand:

to be hereafter ſtrictly obſerued by all ſorts of people. 


> al Pcreas, fo: the benefit and commodity of this Our Realme of England, 

Alas well in the maintcnance of Our Nauy and Shipping (a pzincipall 
- ſtrength of this Pland) as foꝛ the ſparing and increaſe sf Fleſh victuall, 
dtuers good Lawesand Statutes haue beene pzoutded,fozthe due obſer 
uation of Lent, and other dayes appointed fo2 Fiſh dayes, which from 
time to time haue beene letonded and quickned by lundzy Our Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tions, and other Actes and ©2dinances of State; And whereas, not- 
1 withſtandingthe many good pꝛouiſions heretofoze had and made in that 
e kinde, Wee yet finde the inoꝛdinate liberty, now vſually taken by all ſoꝛts 
Br: ol people to kill, dꝛeſle, and eate Fleſh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on other 
daies and times pꝛohibited by Law, is become an euill ot ſuch inueterate 

growth. as it requireth moꝛe then oꝛdinary care to ſuppꝛeſſe the lame: 

r3ce thereloꝛe much affecting the Rekoꝛmation of this fo great an erill (and enemy to the plentie ot 
Our Bingdomes) Hauc thought fit eftloones (and thus timely the better to take away the ercuſe, 
and to pzevent the pꝛouiſions of Fleſh that vlually men make againſt the Lent ſeaſon) To expꝛeſle 
Our ſelfe and Pur Royall Commandement in this behalfe : wherein, without any future declara- 
non of Our pleaſure in this kinde, Mee ſhall expect and require from all Our Subiects, that due 
Notice be taken, and that a ſtrict and continued obedtence and confoꝛmitie be peelded thereunto in all 
ſucceeding times. 

And therekoꝛe wee doe ſtraitly Charge and Command all and every perſon and perſons whatſoe- 
ner, to whom it may appertaine, carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Orders following may bre 
duciy oblerued and put it cxecution, vpon paine of Our high diſpleature, and ſuch penalties, as by 
the Lawes of this Our Bealine may be inflicted vpon the Offenders, foꝛ their contempt oꝛ neglect of 
Us and Our Lawes, whereof we ſhall ſhew Our ſelues moſt ſeuſible. 

And firſt, whereas voce finde, that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſe diſoꝛders hath growen from the Lt- 
tentes that haue beene granted to Butchers, to kill and bicer Fleſh contrary to Law, And that by 
Our Lawes, no Mapoꝛ, Juſtice of Peace, o2 other perſon of what degree oꝛ qualitie ſoeuer, can 
grant any Licence in this kinde, And that the Loꝛds and others of Pur Pꝛiuy Countell, do by Our 
direction fozbeare to grant the ſame, o2 gine way thereunto; Our will and pleaſure is vpon the 
penalties pzoutdedby Law, andſach further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the offenders, as ſhall 
be thought meete that no ſuch Licence ſHall be granted foꝛ the killing oz vttering of Fleſh ; And that 
no Butther oꝛ other perſon whatloeuer,doe by colour thereof, kill, vtter, oz put to ſale any Fleſh con- 
trary to the Lawes eſtabliſhed and pꝛouided inthat behalfe. 

And fo2 the auoidingof ſuch inconuentences hereafter, Dur will and pleaſure is, That the Lozd 
Maioꝛ of Our Citie of London, and enery other Officer and Juſtice of Þeace, ſhall call befozethem, 
and ſendfo2 any of theſernantsof any Jnholders, Uictuallers, Cookes, Alehouſekeepers, Tauer- 
ners, and keepers of Oꝛdinary tables, and ſuch others that vtter victuals, and to examine them vpon 
their toꝛpoꝛali Oathes, what Flelh is, oꝛ hath beene, during the Lent ſeaſon, oz other dates pꝛohi⸗ 
bited by the Law, dzeſſed, killed, vttered, oz eaten in their houſes, which if they ſhall refuſe to doe, 
then to tommit to p2iſon the laid ſeruants lo refuſing vpontheir Dathes to declare the trueth. 


That the Loꝛd Mato? (hall allo peerely befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, cauſe all Pnhol- 
ders, Keepers of Ozdinary Tables, Uictuallers, Alehoule keepers,and Tauerners within the City 
and Liberties thereot, to appeare befozehim, o2 ſuch perſons às he ſhall appoint meete foz that pur- 
pole; And ſhall take Recognizances with ſufficient Sureties of euery otthem in good ſummesof 
money, (viz.) One hundzed pounds of the Pzincipall, and their ſureties thirty pounds aptece,to Our 
ple, not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes in the Lent time, oꝛ at other times pꝛohibited, foꝛ any re- 
ſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to bee eaten contrary to Lawe. The like Recognizance with Sureties,ſhall bee ta⸗ 
ken ofthe like parties vpon like penalties, by the Puſticesof Peaceof Our City of weſtminſter, and 
the Liberties thereof;andeuery of the laid Recognizances to be certified into Our Exchequer. 

And foꝛ the Butchers, others that come with vittuall of Fleſh out of the Countrey into the City, 
Our pleaſure is, That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the Gates and other 
like places in the Suburbes, Where Fleſh . bee brought, to view and ſearch, and to intercept the 
ſame: And if any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and cozrupt in his Charge, then he to 
be committed to pziſon during the whole Lent; 

And to the end that Fiſhermen may tmploy themſelues to Sea with better encouragement then 
heretofoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to time 
hereafter, as ſhall be expedient, aſwell fo2 the pzouiſion ofthe Citie, as foz ſelling the lame at reaſona- 
lie Rates; we will that they take notite of this Pur Commandement , and conſtant reſolution foz 
the obſeruance of Lent, and Fiſh-dayes, bothnowandhereafter, as by Lawis required. 

And furthermoꝛe, as We thinke it fit, that euery man ſhould be a rule of oꝛder and abſtinencein his 
gwne Houſe, as well in reſpect of the publique, as of his pꝛiuate caſe and benefit, Do Wee ſtraitly 
charge and command all Inholders, Keepers of Ozdinary Tables, Uictuallers, Alehouſe keepers, 
and Tauerners, not to make any Supper fo2 any perſon o2 perſons whatſocuer, vpon Friday 
nights, either in Lent 02 out of Lent ;nozto ſuffer any meateto be then dꝛeſled, vttered,ſold oz eaten 
in their Houſes, vpon paine offuch puniſhment, as is due to thoſe that ſhall contemne Our Royall 
pleaſure and Commandement, 

And foꝛaſinuch as vpon further aduice and conſideration had, that the reſtraint of killing and dꝛel⸗ 
ing of fleſh is no luft cient remedy koꝛ the milchiefe, vnle lle there bee better care alſo taken to ſuppꝛeſle 
the vnlawſull and moꝛdinate eating of Flech in the time of Lent, and onother dares auu tunes peu⸗ 
hiölted, wherewith Hur lubietts haue actuſtomed themſclues, rather foꝛ delicacie then foz neceUlty; 
It is therefoze Our Noyall wil and pleaſure, and actozdingly wee doc hereby ſtraitiy pꝛohibite and 

ſoꝛbid all Our Subiects of what degree oz qualitie loeuer within this Our Realme, to eate any 
manner of Fleſh in the time of Lent, oꝛ on other dayes now vlually obſerued as Fiſh dapes, without 
aſpectall Licence firſt obtained from the Biſhop ofthe Dioteſſe, oꝛ ſuch other as by the Lawe haue 
power to giue Licence in that behalfe, (which Wee will and command (hall bee ſparingly granted, 
and in caſes of netellitie onely) vpon paine of Our high d ſplealure, and to bee pꝛoteeded agaiuſt by 
Our Attourney Generallin Our Court of Starre-Chamber,ascontemners of Our Royall Com- 
mandement,and vpon ſuch further penaltie, as by the Lawes and Statutes of Dur Realme may be 
inflicted on thoſe that ſhall wilfully offend in this kinde. 

And as thele Oꝛders are to beexecuted in Our City of London, x places neere to the ſame, ſo it is 
Our expꝛelle plealure and Commandement, That Pur Juſticesof Ptate in all Shires within their 
Rule, and all other Maiozs, Bailiffes, and chiefe officers in Townes toꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in any Liberties 
within their Pzecincts,ſhallcauſe the ſame to be oblerued and perfoꝛmed in like manner; and that no 
maner ok Toleration, Fauour, oz Conninencie be vſed by any Juſtite of Peate, oꝛ other Officer, con- 
trary to the true meaning of this Our Pꝛotlamation, as both they that ſhall pꝛeſume wittingly lo to 
tolerate the offente, as allo the party himſelfe offending, will anlwere the lame at their vttermolt pe⸗ 
rils: Pur Commandement being, That Pur Lawes in this caſe ſhall be hereafter ſeuerely executed 
bpon all offenders whatſoeuer. 

Further charging andcommanding the Lozd Maioꝛ of Our City of London, the Juſtites ot Al- 
ſize in their leuerall Circuits, the Maioꝛs and chiefe Officers of all other Cities and Townes cozpo- 
rate, Juſtites of Peate, Loꝛds of Liberties, and all other Officers and Miniſters within the ſeuerall 
Counties ofthis Our Realme, That they and euery of them fully obey this Our Pleaſure, and taule 
and tompell the ſame to be obeyed and executed by others, as they will anlwere thecontrary at their 


bitermoſt perils. 
And fo2 the due exetution of the Pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties of this Pur Realme, as well 
as in our Cities of London and Weſtminſter, Wee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all 
Our Juſtices of Peace within the ſame Counties, aſwell within Liberties as without That yeerely 
and cuery yecre hereafter beloꝛe Lent , they cauſe to come and appeare betoze them all Jnholders,

Cookes, Tauerners, Atehouſe-keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers whatſoencr, and to re- 
quireand take ofthem to Our vle, ſeuerall Recognizances,with Sureties,foz obſeruationofthe pze- 
miſſes, (viz) The pꝛintipals in tenne pounds, and their two Sureties in fiue pounds apiete: And if 
they ſhall refuſe oz neglect to enter into ſuch Netogntzances, then the ſaid Juſtices hall ſuppzeſſe 
ſach perſons ſo refuſing, from victualling any moze, and ſhall alſo cauſe them foozthwith to become 
hound by Recoqutzance with Sureties to our ple, (viz) The pꝛintipals intwenty pounds, and their 
two Sureties in tenne pounds aptece,not to Uictvall oz ſellBeere oꝛ Ale from thencefoozth, which if 
they ſhall retuſe to doe, thenthe ſaid Juſtices to commit to pꝛilon all ſuch perſons ſo retiuling to enter 
into ſuch Recogniz2n7es, butill they dai uiii ij emĩelues, © beconic bound, as afozeſaid.Andfur- 
ther fo2 ali inch Inholders, Cookes, Tauerners, Alehoule keepers, Butchers, and other Utctual- 
lers as ſhall not appeare befoze the ſaid Juſtices, as afoꝛeſaid, That theyimmediatly lend fooꝛth their 
warrants , oꝛ grant pꝛoteſſe againſt them and euerp of them ſo making default, to appeare and an- 
ſwere their contempt at the next generall Seſſions of the Peace. | 
And further, foꝛthe moꝛe due puniſhment of Inholders, Keepers of oꝛdinary Tables, Cookes, 
Butchers, Uictuallers, Alehouſe keepers, Tauerners, andſuch like, who ſhall fozfeit their Recognt- 
zances by killing oz dzefſing of Fleſh, oꝛ luffering it to be eaten in their houſes in theLenttime,xother 
Fiſh dayes;And to the end that the lame may be as well taken in due fozme of Law,asduely certified 
into Our Exchequer, we doe will and require all Juſtites of peate, as well within Liberties as with- 
out, That at ſuch times as they ſhal meet within their ſeueral Diuiſions foꝛ the taking of uch Netog⸗ 
niʒances, that they giue notite to the Clerkes ofthe Peace, oꝛ their Deputies, to attend them foꝛ that 
purpole; Of whom we will require a ſtrict Accompt foꝛthe Legall taking and returning ofthe ſame 
Recognizances into Our ſaid Exchequer: The ſaid Clerkes ofthe Peace and their Deputies, taking 
loꝛ the making and certifying ol the ſame necognizances of ali Pnne-keepers, Tauerners, Cookes, 
and Butchers, the Fee ot two ſhillings fire pence ; And of all Alehoule-keepers the Fee oftwelue 
— is limited to be taken by the Clerke ofthePeace fo2 Our County of Middleſex foꝛ euer ſuch 
ecogniz ante, and no moꝛe. 

And laſtip, foꝛ that the Fiſhmongers ( vpon the obſeruation ofthe afoꝛeſaid Oꝛders) map perhaps 
take occaſion thereby to enhaunte the pꝛites, as well of Frech, as of Sea Fiſh we doe therefoꝛe hereby 
further charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatſoeuer , That they ſell and vtter their Fiſh at 
moderate and vſuall Rates and pꝛites, And that all Juſtices of Peate, Maioꝛs, Bailiffes, and other 
Our Officers,as well within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhallappertaine, ſhallfrom time to 
time take ſuch oꝛder with the ſaid Fiſhmongers, that Pur Subiects be not grieued by any ſuch en- 
hauncement oꝛ encreaſe of pzices vpon Fiſh, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, andſuch further pu⸗ 
niſhmentas may be inflicted vpon them by Pur Lawes.

ſaid Coales are digged and gotten, who in ſtead of good and merchantable Coales ſend and bꝛing 
bnto Our titie of London, and other parts of this Our Realme of England, and elſewhere, much 
Blacke earth, Dꝛoſſe, Slate, and other vnmerchantable ſtuffe, which arileth in, and about the 
ſaid Coale-pittes, and is blacke like Coales, but not fit to burne, oꝛ Fuelable, and which the Oaſt⸗ 
men, Diggers and Traders in Coales, doe well knowe , and pet doe purpoſely and voluntarily 
mingle the ſaid deceitfull Blacke earth, Slate, Stone, and other vnfuelable ſtuffe amongſt their 
good Coales, and ſell and btter the ſame foꝛ good and merchantable Coales, to the enriching of 
themkelues, the pꝛeiudice of the Common-wealth,and the diſgrace, and diſcredite of the ſaid com- 
modity in fozretgne parts: 

Wee thereupon taking into Our paincely care and conſideratton,the qualitie of theſe abuſes,and 
theconſcquences thereof, and much deſiringa rekoꝛmation oftheſame , yet Our care was that the 
laid abuſes infoꝛmed of, might firſt euidently appeare to bee ſuch indeede, as they were alleadged 
to be, and the Offendo2s and their manner ofoffending diſcouered thereby, the better to finde out 
aremedy to pꝛeuent the like intonuenientes, and to that end Wee did referre the examination 
ofthe ſame, lirſt vnto ſome of Our Counſelltearned in the Law at that time, who made certificate 


thereof vnto Us, and afterwards the Lozds, and others of Our Pꝛiuie Counſel, vpon Petition 
exhibited vnto them by the Traders, and Laders of Seacoales at Newcaſtle, did take tonſide⸗ 
ration ofthe lame, and did oꝛder and appoint a tryall thereof, to bee had by a legall pꝛoteeding in 
Hur high Court of Starre chamber; vpon which trtall, as alſo by the certificate akoꝛeſaid, it did 
then appeare, That there were, and are ſenerall ſoꝛts of Coales, at, oz neere Newcaſtle, ſome of 
tenne and eleuen chillings the great Chaldꝛon, which are good and fuelable , and ſomeof foure 
oꝛ fine ſhillings the chaldzon , which are dꝛoſſie, and vnfuelable, fit onely foꝛ Salt: pannes, and 
Lime-kflnes; And chat albeit there are ſufficient ſtoꝛe of good Coales to ſerue the Realme of 
England, and fozreigne vent, without any mixture of the bad, yetneuerthelefſe the Oaſtmen, and 
Traders fo: Coales at Newcallle, (clatming a ſpetiall Pꝛiuiledge to ſell them tothe Shippers)haue 
vſed voluntarily to mingle the good Coales with the bad and dꝛoſſie Coales, and to ſell them ſo 
mingled to gether at the Higheſt pꝛites of tenne and elenen ſhillings the chaldzon , warran- 
ting them all to bee of the beſt Coales, by this meanes gaining almoſt halfe in halfe, which ſaid 
voluntary mingling , and coꝛrupting of Coales, Our ſaid Court of Starre-chamber found to be 
a great and generall abuſe and enoꝛmity to Our whole Realme,and very meete to be ſuppꝛeſſed, 
refozmedand puniſhed, And did then decree , that the offendozs,then the Defendants, ſhould be 
committed to the Fleete,and fyned twenty pounds a piete. 

And to the end that others might take notice, how far Our ſaid Court did miflike, e condemne 
theſaid fraud and deceit, and their reſolution to puniſh the ſame , The laid Court thought fit,and 
ſo oꝛdered, that the ſaid Decree ſhould bee publiquely read in open market, tn the towne of New- 
calle, where the laid offence had beene committed, on two Market dayes, when moſt people were 
aſſembled, foꝛ the moꝛe publique declaration thereof to the Countrey, as by the ſaid Decree moꝛe 
at large appeareth. 

And whereas, notwithſtanding that exemplary punichment, inflicted by Our ſaid Court of 
Starre chamber, as afozeſaid,and the publique manifeſtation thereof, befoze declared, Our deſire 
foz a due refozmation ofthe abuſes befoze mentioned, did not take that effect which wee expected, 
but the deceits,and abuſes afoꝛeſaid, did rather moze and moze intreaſe, inſomuch as the Maſters, 
wardens, Alliſtants, and companies of Wood-mongers, Bꝛewers. Chaundlers, and other Tra⸗ 
ders in London foꝛ Newcaſtle-Coales, became petitioners vnto Us, craning Hur gracious 
fauour and aſſiſtance foꝛ the due refozmatton thereof; whereupon, and vpon conſideration againe 
thereof had, by ſeuerall committees from the Lozds, and others of Our Pꝛiuie Countell, at ſenes 
call times,vpon leuerall petitious txhibited, al well by the Wood mongers, Bꝛewers, Chaundlers, 
and Traders foꝛ Coales in London, and other Pozte Townes within this Our Realme of Eng. 
land, AS Allo by the Shippers. Maſters Owners of Ships, trading foꝛ Coales from Newcaſtle as 
loꝛelaid, and vpon luruey, and examination of the true ſlate ot thoſe Coale mines, and Coale pits. 
by their Loꝛdſhips ſpetiall directions had, and taken, it appeared, and was found, that theabuſes 
and deceits afoꝛeſaid, (notwithſtanding the pzetences to the contrary) did yet continue, and that 
there was no meanes ſo pꝛobable foꝛ refozmation of the ſame, as the vigilantcare and paines of 
faithfull and induſtrious perſons, to be imploped and attendant at the Coale-pits,and uoharfes of 
Newcaſtlc,and other plates adiatent, and they to be furniſhed with abſolute authozity from Us,foz 
the pꝛohibiting, and pꝛeuenting of the deteittull mirture of Coales, by the Haſtmen and others. 
and to makecertificates of the goodneſle, oz dadneſſe of Coales, foꝛ the buyers direction, and anot- 
ding of deceits therein not diſcernable bythe eye; And the ſaid Lozds, andothers of Hur pꝛiuie 
Councell,did humbly pzopole vnto Us, diners limitations, oꝛders, and pꝛouiſions, which they con- 
teiued fit and obſeruable in the execution * the ſame. Wee theretoꝛe hauing well conſidered, and 


; 5 1200Ued of the p2zopoſitions, and pꝛouiſions befoꝛe mentioned, and of the great tare, and extraoꝛ⸗ 
ginary charge vſed in the diſceuerp of the abules afozeſaid, and of pꝛouiding, pzopounding, and let⸗ 
lng a fit and apt meanes kfoꝛ the refoꝛmation thereof, haue graciouſly beene pleaſed, not onely to 
reuoke all fozmer Letters Patents, by Us made foz that purpole, (they in ſome particulars being 
found to bee dekectiue,) but by other Our Letters Patents vnder Our great Seale of England, 
bearing date the twentieth day of September, in the one and twentieth yeere of Our Reigne of 
England, France And Ireland, and of Scotland the ſeuen and fiftieth, Haue e Us, Our Heires and ſuc- 
ceſſours, ſtraitly oꝛdained, eſtabliſhed, charged and pzohtbited, that thereafter none of the ſaid 
low pꝛiʒed Coales, called Panne coales, noꝛ D2oſfe,blacke Earth, oz other vnmerchantable ſtuffe 
whatſoeuer, ſhall by any of the ſatd Oaſtmen, Owners, and Diggers of the laid Newcaſtle Coales, 
0: byany other perſon oz perſons whatloeuer, be mingled, mixed, oꝛ put amongſt good and mer⸗ 
chantable Coales, noz ſhall at any time, oꝛ times hereafcer, being ſo mingled, be bꝛought, oz tranſ⸗ 
poꝛted into any the Pozts, 92 places of this Our Realme of England, oz tranſpozted into any the 
parts beyond'the Seas, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and other the penalties therein 
tontained. 

And fo the better obleruation and perfozmance of Our will and pleaſure in the lame, we haue 
in, and by Dur ſatd Letters Patents, made, oꝛdained, appointed, conſtituted, and erected an office 
to haue perpetuall continuance , Which foꝛ euer Hereafter ſhall be, and ſhall be called the office of 
Surueyourof Coales to be ſhipped at Newcaſtle, Sunderland, and Blythe, 02 any of them, o2 at any 
other places adiacent, to be bꝛought and tranſpoꝛted to Our titie of London, oz other plates of this 
Our Kingdome of England, oꝛ any the parts beyondthe Seas; Which ſaid office, we, of Our el⸗ 
peciall Grace, certaine knowledge, and meere motion, and at the requeſt and nomination of Our 
late right truſtie and right welbeloned Couzen and Countellour, Lodowicke Duke of Richmond and 
Lenox, ſince deceaſed, haue by Our ſaid Letters Patents graunted vnto Our truſty and welbelo⸗ 
ued Sir Robert Sharpeigh Kntght, and Alexander Haitely Eſquire, to hold to them and their Allignes,

FI. * "IV, Our Royall Pꝛoclamation, bearing date the nine and twentieth day of 
60 5 Scprcmbernowlaſt paſt, foꝛ the reaſons therein contained , We haue pꝛohi⸗ 
n bited the impoꝛtation and vſe of all Tobacco, which is not of the pꝛoper 
growth of ur Colonies of Virginia and the Summer Iſlands, oꝛ one ofthem, 
And whereas, vpon the humble Petition of many Our louing Sub⸗ 
8 D z tects, being Planters oꝛ Aduenturers in thoſe Colonies, and foz the ſup- 
poꝛt and incouragement of thoſe Plantations (whoſe pꝛolperous eſtate 
de much affect, and ſhall by all good meanes be alwayesreadyto cherith 
Fi and pꝛotect) Me haue beene contented to tolerate the vie of Tobacco, of 
| the growth of thoſe Plantations fo2 a time, vntul by moꝛe ſolid Commo⸗ 
dities they be able to ſubſiſt otherwiſe, which (as we are infoꝛmed) they tannot as yet by any meanes 
doe; And therekoꝛe by Our ſaid P2oclamation , Wee did thinke fit to gtue particular directions in 
many things tending to thoſe ends, and did ſtraitly command the due execution and obſernation 
thereof, vnder the penalties therein contained: Now becauſe Wee haue beene infozmed, aſwell by

tes lawes and pꝛerogatiue Royall, do of right belong to his Imperiall Crowne. 

— A and hauing reteiued diuers Ouertures and Pꝛopoſitions, foz the diſcouering and 

woꝛking the lame, Hath beene pleaſed (as in a matter of ſpeciall impoztance foz the enriching of his 

Kingdomes ) not onely to commend the lame to the lerions conſideration of His pꝛiuie Counſell, but

great care and pꝛouidente been made andenacted fo2 the due obleruati⸗ 
on of Tent, and other dapes appointed foꝛ Fiſhdayes,aſwel foz the ſpa⸗ 
ring and increaſe of Fleſh victuall, as foꝛ the maintenance of the Na⸗ 
c uie c Shipping of this Kealme, by the encouragement of Fiſhermen 
211 £0 goe to the Seas fo: the taking of Fiſh; which Lawes,and politique 
Conſtitutions, haue from time to time been {ſeconded and quickened by 
{und2y Pꝛoclamations, and other Actes and Oꝛdinantes of State in 
the times of Dur Nopall Pꝛedeceſſoꝛs; And whereas, notwithſtand- 
= DLINS ing fo many good pꝛouiſions heretofoꝛe Had and made in that kinde, 
We haue obſeru e tnozdinate liberty blually taken by all ſoꝛts of people, to kil, dꝛeſſe and 
eate Flesh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on other dayes and times pꝛohibited , is become ſo inueterate 
an euill, that it will require moꝛe then o2dinary care to ſuppꝛelle the fame. 

Wee therekoꝛe, much affecting the rekoꝛmation of ſo great æ growing an euill, whith is fo great 
an enemy to the plenty of this Pur Bingdome, Haue thought ku thus timely, (the better to

And firff, whereas we lind, that the chtefeſt cauſe of theſe diſo2ders hath growen fron the Lt- 
cences that haue been granted to Butchers,to kill and vtter Fleſh contrary to Law, And that by 
Dur Lawes, no Matoz, Juſtice of Peate, oꝛ other perſon of what degree oꝛ quality ſoeuer, can 
grant any TLicente in this kinde; And that the Loꝛds and others of Dur Pꝛiup Councell, doe by 
Our direction foꝛbeare to grant the ſame, oꝛ giue way thereunto ; Our will and plealure is, vpon 
the penalties pꝛouided by Law, and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the offenders, as 
ſhall be thought meete, that no ſuch Licence ſhall bee granted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vttering of Fleſh ;

And foꝛ the auoiding of luch inconuenientes hereafter, Our will x pleaſure is, That the Lozd 
Matoz of Our Citie of London, and euer other Officer and Juſtice of Peace ſhall call befozethem, 
and ſend foꝛ any of the ſeruants of any Inholders, Uictualers, Cooks, Alehouſekeepers, Tauer- 
ners, and keepers of Oꝛdinarp tables, euch others that vtter Uictuals, æ to examine them vpon 
their toꝛpoꝛall Pathes, what Fleſh is, oꝛ hath been during the Lent ſeaſon, oꝛ other daies pꝛohi⸗ 
bited by the Law, dꝛeſſed, killed, vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houſcs, which ik they ſhall refuſe to doe, 
then to commit to pꝛilon the laid ſeruants ſo refuſing vpon their Dathes to declare thetrueth. 


That the Loꝛd Naioz ſhall alſo yeerely befoze Lent,o2 at the beginning thereof.cauſe all In⸗ 
holders, keepers of Oꝛdinary tables,Utctuallers,Alehouſe-keepers,# Tauerners within the Ct- 
tie and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint meet foꝛ that 
purpole; And ſhal take Recognizances with ſufficient Sureties of enery of them in good ſummes 
of money, (viz.) One hundꝛed pounds ofthe Pꝛincipal, and their Dureties thirty pounds apiete, to 
Our ple, not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes in the Lent time. oꝛ at other times pꝛohibited, foꝛ 
any reſpect,no2 ſuffer it to be eaten contrary to Law. The like Netogntzante with Sureties, ſhal 
be taken ofthe like parties vpon like penalties by the Juſtices of peace of Our City of Weſtminſter, 
and the Liberties thereof; c euery ofthe ſaid Retogutzantes to be certified into Our Exchequer. 

And foꝛ the Butchers, and others that come with Uictuall oz Fleſh out of the Countrey into 
the Citie, Our pleaſureis, That the Lozd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like places in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be bꝛought, to view e ſearch, and 
to intercept the lame: And ik any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and cozrupt in his

And to the end that Fiſhermen map implop themſelues to Sea with better incouragement 
then heretofoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furnilh themſelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to 
time Hereafter', as ſhall be expedient , aſwell foꝛ the pꝛouiſion ofthe City, as foꝛ ſelling the ſame 
at reaſonable Rates; Me will that they take notice of this Our Commandement,# conſtant reſo- 
lution foꝛ obſeruance of Lent, c Fiſh-dayes, both now and hereafter, as by Law is required. 

And furthermo2e,as Wee thinke it lit, that euery man ſhould bea rule of oꝛder and abſtinente in 
his owne houle, alwellin reſpect ofthe publique, as of his pꝛiuate caſe and benefit: So we ſtraitly 

charge and command all Inholders, keepers of Oꝛdinarp tables, Uictuallers, Alehoule kee pers, 
and Tauerners, not to make any Supper foꝛ any perſon oz perſons whatſoener, vpon Friday 
nights, either in Lent oz out of Lent; noꝛto ſuffer any meate to be then dꝛeſſed, vttered, ſold oz ea⸗ 
ten in their houſes, vpon paine of ſuch puniſhment, as is duc to thoſe that ſhall contemne Pur 
Royall pleaſure and Commandement.

It is therefoze Our Royall will and plealure, and atcoꝛdingly We doe hereby ſtrait- 
ly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all Pur Subtects, of what degree oꝛ quality ſoeuer within this Realme, to

| He King Our Souereigne Lord, taking into ſerious and prouident 

= E conſideration, the moſt neceſſary and impoꝛtant vſe of Gunpowder, as 
mich & a well fo: ſupply of His owne Royall Maup, and the (ſhipping of His louing 
Wacs ' Dubiects, as otherWile foꝛ the ſtrength, ſafetie, and defence of His people 
and Kingdomes, and how great a bleſſing it is of Almightie God to this 
4 Fe | Realme , That it naturally yeeldeth ſufficient Pynes of Saltpeter foz 
making of Gunpowder, fo: defence of it ſelfe, without any neceſſitte tode- 
pend vpon the dangerous, chargeable, and taſuall ſnpply thereof from foz- 

reigne parts; Hath, (with the aduite of His Pꝛiuie Counteil) concluded 

and ſet downe certaine Oꝛders and Conſtitutions, to be from hentetooꝛth 


1. EIrft, That noperſon oz perſons whatſoeucr, within this Kingdome of England, oꝛ Dominion 
of Wales, doe from hentefooꝛth paue with Stone oꝛ Baicke , oz flooze with Board any Doue- 
houſe, oꝛ Douecoat, oꝛ lay theſame with Lime, Sand, Grauell, oꝛ other 2 the growth 
and encreaſe ofthe Myne of Saltpeter may be hindered ozimpaired , But ſhall ſuffer the flooze o2 


ground thereof to lie open, with good and mellow earth, apt to bꝛeed encreaſeof the ſaid Myne and 
Daltpeter, and ſo continue and keepe the ſame. 


2. That no Inne-keepers, oꝛ others, that keepe Stables foꝛ trauellers and paſſengers, doe ble 
any deteiptfull meanes oz deuices , whereby to deſtrop oz htnder the growth of Saltpeter in thoſe 
Stables; And that no Stables at all be pitched, paued oꝛ grauelled, where the Hozle feet ble to ſtand, 
but plankedonely, Noꝛ be paued, pitched oꝛ grauelled, betoze the plankes next the mangers,but that 

both places be kept and maintained with good and mellow earth, fit and apt to bꝛeed and encreaſe 
the Prne of Saltpeter. and lade with nothing which may hurt the lame. 


3. That all and euer ſuch perſon and perſons, as hauing heretofoze had any Douehoule, Doue⸗ 
coat oz Stable, (which were then good nourteries foꝛ the bꝛeed of Myne of Daltpeter) haue ſithente 
earted out the good mould from thence, andfilled the place againe with Lime, grauell. land, rubbiſh. 
oz other like ſtuffe, oꝛ paued oz floozed the ſame, whereby the growth of Saltpeter Myne there, hath 
beene decayed oz deſtroyed; ſhall, and doe within thꝛee moneths next comming, take vp the ſayde 
yauements and boards againe, and carp out the ſaid Grauell, Lime and offenſine ſtuffefromthence, 
and fill the place againe with good and mellow earth, fit foz the encreaſe of Saltpeter, thzee foote 
deepe at the leaſt, and ſo continue and keepe the ſame foꝛ the bzeedof Saltpeter Mpne. 


4. That no perſon oz perſons, of what degree oz eſtate loeuer, ſhall hinder o2 deny any Salt- 
tcr-11an, lawfully deputed thereunto, in the digging, taking, oꝛ wozking ol any ground oz earth, 
which by Commiſſton may be taken and wꝛought foꝛ Daltpeter; Noꝛ any Conſtable, oz other Offt 
er doe, 02 (hall fozbeare oz neglect to furniſh any ſuch Daltpeter-man, with tonuenient cartages ne- 
eſſary foꝛ his wozke ; And that all and euery Juſtice and Juſtices of the Peate of any Countie, Ci⸗ 
y, 02 Cozpozatton, to whom the ſayd Saltpeter-man ſhall addꝛeſſe himſelfe foz aſſiſtance, doe not 
me, at his and their perils, to take pzeſent courſe therein, That his Maieſties Seruite ſuffer not 
by his 02 their default. | 


5, That no perſon oz perſons, ſhall directly oꝛ indirectly, giue oz offer to any Saltpeter-maker, 
deputie Daltpeter-man, oz others, imploped about the getting 02 making of Saltpeter, any gratut- 
tte, benefit, hire 02 reward; Noz any ſuch Wozkeman, imploped about Saltpeter, ſhall take oz re- 
(cue any ſuch gratuitie, benefit, hire oꝛ reward, foꝛ the ſparing oꝛ foꝛbearing ofany ground oz place, 
which ſhould oz may bee digged oꝛ W2ought foꝛ Saltpeter, oꝛ of any cariages thereunto belonging, 
02 to2 concealing, oꝛ not diſcoueringofany offence oꝛ offences, committed againſt the true meaning ok 
this Pꝛotlamation, oꝛ otherwile to the hinderance ofthis Serutce. 


6. That no Saltpeter man, who ſhall hereafter vſe and take the earth oz flooze of any Doue⸗ 
houſe oꝛ Donecoat, foꝛ their making of Saltpeter, hall digge oz cary the ſame earth, but in ſuch con- 
nenient time ofthe day, and woꝛke it in ſuch maner, as may giue leaſt diſturbance and hurt to the 
Pigeons, and encreaſe of their bzeed; and in the chiefe times of bꝛeeding, that it bee not done aboue 
iwo houres in any one dap, and that about the midſt of the day, when the Pigeons ble to be abꝛoad; 
And ſhall in like ſealonable time, cary in the [aid carti after it ſhal be Wzought, and ſpzead it there, 
and make flat the flooze of the ſame Douehouſe and Douccoat, and leaue it well and oꝛderlp, accoz- 
ding to the Direction and Instructions giuen bp is Maieſties Comnuſſion, and the Deputation 
thereupon made vnto him. 


7, That all Saltpeter men and workers in Saltpeter, after they haue bꝛoken any other ſoꝛts 
of ground, and wꝛought oner the earth taken from thence, doe, and ſhallafterwards within conue⸗ 
ment time, betoze the remooue ot their wozke from thence, fill vp the place againe, and leaue it in 


luch good and oꝛderly caſe as they found the ſame, atcoꝛding to their Inſtruttions afozeſaid; And 
that no owner oꝛ pofſefſour of any Douehoule, oz Grounds, ſhall hinder oz diſturbe any Wozkemen 
from doing what is pꝛeſcribed in this, and the next pꝛetedent Article. 


8. That no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoener, doe at any time hereakter make, oꝛ tauſe to be made 
fo Seruite againſt any enemie, oꝛ foꝛ Dale, any Gunpowder of auv Saltpeter, made, oꝛ to be made 
within the Realme of England, oꝛ Dominion of Wales, but of ſuch Saltpeter onelp, as is oz ſhall be 
made by Warrant of his Maieſttes Commiſſion, granted oz to be granted in that behalfe. 


9. That no Saltpeter-mano2 maker of Saltpeter, doe at any time hereafter tranſpoꝛt, oꝛ cauſe 
to be tranſpoꝛted into the parts beyond the Seas, oꝛ ſell, giue, vtter, oꝛ put to ſale, oꝛ cauſe to be ſold, 
bttered, oꝛ put to ſale within the laid Realme oꝛ Dominion, any Saltpeter, made within the ſayd 
Realime of England, but onely to his Maieſties Stozehoule, to his Maieſties Powder maker there: 
And that no perſon pꝛeſume to buy any Saltpeter. made by vertue ofthis Maieſties Commiſſion, but 
his Maieſties Powder maker onely, to whom it ſhall not be lawfull to receiue foꝛ any Powder to be 
ſalde by him to his Maieſties Subiects, aboue ten pence the pound. 


10, That no Powder whatſoeuer, either made within the Realme, oꝛ impoꝛted from fozreigne 
parts, be hereafter ſolde oz vttered within this Realme, oꝛ Dominions afoꝛeſaid, by any perſon oz 
perſons, wa theſame be firſt tryed, p2ooued, and allowed by the \wozne P2oofe-maſter, alreadie 
appointed oꝛ to be appointed, and by him marked, as hath beene heretofoze vſed, whereby his Ma⸗ 
teſtics louing Subiects may take notice of the loꝛts ofthe laid Gunpowder, and the goodneſle there⸗ 
of, and the vſes to which it may moſt aptly be applyed. 


11, That no perſon pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt to counterfeit the marke oz markes, bled, oꝛ to be bled by 
the ſaid P2oofe-maſter, to the purpoſe afozeſaid, Oꝛ doe wozke oꝛ put in pꝛactiſe any fraud, deceipt, 
02 fleight, by miring oꝛ mingling any Gunpowder, oꝛ otherwile, whereby his Mateſties meaning, 
befoze erpzefſed, may be altered, diuerted, oꝛ abuſed, |

12. That the Pꝛoolfe-maſter, appointed and tobe appointed, doe diligently attend to doe his du- 
tie faithfully and truely, in making pꝛooke of Me ſayd Gunpowder, and to marke none but that 
which (hall be good and ſufficient, and anſwerable to the markes; And that hee take not aboue lire 
pente Fee, foꝛ any Barrell of Powder of one hundꝛed weight, which ſhall by him de tried, pzooued, 
and marked as afoꝛeſaid; and ſo pꝛopoꝛtionably not aboue that rate, foꝛ greater oz leſſer quantities. 


AlL which Articles, andenery of them, His Paieſtie doeth herebpſtraitly charge and commaund 

all manner of pecſons, of what quality ſoeuer they be, ducly to obſerue and fulfill; And all Okfi⸗ 
ters and perſons in Authoꝛitie, whom it may concerne , duelp, carefully and diligently to ſee, and 
cauſe the ſame to bee oblerued, fulfilled, and put in execution, as they, and euery ot them, will auoyde 
his Mateſties heauy diſpleaſure, and the cenſure of being holden conteniners of his Maieſties Royal 
commandement, in a matter of high conſequence, foꝛ the publique feruice and ſafety of the State, 
and vpon ſuch further penalties and puniſhments, as foꝛ example of terroz to others, their con⸗ 
tempts and want of ducty ſhall demerit, and by his Maieſties Pꝛerogatiue Royall, o2 otherwiſe, 
ſhall be found fit in Honour and Juſtice to be inflicted vpon them.

nerall, fo2 the time being, vpon ſuch Reference from theſayd Duke ok Buckingham, o2Zozd Carew, oz 
other infozmation gtuen vnto him, of any miſdemeanour committed, contrary to the true meaning 
ofany the Articles afoꝛeſaid, to pꝛoſecute and pꝛoteed againſt the ſaid offenders, in the ſaid high Court 
of Starre chamber; It being Hts Mateſties expꝛeſſe pleaſure, That ſeuere puniſhment ſhall be exe⸗ 
cated vpon all the ſaid offenders whatloeuer.

in her time bequn,concerning Inmates, and buildings within the ſaid Citie, and Confinesthere- 
of, by the well oꝛdering of which two particulars onely, many great Inconuenientes, and Pꝛe⸗ 
indices to the honour and good of the Citie, might bee remooned and auopded His Mateſtie, 
vpon deliberate aduice with his Pꝛiup Counſell, and perulall of what hath been done in like 
tale in the time of his moſt Royall Pꝛogenitoꝛs, and vpon what grounds and reaſons, hath 
thought good to ſet downe by this one Pꝛoclamation, certaine diſtinct and plaine Oꝛders, foꝛ the 


furtherante, and aduancement of His molt gracious intention, concerning the Pzemiſles in 
theſe Articles following, 


Irſt. His Maieſtie doth ſtrictly charge and command, that nodWelling Houſes, Stables, 
Shops, Stalles,oz any other building whatſocuer, be from Hencefoozth erected,o2 attemp- 
ted to be erected, within the Citie of London, oꝛ the Suburbs thereof, o2 within the diſtance of 
two miles, to be taken from any gate of the ſaid Citie, oꝛ from his Maieſties Palace at Weſtmin- 
ter, exceptit be vpon the foundation of a foꝛmer dwelling houſe , oꝛ ſuch like Building: Andif 
any ſuch Building, contrary to this Pꝛohibition, ſhall Hereafter happen to bee begun, that the 
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ſame, be foꝛthwith ſtayedfrom further pzoceeding by the Alderman of the ward oz by two of 
the next Puſtices of Peace, and aſwell ſuch Builder as the Woꝛkemen Imploped therein, com⸗ 
mitted to pziſon,vatil they ſhall enter into ſuffictent bond, either to demoliſh, and pull downe that 
which is built, oꝛ to anſwere their contempt in his Mateſties high Court of Starre-Chamber, oz 
bekoꝛe the Loꝛds of the Pꝛiuy Councell, at the Councell-board : And the-Conſtable ot the Pa⸗ 
riſh oꝛ place, hall from tine to time, in the firſt beginning of any ſuch Woꝛke oz Building , gine 
notice to the Alderman ofthe ward, o2 two next Puſtices of Peace , of any ſuch offence, and of 
he offenders therein, that this Pzoclamation may be lpeedily,/and fre ſhly put in execution. 


All houſes. Sheddes, Shoppes, and other buildings, which haue been builded ozſet vp with- 
in the limits afozeſatid, at any time ſince the thirteenth yeere of the late King lames, ot bleſſed me- 
mozy, contrary to any Pꝛoclamation publiſhed in his iate Maieſties time, ſhaibefozthwith pulled 
downe , as ts befoꝛe directed touching other Buildings, to bee ſtayed oꝛ pulled downe; And no 
Cellars crected within the time laſt mentioned, to be vled foz Lodgings oꝛ Uictualing houſes, but 
the occupiers thereof to be ſupp2eſſed, and lo to be kept by the Juſtices of Peate. 


That no perſon oz perſons do erect,.reediſie,.oꝛ ſet vp any Houſe oꝛ building in London, oꝛ within 
the diſtance of thꝛee miles from any the gates of the laid Citie of London, oz from Hts Maieſties 
Palace at Weſtminſter, vuleſſe Hee doe make all the vtter walles of the lame of Bcke, oꝛ Bꝛicke 
and Stone: And that all Houſes and Buildings to be erected within the ſaid Citie, oꝛ in, oꝛ adioy- 
ning to any open Streete of any Towne oz Uillage out of the ſaid Citie, within the limits of thee 
miles afozeſaid , ſhall be built accozding to the fozme and p2opoztion hereafter in theſe pzeſents 
expꝛeſſed (viz. ) enery Whole Stoꝛp of, and in ſuch Houſes and Buildings, and all andenery the 
Roumes of ſuch whole Sto2y,ſhall be ofthe height of Tenne foote of Alſize, at the leaſt, and 
euery halfeStozy , of and in ſuch honſes and buildings, ſhall be of the height of ſeuenfoote and 
a halfe, at the leaſt; And that the foꝛefront, and all outward, and diniſion-walles,betwirt houſe 
and houſe, and the Jambes, heads, and loyles ofthe windowes, ſhalbe of Bꝛicke, oꝛ of Bꝛicke and 
Stone, and the windowes (beeing of timber) not to be put in, vntill the Jambes and heads a- 
fozeſaid bee finiſhed, and beare of themlelues. ; 


And ik the laid buildings doe not exceed two Stoꝛies in height, then the walles thereof hall 
be of the thickneſle of one bꝛicke, and halte a bꝛickes length, accozding to the aſſize of buckes here · 
vuder mentioned, from the ground vnto the vppermoſt part of the ſaid walles; And where the 
building ſhalbe of the height ofthzee Stozies,the walles of the firſt Stozy ſhalbe of the thickneſſe 
of two bꝛickes length, and from thence vnto the vppermoſt part ofthe wall, of the thickneſſe of 
one bꝛicke and halfe a bꝛickes length, and ſo pzopoztionably,ifthere ſhall be moze Stoꝛies. 


That in building oftheſayd houſes,there ſhall be no Jutties, oꝛ Putting, oz Cant windowes, 
either vpon timber Joiſts, oz other wile, but the walles to goe direct and ſtraight vpwards, and 
at the letting off, a water Table to bee made; Allo the Lights of the Windowes of cuery whole 
Stoꝛp, to bee of moꝛe height then bꝛedth, to the end the Roomes may reteiue ayꝛe foꝛ health, and 
there may bee ſufficient peeres of bꝛicke, not leſſe then halfe the bꝛedth ofthe Windowes betweene 
them foꝛ ſtrength; And like wile the windowes of euery halke Stozy to bee made ſquare euery 
Wap, oꝛ neere there abouts. 


That all Shops and Street dooꝛes, bee made with Pillaſters of ſl one oꝛ bzicke, to bee in 
b:eadth fikteene inches, at the leaſt, and as thicke as the wall ofthe Stozy , and the heads of the 
(hop windowes cut in wedges, with Arches ouer them, to ſuſtaine the wall aboue; And that 
none doe raiſe the firſt flooze to gaine height in their Cellars, ſo as they are thereby fozced to make 
ſteppes into the ſtreete. n 


And, foꝛ the better encouragement of his Maieſties louing Subtects in their buildings, accoz- 
ding to the direction of this Pꝛoclamation, his Maieſtie hath thought fit by the aduiſe akoꝛeſaid, to 
let downe theſe Oꝛders following, conterning the true making and rating of the pzice of Bzicke, 
Which is one of the pꝛintipall Materials, requiſite foꝛ the ſaid buildings, ( Viz. ) 


IT Hat the earth, whereofthe Bꝛicke ſhall bee made, bee good and fit foꝛ thatpurpoſe : The firft 

digging thereofto bee betweene the Feaſts of Saint Michael the Archangel, and S. Thomas 
the Apoſtle and the ſecond diggtng, caſting, oz turning vp of the layd earth, to be at, oz befoze the 
laſt day of Febꝛuary, then following: And that no perſon whatſoeuer , doe pꝛelume to digge, o2 
make any Bꝛicke, in any place within one mile of the gates of the ſaid Citie of London, oꝛ Within 
one mile of his Maieſties Palace of Weſtminſter. 
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That the ſaid Earth be ſufficiently and well wꝛought and tempered bekoꝛeit be moulded; And 
that the Bꝛicke makers cauſeno Earth to be moulded foꝛ Bꝛicke, but onely betweene the Feaſt 
ofthe Annunctation of the bleſſed Uirgine Mary, and the laſt day ol Auguſt prerelp, and at ns 
other time oz ſeaſon of the peere. 


That in the moulding of thefaid Bꝛickes, the moulds be thꝛoughly and well filled, and not ſet 
in the moulds, in the layingdowne ; And that they be ſufficiently and well dꝛied befoze they be put 
into the Kine, and then carefully and thzoughly burned ; So as foz the aſſize,euery Baicke being 
burned, conteine in length, nine inches, tn bzeadth, foureinches one quarter and halfe a quarter 
of an inch, and in thickeneſſe, two inches and one quarter of an inch. 


That the pꝛite of Bꝛickes (being thus wꝛought and made in goodneſſe, (ize, and maner, as a⸗ 
fozeſaid) hall not exceede the rate oł eight ſhillings the thouſand at the Rilne: And ik anp extel⸗ 
ſue rate be demanded foꝛ the tarriage ofthe ſatd Bꝛickes, from the Kilne, to the plate where they 
ſhall be to be vſed, the Commiſſioners fo: Buildings to moderate the ſame, accozding to equitie, 
in their good dilcretions, And that no perſon oz perſons ſhall make, oꝛ tauſe to be made within 
fine miles of any the gates or the Citie of London, noꝛ bzing by water oꝛ land, gz vtter, ſell, oz put 
to ſale within the ſaid City, oꝛ any place oz places within fine miles thereof, as afozeſaid, any 
Buckes made oꝛ wꝛought contrary to the directions afozeſaid, noꝛ ſell the ſame at any higher 
rate, then is befoꝛe mentioned. 


That no perſon oz perſons within the ſaid City of London, oꝛ Within two mues from any the 
gates thereof, oz from Hts Maieſties Palace at Weſtminſter, (hail defrauding the intent ol this 
Pzoclamation, ſuppoꝛt oꝛ ſtrengthen aup Buildings ſo ruinous and olde, as are vnfit to be con- 
tinued, by digging of Cellars, and bꝛinging vp new Wicke walles, by erecting new Chimneps 
and Staire caſes, by plating pietes of Timber, by ſetting on new roofes oꝛ rafters, and thzuſting 
out of doꝛmers, knitting and faſtening together the ſaid new additions vnto the old Timber, by 
barres and crampes of Jron, oꝛ other like deuices, vnleſſe he oꝛ they (hall be thereunto licenced 
and allowed by his Mateſties Conmuſſioners fo; Buildings. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons within the limits laſt afoꝛelaid, doe at any time oꝛ timeshereafter 
pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt to erect. couer, ouerlap oꝛ incloſe any Honels, oꝛ other Sheds of Timber. with 

eeds, Faggots, Hay, Straw, Boards, oꝛ other materials, oz doe raiſe vp any wall, Pale, oz 
Banke of Earth, to which Sheds map be added, oꝛ doe repaire oꝛ new make into the ſtreets, any 
maner ok Bulkes, Stalles, Windowes, Doozes, oz other offenſiue iſſues, Oꝛ doe alter oz change 
the vſe of any dwelling Houſe,o2 other Building, to any moze noyſome.o2 offenſine vſe,end oꝛ pur⸗ 
poſe, then the lame was tmployed befozethe time of the demoliſhing o2 altering the ſame, with⸗ 
out the ſpeciall Licence and Allowance of the ſaid Commiſſioners foꝛ Buildings, 


And foꝛ that the diniding of Houſes into ſeuerall Tenements and habitations, and the letting 
part of Houſes and Chambers to Inmates, and Under-ſitters, is no leſſe intonuenient then ex⸗ 
ceſſine Buildings, as well tn regard of ſurcharge of people, eſpetially of the wozſe ſoꝛt, and foz 
bꝛeeding and ſpzeading of Jnfection, as otherwiſe, is Maieſty hath alſo by the aduice afozeſaid, 
commanded theſe Articles following to be duely obſerued: 


That no perſon oz perſons within the City of London, oꝛ two miles from any the gates thereof, 
doe diuide any dwelling Houſe by Leale, ſufferance, oꝛ otherwiſe, into, oꝛ foz any moꝛe Tene- 

ments 92 dwellings, then are at this pzeſent, oz haue been heretofoze vſed within the ſame, by the 

ſpace of thirtie yeeres laſtpaſt, 


That no perſon doe hereaffer reteiue into any Houle, any Jnmates oꝛ Under ũtters, oꝛ any 
moꝛe families then one. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons, who ſhall erect anew Hovſe vpon, oꝛ within the Pꝛecincts of an 
olde Foundation, ſhall diuide the lame into moze Tenements, oꝛ ſenerall dwellings, then were 
vſed in the ſaid fozmer Houſes. 


By the due obſernation of which leuerall Articles, as the vnifozmitie of the Buildings will 
bung much honour to the City, and grace and oꝛnament both to the Streets thereof, and to the 
neighbour Townes; So the Building with Bzicke oz Stone will be moze durable and moze 
ſafe from the danger and caſualties offire, and Wwithall,the reducing of all ſozts of Houſes to this 
oꝛder, and the pꝛeſent remooning of Inmates and Under ſitters, accozding to this Direction, 

will in ſhoꝛt time diſcontinne, and take away the many Cottages, Sheds, and baſe plates of ha⸗

bitation in by-lanes and backe-ſtreets, whereby the City, Suburbs, and Confines will become 
moze ſutable,and leſſe ſubiect to that danger of Sickeneſſe and Pnfection,Which by the vnWhole- 


| ſome peſtering of multitudes of pooze people together, ts now thꝛeatned againſt the lame. 


And therefoze His Maieſty, vpon mature and deliberate conſideration taken of the p:emiſſes, 
Doeth ſtraitly charge and tommand all and euery perſon oz perſons of whatſoeuer degree, qua- 
tie, 02 condition hee oꝛ they be, That hee, they, and euery ofchem, doe well and truely obſerne 
and keepe all and ſinguler the Articles befoze ſpecified , in all things to them reſpectiuely belon⸗ 
ging, as they will auotd his Mateſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuch further penalties and puniſh- 
ments, as their contempts.andneglects herein ſhall demerit, and by his Mateſttes Pzcrogatine 


Royall, oz otherwiſe, may be inflicted vpon then. 


And becauſe the life of all good Conſtitutions and oꝛders, ſtandeth in the quicke and due execu⸗ 
tion of them, as his Maicſty, out of his further Pꝛincely care aud deſire to haue this good Woꝛke 
pꝛoſper and pꝛoceed atcoꝛding to his Maieſties moſt gracious intention, Hath choſen and appoin⸗ 
ted certaine of the Lo2dsof His Pꝛiuie Countell, and others, Gentlemen of qualitie, to be His 
Commuſſioners, to take ſpeciall care of the lame, and to ſee this His Royall pleaſure, ſo much 
concerning the publique good, to be duelp executed and perkoꝛmed; Do His expꝛeſſe charge and 
commandement ts, al weil to the laid Commiſſioners, as to the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, Recozder, and Al⸗ 
dermen ofthe laid City of London, and all Juſtices of Pcace within the Counties of \1iddlctex,Eflex, 
Kent, and Surrey, and all High Conſtables, pettie Conſtables, Headbozoughes, and other Otfi⸗ 
ters, to whom it may appertaine, That they and euerp ofthcm in their ſeuerall plates and offi⸗ 
ces, reſpectiuely, doe diligently and duely attend to giue their vttermoſt aide, helpe, and aſſiſtance, 
accoꝛding to their duties concerning the pꝛemiſles: And where they, oꝛ any of them ſhall finde 
any offence to be tommitted againſt any B2anch oz Article of this Pꝛotlamation, to make certi⸗ 
ficate thereof to the Lozds of Our Pꝛiuie Councell, whom Wee require to vle all fitting tare, pꝛo⸗ 
nidence and endeauour, to coꝛrect andrefozme the lame, oꝛ elle to giue ſpeedy notice thereof in wꝛi⸗ 
ting, to Dur Attournep generall, whom Wee doe hereby command and autho2tze, to pzoſecute 
and pꝛoceed againſt all, and euerp the offender and offenders afozeſatd, in the ſaid Court of Star- 
chamber, That by the Sentence of that High and Honourable Court,. they may be better taught 
to know, and to doe their duties, and both themſelues and others by their example, be bꝛought 


to that conkoꝛmitie, which His Maieſtie expectethand requireth. 
Giuen at the Court at White Hall, the ſecond day of May, inthe firſt yeere of His Maieſties Reigne of Great

= EXE] Hcreas the Colonie of Virginia, Planted by the hands of Our 


y| molt deare Father ofbleſſed memozy,fo2 the pꝛopagation of Chaiſtian 
eligion the increaſe of Trade, and theenlarging of his Royall Em- 
Spire, hath not hitherto pzoſpered ſo happily, as was hoped and deſired, 
LY) | Ugreat occaſion whereof his late Maieſty conteiued to be, foꝛ that the 
SS gouerninent of that Colony was committed to the Company of Vir- 
D | ginia, enco2pozated of a multitude of perſons of ſeuerall diſpoſitions, 
amongſt whom the affaires of greateſt moment were, and muſt be ru⸗ 
led by the greater number of Uotes and Uoyces; And therefoze his 
late £Paieltte , FANS Cent Wiſedome, and depth of Judgement, 
did deſire to reſume popular gouernment, and acco2dingly the 
Letters Patents of that Incoꝛpoꝛation, were by his Highneſle direction in a Tegall courſe 
queſttoned, and thereupon tudicially repealed, and adiudged to bee voyde; wherein his Maie⸗ 
ſties ayine was onely , to reduce that gouernment into ſuch a right courſe ,as might beſt agree 
with that foꝛme which was held in the reſtof His Royall Bonarchy , and was not intended by 
him, to take away, oꝛ impeach the particular Intereſt ofany pꝛiuate Plantoz, oz Aduenturer,no? 
to alter the ſame,otherwtſe then ſhould be of neceſſity fo2 the good ofthe publique: And wheras 
We continue the like care of thoſe Colonies and Plantations, as Our late deare Father did, and 
vpon deliberate aduite andconſideration,are ofthe ſame Judgement that Our ſaid Father was 
of, fo the gouerument ofthat Colony of Virginia, Now leſt the appzehenſion of fozmer perſonall 
differences, which haue heretofoze happened (the reuiuing and continuing whereof Wee vtterly 
diſallow, and ſtrictly foꝛbid) might diſtract the mindes of the Plantoꝛs and Aduenturers, oz the 
opinion, that we wouldneglect thoſe Plantations, might diſcourage men to goe oꝛ ſend thither, x 
ſo hinder the perfecting ofthat woꝛke, wherin We hold the honoꝛ of Our deare Father deceaſed, 
and Pur owne honour to be deeply engaged; We haue thought fit to declare and by Dur Royal 
P2oclamation to publiſh Our owne Judgement, and reſolution in theſe things, which by Gods 
aſſiſtance Wee purpoſe conſtantly to purſue. And therekoze Wee doe by thele pꝛelents publiſh and 
declare to all Dur louing Dubtects, and to the whole wozld , that Wee hold thole Territoꝛies of 
Virginia and the Sommer. lands, as alſo that of New England, where Our Colonies are already plan- 
ted, c within the limits # bounds wherof, Our late deare Father. by His Letters Patents, vnder 
Hts great Seale of England, remaining of Recozd, hath giuen leaue and liberty to His Subietts to 
plant and inhabite, to be a part of Dur Royall Empire, deſcended, vpon Us and vndoubtedlp be⸗ 
longing and appertaining vnto Us, And that We hold Our ſelfe, alwell bound by Our Regal of- 
fice,topzotect , maintaine, and ſuppoꝛt the ſame, and are ſo relolued to doe, as any other part of 
Dur Domintons : 
And that Dur full reſolution is, to the end that there map be one vnifoꝛme courſe of Gonern- 
ment, in, and thꝛough all Qur whole Monarchie, That the Gonernment of the Colonie of Vir- 
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zinia (hall immediatly depend vpon Our Selle, and not be cominittedto any Company oꝛ Coz- 

gzation, to whom it may be pꝛoper to truſt matters of Trade and Commerte, but cannot bee 
it oꝛ fate tocommunicate theozdertagofState- affaires, be they of neuer ſo meane conſequence: 
And that therefoꝛe Wee haue determined, That Our Commiſſioners foꝛ thoſe Affaires, ſhall 
pꝛoceed accoꝛding to the tenozof Our Comnuſſion directed vnto them, vutill wee ſhall declare 
Our further pleaſure therein. Nenertheleſſe we doe herby declare, That wee are reſolued, 
with as much conuentent expedition, as Our Affaires of greater impoztance will giue leaue, to 
eſtabliſh a Counteil, conſiſting ofa few perſons of vnderſtanding and qualitie, to whom we will 
gine truſt foꝛ the immediate care of the Affaires of that Colony, and who ſhall be anſwerable 
to Us foꝛ their pꝛoteedings, and in matters of greater moment, ſhall be ſuboꝛdinate and atten⸗ 
dant vnto Our Patute Councell heere ; And that We will allo eſtabliſh another Countell to be 
reſident in Virginia, Who ſhall be ſubozdinateto Our Councell here foꝛ that Colonie; and that at 
Our owne charge We will matntaine thole publique Officers and Miniſters, and that ſtrength 
of Men, Munition, and Foztification, as ſhall be fit and neceſſary foꝛ the defence of that Plan- 
tation, and will by any courſe that ſhall be deſired of Us, ſettie and aſſure the particular rights 
and intereſts of euery Planter and Aduenturer, in anyof thoſe Territozies, which ſhall defire 
the ſame, to giue them fall ſatiſfaction foꝛ their quiet and aſſured enioying thereof, 

And laltly, whereas it is agreed on all ſides, that the Tobacco of thoſe plantations of Virginia 
and the Sommer Iſlands (Which is the onely pꝛelent meanes foꝛ their lubliſting) cannot be managed 
fo: the good of the Plantations, vnleſſe it be bꝛought into one hand, whereby the foꝛreigne To⸗ 
bacco may be carefully kept out, and the Tobacco of thoſe Plantations may yeeld acertaine and 
ready pꝛite to the owners thereof , wee doe hereby declare, That to auom all differences and 
contrariety of opinions, which will hardly be reconciled amongſt the Planters and Aduenturers 
themlelues, We are reſolued to take the ſame into Dur owne hands, and by Our ſeruants 02 


Agents foꝛ Us, to giue ſuch pꝛices to the Plantersand Aduenturers foꝛ the ſame . as may giue 


them reaſonable ſatilfaction and encouragement; but of the maner thereof, Wee will determine 


hereafter at better leiſure: And when we ſhallhaue concluded the ſame, We ſhallerpecc, that 


all Dur louing Subiects will readily confoꝛme themlelues thercunto, 

And in the meane time, becauſe the impoꝛtation and vle of foꝛreigne Tobacco, which is not of 
the growth of thole Plantations, oz ont of them, will viſibly e aſſuredly vndermine and deſtroy 
thole Plantattons, by taking away the meanes ok their ſubſiſtence, We doe hereby ſtrittly charge 
and command, That Our late Pꝛotlamation, bearing date the ninth day of Apꝛil laſt, tntituled, 
(A Proclamation touching Tobacco) (hall in all points and parts thereof, be duely and ſtrictly obſer- 


ed, vpon paine of Our high dilpleaſure, and ſuch further penalties and puniſhments, as by the 


lapd Pꝛotlamation are to be inflicted vpon the offenders. And we doe hereby aduile all Our lo⸗ 
ning Subiects, and all others whomit may concerne, not to aduenture the bꝛeach of our Royall 
Commandement in any of the pꝛemiſles, We being fully reſolued, vpon no impoꝛtunitie oꝛ inter⸗ 
teſſion whatſoeuer, to releaſe oz remit the deſerued puniſhment of ſuch, as ſhall dare to offend a⸗ 
gainſt the ſame, ſeeing We holde not Our Selfe onely, but Our people intereſſed therein.

And therefore remembring that 
there are at haad to Faires of ſpeciall note, vato which there is vſually extraordinary 
reſort out of all parts of the Kingdome. The one kept in Smith field neare the Citty of 
London, called Bartholomew Faire : a id the other neare C umbrid ge, called Sturbridge Faire. 
The holding whereof at the vſuall times would im all likelyhood be the occaſion of fur- 
ther danger and infection to other parts of the Land, which yet by Gods mercy ſtand 
cleere, and free.

| did, bythe aduite of His Maieſties Pꝛiute Countell, foꝛbid the holding and 
t reſoꝛiing vnto the two great Faires ok ſpeciall note, then by courle of time 
SY neere appꝛoching, the one vlually kept in Smithfield, neerethe Cutie of Lon-

don, called Bartholomew Faire, and the other neere Cambridge, called Sturbridge 
— fare, and did thereby alſo further charge and eniopne, all Citizens and In⸗ 
habitants of the laid Citie of London, that none of them ſhould repaire to any Faire , held with⸗ 
in any part ofthis Kingdome, vntill it ſhould pleaſe God to ceaſe the Infection then reigninga⸗ 
mongſt them: Now, leetng it hath pleaſed Almighty God, of his great mercy and goodneſle,

And kfoꝛ the Butchers, and others that come with Utctuall oz Fleſh out of the Countrey into 
the Citie, Our plealure is, That the Toꝛd Mato? ſhall cauſe tertaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like plates in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be brought, to biew @ ſearch , and 
to intertept the ſame: And if anpokthoſte Watchmen ſhall bee found negligent and cozrupt in his 
Charge, then he to be tomnutted to pꝛiſon during the whole Tent.

on patne of our High dilplealure, and to be pꝛoteeded againſt by Dur Attourney generall in Our 
Court of Star chamber, as tontemners of Dur Vopall tommandement, and vpon ſuch further 
penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of Dur Reale map bee inflicted on thoſe that ſhall 
wilfully offend in this kinde. | 

And as thele Oꝛders are to be executed in Dur Citie of London, and places neere to the lame, ſo 
t is Our ex pꝛeſſe pleaſure and Commandement, That our Juſtices of Peace in all Shires with⸗ 
in their Nule, a all other Maioꝛs, Wailifes and chiefe Officers in Towns Coꝛpoꝛate oꝛ in any Li⸗ 
berties within their Pꝛetincts, ſhall cauſe the lame to be oblerued & pe rfoꝛmed in like maner; and 
that no maner of Toleration, Fauour, oꝛ Conniuentie be vled by any Juſtice of Peate, oꝛ other 
Officer,contrary to the true meaning of this Our Pꝛotlamation, as both they that ſhall pꝛeſume 
wittingly lo to tolerate the offence, as alſo the party himſelfe offending, will anlwere the ſame at 
their vttermoſt perils, Pur Commandement being, That Our Tawes in this tale ſhall be here⸗ 
after ſeuerely executed vpon all Offenders whatſocuer: | 

Further charging and Commanding the Lo2d Maioꝛ of Our City of London, the Juſtices 
df Aſſiſe in their leuerall Circuits, the Maioꝛs and the chiefe Officersof all other Cities and 
Townes Cozpozate, Juſtites of Peace, Lo2ds of Liberties, and all other Officers and ÞPint- 
lers within the ſeueratl Counties ot this Dur Realme, that they and euery of them fully obey 

s Our pleaſure , and cauſe and compell the ſane to be obeyed and executed by others, as they 

vill anſwere the contrary at their vttermoſt perils. 

And fo2 the due execution of the pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties ofthis Our Realme, aſwell 

zin Our Cities of Londonand Weſtminſter, Me doe hereby ſtraitiy charge and command all Ou; 


Juſtices of Peace within the lame Counties, aſwell within Liberties as without, That yeerely, 
and euery yeere Hereafter befoze Lent, they cauſe to come and appeare befoze them, all Inholders, 
Cookes, Tauerners, Alehouſe-keepers, Butchers,and others Utctuallers whatſoeuer, and to re⸗ 
quire and take of them to Our ple, ſeuerall Recognizances,with Sureties, fo: obſeruation ofthe 
pemtſſes,(viz.)The Pꝛincipals in ten pounds. and their two Sureties in five pounds a piete: And 
ifthey (hal refuſe oꝛ neglect to enter into ſuch Netogntz antes then the ſaid Juſtices ſhall ſuppꝛeſſe 
ſuch perſons ſo refuſing,from victualling any moze, and ſhall alſo cauſe them fozthwith tobecome 
bound by Recogntzance with Sureties to Our vle, (viz.) The Pzincipals in twenty pounds, and 
heir two Sureties in ten pounds a piece, not to victuall, oꝛ ſell Beere o2 Ale from thencefoozth ; 
which ik they Challrefuſe to doe, then the ſaid Juſtices to commit to pꝛilon all ſuch perſons ſo refu- 
ing to enter into ſuch Recogntzances, vntill they ſhall ſubmit themſelues, and become bound as 
afozelaird. And further, ko all ſuch Inholders, Cookes, Tauerners, Alehouſe-keepers, But 
chers and other Utctuallers,as ſhall not appeare befoꝛe the laid Juſtites, as afoꝛeſaid, That they 
may immediatly ſend foꝛth their Warrants, oz grant Pꝛoteſſe againſt them, and euery ot them lo 
making default, to appeare # an[Were their contempt at the next generall Seſſions of che Peace. 

And further, foꝛ the moꝛe due puniſhment of Jnholders,keepers of Oꝛdinarp tables, Cookes, 
Butchers, Uictuallers, Alehouſe-keepers, Tauerners, and ſach like, who ſhall foꝛfeit their Re- 
cognizances by killing oꝛ dꝛeſſing of Fleſh, oz ſuffering it to bee eaten in their houſes in the Lent 
time, and other Fiſh-dayes ; And to the end that the ſame may bee as well taken in due foꝛme of 
Law, as duelp certified into Dur Exchequer. We doe will and require all Juſtices of Peace,alwell 
within Libertiesas without, That at ſuch times as they ſhall meete within their ſeuerall Diniſt- 
ons, foꝛ the taking of ſuch Ketogntzances, that they giue notice to the Clerks of the Peate, oꝛ their 
deputies, to attend them foꝛ that purpoſe ; Of whom we will require a ſtritt accompt foꝛ the Le- 
gall taking and returning ofthe ſame Recogntzancesinto O ur ſaid Exchequer. 

And becauſe theſe Directions are foꝛ better obſeruation of Oꝛder, and due keeping ot the Lent 
accozding to Our Lawes,which Our Miniſters and Offfcers are to lee executed of Office, with- 
out making the ſame grieuous to Dur People, by taking of exceſſiue Fees foꝛ their entring into 
Recognizances to obſerue theſe Oꝛders, whereof many haue complained : we therefoze ſtraite⸗ 
ly charge and Command, that no Towne-Clerke, Clerke of the Peate, noꝛ other Officer, ſhall.oz 
doe pzelume to demand oz take any Fee oꝛ Reward aboue the ſumme of twelue pence fo? taking 
85 — gnizances as afoꝛeſaid, noꝛ ſhall giue any Fee oz Reward foꝛ returning the ſame in. 
o Dur Exchequer. 

Andlaftly, foꝛ that the Fiſhmongers (vpon the obſeruation of the afozeſaid Oꝛders) may per⸗ 
haps take occaſion thereby,to tnhaunce the pꝛites, alwel of Freſh, as of Sea Fiſh, we do therefoꝛe 
hereby further charge and Command al Fiſhmongers whatſoeuer, That they ſell and vtter their 
Filh at moderate and vſuall rates and pztces; And that all Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Batliffes, 
and other Our officers, alwell within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall 
from time to time takeſuch oꝛder with the ſaid Fiſhmongers, that Pur Dabiects be not grieued 
by anyſuch enhancement ozencreale of pzices vpon Fiſh,vpon paine of Our high dilpleaſure, and 
ſuch further puniſhment as map be inflicted vpon them by Our Lawes-.

* 7 accruing vnto vs, to encreaſe Pur Reuenue towards the detraying of 
X/|| thoſe extraoꝛdinary Charges fo? the publique Defence of Our State, 
e which neceſſarily doe lie vpon Us, which Dur determination Wee 
haue already publiſhed vnder Our great Scale of England, and cauſed 

the ſame to bee enrolled of Recozd in Our great Courts of Juſtice:

Wee tooke their humble Petitions in this behalfe into Our ſerious and Pꝛintely conlidera- 


tion & being deſirous in all things to cary Dur Selfe towards all Our Subiects with that Ju⸗ 
tice and moderation, as is fit foꝛ a tuſt and a good King; Foz Our better inſtructions herein, 
13 Commiſſion vnder Our great Seale, Wee directed dtuers of Pur Loads, and others

Hereas Our moſt deare Father, of bleſſed memory, deceaſed, 


| fo2 many weighty and impoztant reaſons of State, and at the humble 

ſuit ot his Commons in Parliament, did heretofoze publiſh two ſeue⸗ 

> 1] rall Pzoclamations, the one bearing date the nine and twentieth day 
of September, in the two # twentieth yeere of his Highnefle Reigne 
—þ of England, France, and Ircland,and of Scotland the eight and fiftieth, and 
the other the ſecond day of March then next following, by both of 
them vtterly pꝛohibiting the impoꝛtation x vſe ofall Tobacco, which 

is not ofthe pꝛoper growth of the Colontes of Virginia, and the Summer- 

I llands, oꝛ one of them, with ſuch Cauttons and vnder ſuch Paines and 

Penalties, as are in thoſe Pꝛotlamations at large eppꝛeſſed. 

And whereas Our layd Father by another Pꝛotlamation bearing date the thirtiethdayol We ⸗ 
ember, in the ſeuenteenth peere of his Highnelle Reigne of England, did ſtraitly charge all and 
cuery perſon oꝛ perſons,ot what degree oꝛ condition ſoeuer, that they ſhould not from the ſecond 
day of Febꝛuary then next following, pꝛeſume to Sowe, Set, oꝛ Plant,o2 cauſe to beſowen, ſet, 
02 planted within this Realme of England oz Dominion of wales any ſoꝛt oꝛ kinde of Tobacco 
whatſo euer, and that they, oꝛ any of them ſhould not maintaine and continue any old Stockes 
J 1 of Tobacco fozmerly ſowen 02 planted, but ſhould foozthwith deſtroy and roote vp 
the lame. | 

And wheras we, finding the ſaid Pꝛoclamations to be grounded vpon many weighty reaſons 
and conſiderations,dtd ſince Mur Accelle to Our Crowne, by Dur Pzoclamation lately publi⸗ 
ſh:d,renew andconfirme the ſaid fozmer pzohtbitions: Nenerthelcſle, becauſe the immoderate 
deſire of taking of Tobacco hath ſo farre pzeuailed in theſe Our Kingdomes, as that it can- 
not on a ſodaine bee vtterly ſuppꝛeſſed, and the differente, oꝛ, at leaſt, the opinion of difference 
betweene Spaniſh oz fozreine Tobacco , and Tobacco ofthe Plantations of — nia, and of Our 
owne Dominions, is ſuch, that Our Dubtects can hardly be induced totally to foꝛſake the Spa- 
niſh Tobacco;whereby it commeth to paſſe, That wherewWee were willing to haue ſaffered loſſe 

in Pur Cuſtomes, ſo as the ſayd foꝛreigne Tobacco might haue been kept out. the ſame is ſecretip, 
and by ſtealth bꝛought in in great quantities, and many great quantities of Tobacto are ſet and 
lowen within this Dur Realme of England and Dominion of wales, and ſo the miſthiefe, intended 
to be redꝛeſſed, is not auoided, and pet Reuenue in Dur Cuſtomes is much diminiched. 

Wee therefoze, tanmg into Dur Pꝛincelp conſideration, as wel the pꝛeſent eſtate ot theſe times, 
and how many tmpoztant neceſſities doe at this inſtant pzefſe Us, that by all good meanes Wee 
cſhould huſband Our Reuenue to the belt , andalſoconſidering the many inconuententes which 

doe and will ariſe, both to Our ſelues and to Dur Dubtects, by the ſecret tmpoztation of Spa- 
mh Tobacco, and planting of Engliſh Tobacco, whereby diuers of Dur Subiects have taken 
uberty to themſelues, foꝛ the deſice of pꝛiuate gatne, without reſpect tothe publique, tomakeſuch 
frequent ſale of the ſame, as that thereby not onely Our Plantations abꝛoad are much hindered, 
but Our Cuſtomes allo are much tmpayzed. Mee haue thought fit , by the aduite of Our Com-

miſſionersfoz Nur Reuenue , as Our firſt part ofp2oceeding concerning Tobacco, to reſtraine 
wholly the planting of Tobacco within thele Our Realmes, oz any the Jles thereto belonging, 
and to foꝛbid the impoꝛtation of foꝛreine Tobacco. And yet to giue way to the tnfirmitieof Pur 
Subtects foz the pꝛeſent, by the allowing the impoztation ofſomeſmal quantity of Spaniſh oz foz- 
reine Tobacco,not being of the growth of the Engliſh Plantattons, not exceeding the quantitte of 
fiftte thonſand weight in any one peere to bee bzought in by Pur owne Commiſſioners onely, 
and to Dur owne particular vſe onely,and not other wile. 

And to the end that the extraoꝛdinary liberty now taken, may be reſtrained, the ſaidColonies 
02 plantattons not hindered, noꝛ Our Selle deceiued in Our Cuſtomes, wee haue likewile by 
the adntce afoꝛeſaid, thoughtit requiſite , to implopſome perſons of truſt and qualitie to be Dur 
Commiſſioners in this Derntce, to, and foꝛ Our owne pꝛoper vſe, and vpon actompt to be giuen 
to Us fo: the lame. 

Wee doe therekoꝛe hereby publiſh and declare Dur Royall will and pleaſure, that, notwith⸗ 
ſtanding the ſeuerall Pꝛoclamations befoze mentioned, we are well contented to giue way to the 
impoꝛtatton and ſale ot ſo much Spaniſh and foꝛreine Tobacco, as ſhall not exctede the quanti⸗ 
tie of fifty thouſand weight in any one peere, asafozeſaid, and that the ſame ſhall bee Our owne 

Merchandiſe and Commodity. and be managed and diſpoled of by Our owne Commiſſioners, 
oꝛ fuch as they (hall appoint foꝛ Our ble, and not other wile. 

And, betauſe that no man ſhall pzeſume,by colour ofthis Our Licence oꝛ toleration, to impoꝛt 
any other, oꝛ greater quantitp of Spaniſh oz fozreine Tobacco, noꝛ vtter oꝛ put the ſame to ſale, 
to the pꝛeiudice of Pur Seruice hereby eſpecially intended, and to the onerthzow of Our Colo 
nies and Plantations abꝛoad, Mee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command, that no man other 
then Our owne Comniſſioners, foꝛ Our owne pꝛoper ble, pzeſume to impozt any foꝛreine Tos 
bacco into Dur Realines of England oz Ireland, oz any parts thereof. 7 

And foꝛ their better aſſiſtance therin,and the pꝛeuention of all abuſes, Wee haue thought fit, and 

lo oꝛdaine, end doe by cheſe pꝛelents publiſh Dur Nopall pleaſure, That all Tobacco that (hall 
from hentefooꝛth be impoꝛted into this Our Realmie of England, whether it be Spantſh,oz ofthe 
browth of Virginia, the Sommer-llands, oꝛ the Welt. Indies, 02 other adiatent Ylands, beeing Engliſh 
lantations, (hall be bzought into Our Pozt of London onely: Alſo that there ſhall bee thee 
exerall-Seales kept by Dur Commiſſioners in ſome tonuenient place, where they (hall ap⸗ 
point, vader thzee lockes,whereofthzee of Dur Comnnſſioners (hall keepe thꝛee ſeueral Keyes, 
wherewtth both all ſach foꝛreine Tobacco,as ſhall bee ſo impoꝛted, as afozeſatd, as alſo ſuch other 
Tobacco of the growthof virginia, and the Sommer. lands, ànd other the ſayd Plantations as ſhall 
bee impoꝛted, ſhall be ſealed, That is to ſay, fo: that of Virginia, and the Sommer- lands, a Deale en- 
grauen with Pur Armes, and fo2 that ofthe other Engliſh Plantations, a Deale engrauen with 
a Lion anda Crowne, and fozthe other fozreine Tobacco, a Seale engrauen with a bꝛoad Ar- 
row anda Poꝛtcullite, without paying any thing foz the ſealing of the Tobacco of Virginia, and 
Sommer-llands,and other the ſapd Plantations, but onely what the parties themſelues ſhal thinke 
fit to allow foꝛ the ſealers paines, wexe, and thꝛeed. : 

And We doe hereby will a Command, that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer , whether Dent- 
zen, oꝛ Stranger, oꝛ boꝛne within any of Pur Realms oz Dominions, doe pꝛeſume, attempt, oꝛ go 
about to counterfeit the ſaid Seales, oꝛ any of them, and that no perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, 
other then Pur Commiſſioners, their deputy oꝛ deputies, do pzeſume, attempt, oꝛ go about to im⸗ 
poꝛt any Spaniſh oꝛ foꝛraine Tobacco whatſoeur,oz to buy, vtter, oꝛ ſell any Tobacco, of what 
ſo:t ſoeuer, but ſuch as the Roule thereof ſhall bee ſealed with one of the Seales afoꝛeſaid, oz to 
tmpozt any other.o2 greater quantity of Spaniſh Tobacco, then theſatd fifty thouſand weight 
onelytn any one yeere, oꝛ to ſowe, ſet, oꝛ plant, oꝛ cauſe to be ſowen, ſet, oʒ planted inany of His, oꝛ 
their grounds, any Tobacco whatſoener, within Our Realmes of England, oz Ireland, o2 Domt- 
nion of wales, oꝛ any Illes oꝛ places belonging thereto, o2 permtt, oꝛ ſuffer any old ſtockes foz- 
merly ſet to continue, vpon paine of foꝛfeiture vnto bs, of all ſuch Lobacco as ſhall be imported, 
ſet. lo wen, planted, ſuffered, vttered, oꝛ put to ſale, contrary to the true meaning ok thele pzeſents, 
and to haue the ſame Engliſh Tobacco vtterly deſtroped, in Whoſe hands ſoener the ſame ſhall be 
kound and vpon luch further paines and penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of this Our 
Realme of England, oz by the ſeuerity, oꝛ tenſure of Our Court of Star⸗ chamber, oꝛ by Dur Pꝛe⸗ 
rogatine Royall may be inflicted vpon the offenders foꝛ their tontempt of this our RoyallCom- 
mand, the one moity of all which lines to betmpoſed vpon any the ſaid offenders, We are graci⸗ 
dufly pleaſed ſhall be beſtowed vpon the perſons that ſhall infozme againſt them foꝛ the ſame and 
thatſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as ſhall dilcouer any planting of Tobacco within Our Realme of 
England, o other Our Realmes oꝛ Dominions , ſhall haue his charges expended in following of 
Suite againſt the offendoꝛs, allowed out of Our part of the fines to be impoſed, beſides his moity 


afozeſaid, 


And further, that euery perſon oꝛ perſons, that ſhall diſconer the fallifying , oz counterfeiting 
of any the Seales afoꝛeſaid, ſhall haue an hundꝛed Crownes foꝛ ſuch his difconery out of Our 
part of the fine to be impoled foꝛ the lame, beides the one moity foꝛ himlelfe,as afozelaid. 

And fo2 the better execution of Our will and pleaſure , we doe hereby Command, all and ſin⸗ 

ular Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers, waiters, and other Offiters, attending in all, and 
enery,02 any of Dur Poꝛts, Creekes, oꝛ places of lading, oꝛ vnlading foꝛ the taking, collecting, oz 
receiuing of any Dur Cuſtomes, Dublidies,o2 other duties to take notice ofthis Our pleaſure. 

And We doe hereby command, and giue power andauthozity vnto Pur ſaid Commiſſioners, 
and thoſe whom they ſhall thinke fit to imploy in Our laid fernice, and euerp, oz any of them fcom 
time to time, and at all times when they ſhall thinke fitteſt, with a Conſtable, oꝛ other officer, foz 
their aſſiſtance to learch any ſhip, oꝛ other veſlell oz bottome, riding oꝛ lying within any Poꝛt, Ha⸗ 
nen, oꝛ Creeke within their leuerall charge and place of attendance, foꝛ all Tobacco, impoꝛted 
contrary to the intent of this Dur Pꝛoclàamation, and the ſame being found, to leise and take to 
Our vle, as alſo to take notite of the names, and appꝛehend the bzingers in, and bupers of the 
lame, to the end they may receiue condeigne puniſhment foz their offence. 

And further, to take ſpetiall care, that no moꝛe of the ſaid Spaniſh, oꝛ other foꝛraine Tobacco, 
ſhall be impoꝛted, then the laid fifty thouſand weight onelp, in any one peere, and that the lame be 
bought into Pur Pozt of London onelp, as afoꝛeſaid, vpon paine that euery of the ſaid officers that 
ſhall be found negligent, coꝛrupt, oꝛ remiſſe herein, ſhall loſe his plate, and entertamement and vn- 
dergoe ſuch paines and penalties, as by the Laws, oꝛthe tenſure of Our ſaid Court of Star cham⸗ 
ber may be tnfitcted vpon them foꝛ the ſame. 

And like wiſe We doe hereby oꝛdaine, will and appoint, that it ſhall and may be lawfull, to and 
foꝛ Dur laid Commiſſioners, authoaiſed,as afoꝛeſaid, to umpoꝛt the ſaid fifty thouſand weight of 
Spaniſh oꝛother foꝛraine Tobacco, by him, oꝛthemſelues, oꝛ his, oꝛ their deputy oz deputies with 
Conſtable, oꝛ other officcx,fs2 their alſitance,'o enter into any ſuſpected place oꝛ places, at ſuch 
time oꝛ times, as they ſhall thinke to be moſt conuenieut,. and there to ſcarch,diſcoucr, and finde out 
any Tobacco, impoꝛted, vttered, planted, ſet, lo wed, ſold oz vented, not marked, oꝛ lealed, as afoze- 
laid, coutrary tothe true meaning hereof, and all ſuch Tobacco lo found to ſeise, take away, c dif- 
pole of the owners thereok, oꝛ in whoſe cuſtome the lame ſhal be found, to infoꝛme, and complaine 
of, to the end they may receiue puniſhment, accoꝛding to Our pleaſure herein befoze declared. 

Aud further, We doe by thele pꝛelents, will and require, all and ſingular Mayozs, Sheriffes,

And whereas lithence the firſt making of Saltpeter within this Realme ,' vntill thispzeſent, 
notwithſtanding all the trouble and charge afozeſayd , yet the Undertakers ofthe ſayd Wozkes, 
fould neuer hcretoſoze furniſh this Realme, with a third part of the Saltpeter requiſite foꝛ the 
lernice of Dur owne Dominions , eſpecially tn times of Warre, and greateſt neceſſity thereof, 
But Wee, and Dur P2edeceſſozs and Subiects, haue beene fozced foz their neceſſary vle, to 
eke ſupplies thereof from foꝛraine parts, which hath the rather happened, foz that many to a⸗ 
loyd the trouble of digging vp their floozes, haue purpoſely pꝛeuented the growth thereof , and 
divers of the Saltpeter men, haue cozruptly made a pzactiſe , to take Compoſition money of di⸗ 
ers, to foꝛbeare digging, v2 to execute their Commiſſions , which their partiallcourſeof pzocee- 
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ding, bath been very offenſine to many of Our good Subietts, and ik now the Saltpeter men 

ſhould continue in their accuſtomed courſe ofwozking,# ſhould ſtrine to pꝛouide lo great quantitte 
ofSaltpeter within theſe our Realmes, foꝛ a few peeres together, as the neceſlitie of the pꝛelent 
timesrequire,they wou'dſo tmpoucriſh the earth it foꝛ thatpurpoſe,that within a ſhozt time We 
ſhould bee vtterly deſtitute ofthat incſtimable Treaſure, there being no artificiallmeanes vled fo2 
the inrichingofthe Earth to this vle, the Earth ofitſelfe, by that which caſually happeneth not 
being able to engenderthat matter whereof Saltpeter can be extracted in many yeeres. 

And whereas foꝛ the redꝛeſſe of thcſe many inconuenientes and grieuances, Sir Iohn Brooke 
knight, and Thomas Ruſſell Eſquire, haue humbly offered their ſeruice vnto vs, and did vndertake, 
both to vs, and to the Loꝛds Spiritual and Tempoꝛall, aſſembled in the late meeting in Parlia⸗ 
ment by their induſtry and charge, to make yeerely ſuch quantities of Saltpeter, and ot ſuch good 
condition, as ſhould be ſufficient both foz Our owne and Dur Sudiects vſes, with ſupply allo 
of Our foꝛreine neighbours in amity with Us, ifoccaſion ſhould lo require, and that without 
digging any of Dur Subtects houſes, oz out houſes of any kinde,o2 charging them at all with 
cariages , as heretofozethey haue beene, and pet are charged, to be effected and bzought to paſſe 
by anew inuention of them, the laid Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, And of their abilities to 
perfoꝛme the lame, they then gaue both to Dur lelfe and to the laid Lozds Spirituall and Tem⸗ 
rall good pꝛobability, and haue ſithence made ſufficient and demonſtratine pꝛoofe thereof, 

And Wee haue beene gractouſly pleaſed by Our Letters Patents: vnder the great Seale of 
England, bearing date the lixe and twentieth day of Apꝛill laſt paſt , (in compenſation of their 
great paines and cxpence therein, and foꝛ encouragement of them, and all others to bend their 
ſtudies to ſo pzofitable and publique woꝛkes, to the defence and benefit of Us and Our Subietts) 
to grant to them. the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Nuſſell, the ſole Pꝛiuiledge of making Salt- 
peter, attoꝛding to their laid new Inuention, foꝛ diners peeres pet to tome, with addition of ſuch 
Pꝛiuiledges and ayde on Our behalfe as the merit ofſo woꝛthy an vndertaking iuſtly challengeth 
at Dur hands, eſpetially foꝛ their ſupply of ſuch Requiſites,as ſhall bee therein neceſſary without 
charge to Pur Subieris. 

And now by their humble Petition they haue required none other aſſiſtance from Us, but that 
they might by Pur Noyall authoꝛity be pꝛouided of ſafficient quantities of Urine, which will bee 
vlelull foꝛthem to the extratting æ making of Saltpeter, They the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke and Tho- 
mas Ruſſell, & their aſſignes, at their charges carrying away the ſaid Urine,at due and conuentent 
times, from the ſeuerall plates where the ſame ſhall be laued foꝛ their vſe,vnto the plate, oz places 
where they ſhall haue occaſion to vſe the ſame; Which their humble Suite, Wee hauing taken into 
Our ſerious and Pꝛintelp tonſideration, haue thought fit, in a caſe ofſo great conſequence, and foz 
the redeeming of lo great and continuall a charge and trouble, to Pur louing Subiects to grant 
the lame. 

And therekoze Mee doe hereby publiſh and declare Dur Royall pleaſure to bee, and wee 
doe ſtrictly charge and command all and enery ok Dur Subiects, inhabiting within Our 
Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbes ofeither of them, with the Bozough of South- 

warke and all other plates of the laid Cities, and ſuburbes, alwell within liberties as without 
(neare vnto which, the ſatd Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, haue already erected a woꝛke fo 
the making of Salt⸗peter, )and alſo all other Our louing Subietts inhabiting within all and eue⸗ 
ry other Cities, Townes, and Uillages, within this Our Realme of England, That they and e- 


uery of them, from and alter notice giuen vnto them ſeneratly and reſpectinely, oꝛ left foz 
them at their dwelling houſes, ſhall carefully and conſtantly keepe and pꝛelerue, tn ſome 
tonuenient veſſells , oz receptacles fit foz that purpoſe, All the Urine of man during the 
whole peere, and all the Stale of Beaſtes , Which theycanſane, and gather together, whileſt 
their Beaſtes are in their ſtables o: ſtalles; And that they be carefall to vſe the beſt meanes they 
map, foꝛ the lauing, gathering together, and p2eſer:utngof the laid Urine and Stale, without any 
nux ture of water, oꝛ other things to beeput therein; Which Our Commandement and Royall 
pleaſure, being ſo caſte. to be oblerued, and ſo neteſlarp foꝛ the publique ſeruice of Us, and Dur 
people, We expect and ſtraitip charge. hall be duelp and carefully obſerued and perkoꝛmed; And 
ik any perſon (hall be remiſſe oꝛ negligent in the due obleruante hereof, we ſhalleſtceme of all ſuch 
as perſons tontemptuous and ill affected both to Dar Perſon and State, and are reſolued to 
pꝛoteede to the puniſhment of euerp ſuch offender , with that leuerity which by the Lawes of 
this Realme, oꝛ by Dar Pꝛerogatiue Royall Wee may. 

Neuerthelefle, Dur will and pleaſure is, That no perſon ſhall incurre any contempt concer- 
ning the pꝛemiſles, vnleſſe notice be firſt giuen, oꝛ left vnto oz foꝛ him oꝛher, as afozeſaid, by the 
Conſtable oꝛ Headbozough of that pariſh oꝛ place where ſuch perſon dwelleth 6: inhabttech,and 
vuleſſe the ſaid Sir lohn Brooke, t Thomas Ruſſell, oꝛ their aſſignes do once in euery foure ⁊ twenty 
houres in the Summer time, (that is to lay) from the firſt of Apꝛil, vntill the firſt dap of October, 
and once in euerp eight and kourtie houres in the Winter time, (that is to ſay) from the firſt of 

October, vntill the firſt of Apꝛill tn enery yeere, carte away the ſame from thole places where the 
ſame ſhall bee ſo pꝛelerued fo2 them: And thereko2ze wee Toe hereby require and command all 
Conſtables and Headboꝛoughs, That they and euerp ofthem,vpon requeſt made to them oꝛ any 
of them by the ſayd, Sir lohn Brooke and Thomas Ruſſell, oz their aſſignes, be aiding, aſſiſting, and 
diligent in the exetution of :Dur pleaſure herein befoze declared, as they and eucry of them will 


-anſwere the contrary at their perils.

=== He Kings moſt Excellent MA IE STT IE, taking knowledge of 
che great ſcarcity and extraozdinary deareneſſe of Leather , lately 


=} growne within this Kealme, and enquiring into the cauſes thereof, 
--— I hath dilcouered, that, although there hath beene lately a greater num- 
ober of raw Hides, by realon of the extraoꝛdinary pꝛouiſions foꝛ the Na- 

N | uy, then in foꝛmer yeeres; yet the Markets haue not beene ſcrued with 

A HNes, as they Were wont to be, but the raw Hydes are ſecretly, and by 

© ſtealth, conueyed beyond the Seas. And His Maieſtie hath allo beene 

infezmed, That vider colour ofa Liberty giuen heretofoze, foz tonueying of Hydes and Leather 
from the Pozt of London vnto Hull, fo: ſeruice of the Moꝛtherne parts, there haue beene lately 
great quantities carped away, Which neuer arrined at the Pozt of Hull, but are tonueped into Scot- 
land, 02 other Fozraine parts. And further, that there being no Pꝛohibition already, foꝛ the car- 
rping of Hydes and Leather ouer Land into Scotland, great quantities are couueped that way, 
elpettally by the City of Carlile. And allo, that there are many and great Jngroſſersof Leather 
in the City of London; By Which meanes the pꝛices are kept high, and much Leather is cut out 
foꝛ Bootes and Shooes, and is packed vp cloſely,and ſo tranſpoꝛted into France, the Low Countries, 
and other foꝛraine plates, vnder colour of other Derchandize, And further, That vnder colour of 
Caluc-ſkins, permitted to be tranſpoꝛted by Licence, great number of Skins of greater growth, 
are tonueyped, which would bee ſeruiceable foz making of Bootes and Shooes, and other vſes. 
And that to colour theſe great abuſes, (which are ſo generally pꝛeiuditiall to all ſoꝛts of people) 
either the offenders themſelnes, oꝛ ſome other ill diſpoſed perſons, doe fally publiſh, that there 
haue beene Licences giuen by His Maieſtie, contrary to the Lawes, to tranſpoꝛt great quantities 
of Leather, and raw Hydes, where, in trueth, no ſuch Licence hath beene granted to any, noꝛ fo 
much as thought vpon to be granted. All which, being made knowne to His Maieſty, His High⸗ 
ntſſe, out of His Pꝛintely care and pꝛouidente, foꝛ the generall good of His people, hath thought 
ht (by the aduite ol His Pꝛiuie Counſell) to publiſh and declare, And doth heereby publiſh and de⸗ 
Clare His Nopall Plealure and Commandement, concerning the Pꝛemiſſes, in manner following. 
That from hentefooꝛth no perſon whatlocuer, either naturall bozne Subiett, Dentzen, oz 
ſtranger, doe pꝛeſume to expoꝛt out ofthis Kingdoine,any raw Hydes. oꝛ any Teather, either into 
any Foꝛraine parts beyondthe Seas, oꝛ into Scotland , by colour of carrying Caluc-ſkins, oz o⸗ 
therwile, 
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And foꝛ the better pꝛeuention of the like abuſes hereafter, (Which otherwiſe cannot p oſfibly be 
pꝛeuented) His Mateſty doth farther ſtraitly charge and command , That no perſon, vnder to⸗ 

our of carrying 02 conteying of Hydes oꝛ Leather, from one part of this Kingdome to another, 
doe carry the ſame by Water, oꝛ put the lame into any Ship, Barge, Boat, oꝛ other Uefſell, to 
carry the lame by Vater. 

And further, that no Shoomaker, Currier, oz other Artiliter, doe buy any Leather, but luch 
vnely as he ſhall conuert into made wares, and ſhall not bee in anp ſozta factoꝛ oꝛ agent, to buy 
any leather fo any Merchant oꝛ other perlon, who ſhall after tranſpoꝛt the ſame into any parts 
beyond the Seas, oꝛ into the Realme of Scotland. And that they, noꝛ any of them, bee any In⸗ 
groſſer of Hides oz leather, whereby, oz by meanes oꝛ occaſion whereof, the pꝛices of hides oꝛ lea- 
ther may bee enhaunced. oꝛ the Markets be vnfurniſhed oꝛ vnſtoꝛed. All which his Maieſty doth 
traitly charge and Command, to bee duely obſerued by all ſo2ts of people, in theirſenerall pla- 
tes and degrees, vpon paine, not onelp to incurre the vttermoſt penalties and puniſhments, which 
by the Tawes and Statutes of this Realme. may be inflicted vpon the offenders, but allo vpon 
further paine of his Maieſties high diſpleaſure, and ſuch further puniſhment as by his Maieſties 
Pꝛerogatiue No pall, oz by the ſeuereſt Cenlſure of the Court of Starre Chamber can bee impoſed 
vpon them, foꝛ ſo great a tontempt. 

And tothe end, that all others may take heede how they doe hereakter either ofmalice oꝛ raſh⸗ 
nelle, publiſh ſuch kalle and fained rumoures, tending lo much to the lander of his Maieſttes go⸗ 
-verment, His Mateſtie doeth hereby ſtraitly admoniſh and Command, that no perſon pꝛe⸗ 
{nine to publiſh oꝛ repoꝛt ſuch falſe rumours, in this oꝛ in any thing of the like kinde. And to 
the intent, that ſuch as are willing to take paines to dilcouer the offenders and offences afozeſaid, 
either already committed, oz hereafter to bee committed in any kinde tonterning the pꝛemiſſes, foꝛ 
the generall good of the Coinmon wealth, map haue fit encouragement and recompence, His 
Maleſtie doeth hereby pꝛomile and vndertake , That whoſoener ſhall firſt diſtouer to the Lo2d 
Trealurer of England, oꝛ Barons ofthe Exchequer, any ofthe ſaid offenders oz offences, either in 
tonueying away of any hides oz leather, oꝛ engroſſing the lame, 02 in being the inſtruments oz al⸗ 
. iſtants therennto,02 in rayſing oꝛ publiſhing ſuch falle rumours oz repoꝛts, as afoꝛeſaid, whereby 
the offenders ſhall oz may be bꝛought to reteiue due puniſhment foz ſuch their offences, that euery 
- perſon which hall ſo firſt diſcouer the ſame ( beſides ſuch part of the fines and fozfeituresasby 
Law ſhall belong vnto him) chall haue a liberall reward from his Mateſtte, out of ſuch part of 
the offenders fines oꝛ foꝛfeitures which ſhall accrne to his Maieſtie, at the good diſcretion of the 
Lozd Treaſurer of England, oz Barons ot the Exchequer, foz the time being.

Hereas divers good Lawes and Statutes , haue heretofore , with 


great care and pꝛouidente been made and enatted fo2 the due obleruati⸗ 
on of Lent, and other dayes appointed koꝛ Fiſh-dayes, aſwell foꝛ the 
ſparing #1ncreaſe of Fleſh victuall,asfoz the maintenance ofthe Na- 
nie and ſhipping of this Nealme, by the encouragement of Fiſhermen 
=H \| to goe to the Seas foꝛ the taking of Fiſh, which Lawes and politique 
| Conſtitutions, haue from time to time been ſeconded and quickned by 
| ſundzy Pꝛotlamations, and other Actes and Ozdinances of State in 
the time of Dur Royall Pzedeceſſo2s ; And Wheras, notwithſtanding 
—— {0 man good pꝛouiſions heretofoze had and made in that kinde, Wee 

haue oblerued, that the inoꝛdinate liberty vſually taken by all ſoꝛts of people, to kill,dzefle and eat 

Fleſh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on other dayes and times pꝛohibited, is become ſo inueterate an euil, 

that it will require moꝛe then oꝛdinarp care to ſuppꝛeſſe the ſame, | 

We therefoze,much affecting the refozmation of ſo great and growing an euil⸗ which is lo great 
menemp to the plenty of this Pur Kingdom, and ſo great adiſcouragement to Fiſhermen, who 
would be the beſt Seminary of Martners,Hane thought fit to expꝛeſſe Dur Selfe, x Our Royall 
Commandement in this behalfe,in ſuch a plaine and cleare wap, that there may from hencefozth 
b:nop2etence of excaſe to any, wherof, without future declaration of Our pleaſure in this kinde, 
Wee ſhall expect, and doe require from ail Dur Subiects , that due notice bee taken, and that a 
= and continued 6bedience and confoꝛmity bee peelded thereunto, both foz the pꝛelent, and in all 

icceding times, 

And therefoze We doe ſtraitly charge and command all and euery perſon'and perſons whatſo- 
Wer, to whom it may appertaine,caretully to pꝛouide and ſee,thattheſe Oꝛders following may be 
duely oblerued and put in execution, vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and ſuch penalties as by 
teLawesofthis Dur Realme may be inflicted vpon the Offenders, fo2 their contempt oꝛ neg- 
lect of Us and Pur Lawes, whereof we ſhall ſhew Our Seife moſt ſenſible. 

And firſt, whereas We find, that the chiefeſt cauſe of theſe diſozders hath growen fromthe Lt- 
(ces that haue been granted to Butchers to kill and vtter Fleſh contrary to Law, and that by 

Our Lawes , no Maioꝛ, Juſtice of Peace, oꝛ other perſon of what degree oꝛ quality ſocuer , can 

grant any Licence in this Rinde; And that the Lo2ds, and others of Our Pꝛiup Councell, doe by 

Our direction fozbeare to grant the lame, oꝛ giue way therevnto ; Our will and pleaſure is, vpon 

he penalties pꝛouided by Law, and ſuch further puniſhment to be inflicted vpon the offenders, as 

hall be thought meete, that no ſuch Licence ſhall bee granted foꝛ the killing oꝛ vttering ol Fleſh ; 

And that no Butcher, oz other perſon whatſoeuer, doe by colour thereof, kill, vtter,oz put to ſale 

ay Fleſh contrary tothe Lawes eſtabliſhed and pꝛouided in that behalfe. 

And foꝛ the auoiding of ſuch inconuemences hereafter, Our will and pleaſure is that the Loꝛd 
Matoz of Our Citie of London, und euery other Officer and JuſticeofPeace.ſhalcall befoze them, 
and lend foz any ofthe ſeruants ofany Jnholders,UTictuallers, Cooks, Alehouſekeepers, Tauer⸗ 
ners and keepers of Oꝛdinarpy tables, c ſuch others that vtter Utctuals, # to examine them vpon 
their coꝛpoꝛall Pathes,what Fleſh is, oz hath been during the Lentſeaſon, oꝛ other dayesp:oht- 
bited by the Law, dꝛeſſed killed, vttered, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, which if they ſhall refuſe co doe, 

then to commit to pꝛilon the laid ſeruants lo refuſing vpon their Oathes to declare the trueth. 


That the Loꝛd Mayoz of London ſhall alſo yeerely befoze Lent, oꝛ at the beginning thereof, 
cauſe all Pnholders,keepers of Oꝛdinary tables, Cookes,Butchers,Utctuallers, Alehouſe kee⸗ 
pers and Tauerners within the ſayd Citie and Liberties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe him, oz ſuch 
perſons as he ſhall appoynt meete foꝛ that purpoſe; And ſhall take Recognizances with ſuffici- 
ent Sureties of euery of them in good ſummes of money,(Viz.)Dne hundzed pounds ofthe Pzn- 
cipall, and their ſureties thirty pounds aptece , to Our vſe , that the Butchers ſhall kill no fleſh, 
aud that the other perſons befoze mentioned, doe not dꝛeſle any Fleſh in theirhonſes in the Leng 
tine,02 other times pꝛohibited, foꝛ any reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to bee eaten contrary to Law, The 
like Recognizance with Sureties, ſhall be taken of like parties vponlike penalties, by ſuch ofthe 
Juſtices of Pꝛate of Dur Citte of Weltminſter, and the Liberties thereof, as Wee ſhall thereunto 
ſpecially appotat,andeueryof the layd Recogntzances to be certified into Dur Exchequer. 

And koꝛ the Butchers,and others that come with Utctuall o2 Fleſh out of the Countrey into 
the Citie, Pur pleaſure is, That the Loꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like places in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be bꝛought, to vie w e ſearch, and 
to intercept the ſame : And if any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and co2rupt in his 

Charge, then Heto be committed to pꝛilon duringthe whole Lent. 

And to the end that Fiſhermen mayimploy themſelues to Dea with better encouragement 
then heretofoze, and that the Fiſhmongers map furniſh themlelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to 
time hereafter, as (hall be expedient, aſwell foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of the Citie, as foz ſelling the ſame 
at reaſonable rates, vage Will that they take notice of this Our tommandement #conſtant reſo⸗

O vyeter and Gunpowder alwell foꝛ the ſupply ofhis owne Nauy Royal, 
- J and other the ſhipping of his louing Subiects, as allo foꝛ theſtrength, 
| ſafety, anddefence of His people and Kingdomes, eſpecially in theſe 
AGp\ ov times of Hoſtility and danger; And calling fo His Paincely remem⸗ 
2 || bzance, how great a bleſſing of Almighty God it is vnto this Realme, 
that it naturally peeldeth ſufficient Mines of Saltpeter, foz making of 
Gunpowder foꝛ the oꝛdinary ſtoꝛe thereof, without the vncertaine and hazzardous dependance 
bpon pꝛouiſions from foꝛreigne parts, if thoſe Mines and meanes be hulbanded, and pꝛouident⸗

And becauſe ſuch fozraigne Tobacco, may not berecetned and vttered, vnder the pꝛetente of 
the Tobatto of the growth of Virginia, the Summcr-llands, and other Colonies and Plantations, 
vnder,and within His Maieſties owne Donnntons,no? the Planters, Owners, oꝛ Aduenturers, 
of and in theſe Plantations, giue themſclues ouer to the planting of Tobaccoonely , to make a

| ; kened by lundꝛy Pꝛotlamations, and other Actes and Oꝛdinantes of

in good ſummes of money, (viz.) One hundzed pounds of the Pzincipall , and their ſureties thirty 
pounds apiece, to Our ble, not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes in the Lent time, oꝛ at any 
times pꝛohibited, foꝛ any reſpect, noꝛ ſuffer it to bee eaten contrary to Law, The like Netogni⸗ 
zance with Dureties, ſhall bee taken of the like parties vpon like penalties, by the Juſtices 
dfPeace of Our Citie of Weſtminſter , and the Liberties thereof; and enery of the ſaid Recognt- 
zances to be certified into Pur Exchequer, 

And foz the Butchers and otherschat come with Vittuall oz Fleſh out of the Countrey into 
the Citte , Our pleaſure is, That the Lozd Matoz ſhall cauſecertaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like places in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be bꝛought, to bviewe#ſearch , and 
o intertept the ſame : And it any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and toꝛrupt in his 
Charge, then he to be committed to pꝛiſon during the whole Lent. 

And to the end that Fiſhermen map imploy themlelues to Sea with better intouragement 
then heretofoze , and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themlelnes with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to 
time hereafter , as ſhall bee expedient, as well foz the pꝛouiſion ofthe Citie, as foꝛ ſelling the ſame 
at reaſonable rates, Me will that they take notice of this Ourcommandement and conſtant reſo- 
lution foꝛ obſeruanceof Lent,and Fiſh-daypes,both now and hereafter,as by Law is required.

ers, and Tauerners, not to make any Supper fo2 any perſon oz perſons whatſoener, vpon 
ridap nights, either in Lent, oꝛ out of Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer any meate to bee then dꝛeſſed, bttered, 
old, oꝛ eaten in their houſes, bpon paine of ſuch puniſhment, as is due to thoſe that ſhallcontemne

And foꝛalmuch as vpon further adutce and conſideration pad that the reſtraint ot killing and 

teſſing of Fleſh is no ſafficient remedy foꝛ the milchiefe, vnlelle there bee better care alſo taken 

o ſuppꝛeſſe the vnlawfulland inoꝛdinate eating of Fleſh in the time of Lent, and on other dayes 

Ind times pꝛohibited, wherewith Our Subrects haueaccuſtomed themlelues, rather foz delicacie 

hen a2 necellitie, It is therefoze Dur Rovall will ann nieaſnre and ace noo pos Lone.

by ſtrattly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all Our Subietts, of what degree 02 quality ſoener within this 
Kealme, to eate any manner of Fleſh in the time ol Lent, oꝛ on other dayes now vluallp obler⸗ 
ned as Fiſh dayes, without a ſpecia ii Licencefirſt obtained from the Biſhop of the Dioteſſe, o: 
ſuch other, as by the Law haue power to gine Licence in that behalfe, accozding to Our 
Lawes in that caſe pꝛouided, (which Wee will and command ſhall bee ſparingly granted, and 
in tales of neceſſity onely,) vponpaine of Our high diſpleaſure ,and to be pꝛoteeded againſt, by 
Our Attourney Generall in Pur Court of Starre Chamber, as contemners of Our Royall 
Commandement , And vpon ſuch further penaltics , as by the Lawes and Statutes of Our 
Realme may be inflicted vpon thoſe that ſhall witfully offendin this kinde.

Andlaſtly, foꝛ that the Fiſhmongers (vpon the obſeruation ofthe afozeſaid O2ders) mayper- 
haps take occaſion thereby to inhance the pꝛites aſwell of Freſh,as of Sea Fish, We doe therefoze 
hereby further charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatſoener, That they lell and vtter their 
Fitch at moderate and vſuall rates and pꝛites; And that all Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Balliffes, 
and other Our Dfficers, alwell within Liberties as without to whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall 
from time to time take ſuch Oꝛder with the laid Fiſhmongers, that Our Subltects be not grieued 
by any ſuch inhante ment oꝛ increale of pzices vpon Fiſh,bpon paine of Dur high dilplealure, and 
ſuch further puniſhment as may be inflicted bpon them by Our Tawes.

A Proclamation for reſtraint of Killing, Dreſsing, 


and Eating of Fleſh in Lent, or on Fiſh-dayes appointed 
by the Law, to be hereafter oblerucd by all ſorts of people. 


„ || Hereas divers good Lawes and Statutes haue heretofore , with 
@ )/|| greatcareand pzoutdence,beenmadeand enacted fo the due obſeruatt- 
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& on of Lent, and other dayes appointed loꝛ Fiſh-dayes, aſwell foꝛ the 
7G fparingand increaſe of Fleſh-victuall, as foꝛ the maintenance of the 
Nanie and ſhipping ofthis Realme,by the encouragement of Fiſher- 
men to goe to the Seas foz the taking of Fiſh, which Lawes and po- 

—> > || litique Conſtitutions, haue from time to time been ſecondedandquic- 
— kened by ſundzy P2oclamations, and other Actes and Oꝛdinantes of 

State in the times of Dur Nopall Pꝛedeteſſoꝛs; And whereas, notwithſtanding ſo many good 
pꝛouiſions heretokoze had and made in that kinde, Wee haue obſerued, that the inoꝛdinate liberty

ually taken by all ſozts of people to Kill, Dꝛeſſe, and Cate Fleſh in the Lent ſeaſon, and on other 


dayes and times pꝛohibited, is become ſo inueterate an euill, that it will require moꝛe then oꝛdina⸗ 
[care to luppꝛeſſe the lame; 
Wee therefoꝛe, much affecting the refozmation of ſo great and growing an euill, which is ſo 
great an enemy to the plenty ofthis Our Kingdome, Haue thought ſit thus timely (the better 
take away all pꝛetentes of extuſe) to expꝛeſſe Our Selle, and Our Nopall Commandement 
this behalfe, whereof, without future declaration of Our pleaſure in this kinde, Wee ſhall ex⸗ 
ett, and doe require from all Our louing Subiects, that due notice bee taken, and that a ſtrict 
and continued obediente and confoꝛmitie bee yeelded thereunto, both foz the pꝛelent, and in all 
ſucceeding times, 
And therefoꝛe ce doe ſtraitly charge andcommand all and euery perſon and perſons what- 
beuer, to whome it map appertaine, carefully to pꝛouide and ſee, that theſe Oꝛders follow- 
lg may be duely oblerued and put in execution, vpon paine of Dur high diſpleaſure, and ſuch 
enalties as by the Lawes of this Our Realme may bee inflicted vponthe Dffenders, fox 
( der contempt oꝛ neglect of Us and Dur Lawes, whereof Wee ſhall thew Our Delle moſt 


nuble. 
Andfirſt, whereas dete finde, that the chickeſt cauſe of thele diſozders path growen from the 
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Licences that haue beene granted to Butchers to kill, and bitter Fleſh contrary to Law,and that 
by Our Tawes, no Maioz, Juſtice of Peace, oz other perſon of what degree oz qualitie 
ſoeuer, tan grant any Licence in this kinde ; And that the Lozds, and others of Our Pꝛiuie 
Counſell,doe by Our directon fozbeare to grant the ſame, oꝛ giue way thereunto ; Our will 
and pleaſure is, bpon the penalties pꝛouided by Law, and ſuch further puniſhment to bee inflit⸗ 
ted vpon the offenders, as ſhall be thought meet, that no fuch Licence ſhall bee granted foz the 
killing, oꝛ bttering of Fleſh; And that no Butcher, oz other perſon whatſoeuer, doe by colour 
thereof, kill, vtter , oz put to ſale any Fleſh contrary to the Lawes eſtabliſhed and pzoutded in 
that behalfe. 

And foꝛ the auoidingz ot ſuch intonuenientes hereacter Our will and pleaſureis,that the Loꝛd 
Maioꝛ of our Citie of London, und euery other Officer and Juſtite of peace, ſhall tall befoꝛe them, 
and ſend fo2 the leruants of any Inholders, Uictnalers, Cookes, Alehouſekeepers, Tauer⸗ 
ners, c keepers of Oꝛdinarpy tables, and ſuch others that vtter Uictuals, and to examine them 
vpon their toꝛporall Oathes, what Fleſh is, oz hath beene during the Lent ſeaſon, oz other 
dayes pꝛohibited by the Law, dꝛeſſed, killed, vttered, oz eaten in their houſes, which ik they ſhall 
refuſe to do then to commit to pꝛiſon the ſatd ſeruants ſo refuſing vpon their oaths to declare the 

trueth. 

That the Toꝛd Maioꝛ ſhall alſo yeerely befoze Lent oꝛ at the beginning thereof,cauſe all In⸗ 
holders, keepers of Oꝛdinarp tables, Uictuallers, Alehouſekeepers, and Tauerners within the 
Citie and Tiberties thereokł, to appeare befoze him, oz ſuch perſons as he ſhall thinke meete foz 
that purpoſe ;, And ſhall take Recogntzances with ſufficient Sureties ofeuery of them in good 
lummes of money, (viz.) One hundꝛed pounds of the pꝛincipall, and their ſureties thirty pounds 
apeece,to Our vle, not to dꝛeſſe any Fleſh in their houſes in the Lent time, oꝛat any times pꝛohibi⸗ 
ted, foꝛ any reſpett, noꝛ ſuffer it to be eaten contrary to Law, The like Netogntzance with Sure- 
ties, ſhalbe taken of the like parties bpon like penalties, by the Juſtices of Peate of Our Citie of 
Weſtminſter, and the Liberties therof; and euerp ot the ſaid Recognizances to bee certified into 
Our Exchequer. 

And koꝛ the Butchers and others that come with Uictuall oz Fleſh ont of the Countrey into 
the Cite, Our pleaſure is, That the Lozd Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe certaine perſons to watch at the 
Gates and other like plates in the Suburbs, where Fleſh may be brought, to view and ſearch, 
aͤnd to intercept the ſame : And ik any of thoſe Watchmen ſhall be found negligent and coꝛrupt in 
his Charge, then he to be tommitted to pꝛilon duringthe whole Lent. 

And to the end that Fiſhermen map implop themlelues to Sea with better incouragement 
then heretofoꝛe, and that the Fiſhmongers may furniſh themlelues with ſuch ſtoꝛe from time to 
time hereafter,as ſhal be expedient, as well fo: the pꝛouiſion ofthe Citte, as foz ſelling the ſame 
at reaſonable rates, e will that they take notice ofthis Our commandement and conſtant reſo- 
lution foꝛ obſeruance of Lent,aud Fiſh-dayes,both now aud hereafter, as by Law is required, 

And furthermoze,as we thinke it fit, that euery man ſhould bee a rule of oꝛder and abſttypnce 
in his owne houle, alwell in reſpect of the publike, as of his pꝛiuate eaſe and benefit : Do Wee 
ſtraitly charge and tommand all Pnholders,keepersof Oꝛdinary tables, Uittuallers, Alehouſe⸗ 
keepers.and Tauerners,notto make any Supper foꝛ any perſon oz perſons whatloeuer, vpon 
Friday nights either in Lent, oꝛout ot Lent, noꝛ to ſuffer any meat to be then dꝛeſſed, bttered,ſold, 

oꝛ eaten in their houſes,vpon paine of ſuch puniſhment, as is due to thoſe that ſhall contemne 
Our Royall pleaſure and Commandement. 
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And fozalmuch as vpon further aduite and conſideration had, that the reſtraint ol killing and 
dꝛeſling of Fleſh is no ſufficient reniedie foꝛ the miſchiefe, vnleſle there bee better care alſo taken 
to ſuppzeſſe the vnlawfull and inoꝛdinate eating of Fleſh in the time ol Lent, and on other dayes 
and times pꝛohibited, wherewith our Subtects haue accuſtomed themſelues, rather foz delicacie 
then fo2 neceſſitie; It is theretoze Our Royall will and pleaſure,and accozdingly, Wee doe here- 
by ſtraitly pꝛohibit and foꝛbid all Our Subiects, of what degree 92 qualitie ſoener within this 
Realme,to eate any manner of Fleſh in the time of Lent, oꝛ on other dapes now vſually obſer- 
tied as Fiſh-dayes, without a ſpetiall Licence firſt obtained from the Bi(op of the Dioteſſe, oꝛ 
ſuch other , as by the Law Haue power fo giue Licence in that behalfe, accozding to Dur 
Lawes in that caſe pꝛouided, (which wee will and command ſhall bee ſparingly granted, and 
in caſes of neceſſity onely, ) vpon paine of Our high diſpleaſure, and to be pꝛoteeded againſt, by 
Our Attournep Generall in Our Court of Starre Chamber, as contemners of Our Royall 
Commandement, And vpon luch further penalties, as by the Lawes and Statutes of Our 
Realme map be inflicted vpon thoſe that ſhall wilfully offend in this kinde. 

And as theſe Oꝛders are to be exetuted in Our Citie of London, and places neereto the ſame, ſo 
it is Our expꝛeſſe pleaſure andcommandement, That Our Juſtices of Peate in all Shires with⸗ 
in their KNule, and all other Maioꝛs, Bayliffes and chiefe Officers in Townes Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ in a⸗ 
ny Liberties within their pꝛetincts, ſhall tauſe the ſame to be obſerued and perfoꝛmed in like ma- 
ner; and that no maner of Toleration, Fauour, oꝛ Conniuentie to be vſed by any Juſtice of Peate, 
oꝛ other Officer,contrary to the true meaning of this Our Pꝛoclamatton, as both thy that ſhall 
pꝛelume wittinglp ſo to tolerate the offence,as alſo the partie himſelfe offending, will anſwere the 
ſame at their vttermoſt perils; Our Commandement being, That Pur Lawesin this caſe ſhall 
be hereafter ſeuerely exetuted vpon ali Offenders whatſocuer : : 
Further charging and tommanding the Lozd Maioꝛ of Our Citie of London, the Yuſtices of 
Aſlile in their lenerall Circuits,the Maioꝛs ⁊ the chiefe Officers ofall other Cities and Townes 
Cozpozate, Juſtices of Peace, Lozds of Liberties, and all other Officers and Miniſters within 
the ſeuerall Counties ofthis Our Realme, that they and euery of them fully obey this Our plea⸗ 
ſure, and cauſe and coinpell the lame to bee obeyed and executed by others, as they will anlwere 
the contrary at their vttermoſt perils. 

And foꝛ the due execution ofthe pꝛemiſſes in all other the Counties of this Pur Kealme, al- 
wel as in Dur Cities ot London and weſtminſter; Mee doe hereby ſtraitly charge and tommaund 
all Our Juſtites of Peace within the lame Counties, aſwell within Liberties as without, that 
peerely, and euery yeere hereafcer befoze Lent, they cauſe to come and appeare befozethem all 
Inholders,. Cookes, Tauerners,Alehouſe-keepers, Butchers, a other Uictuallers whatſoeuer, 
and to require ⁊ take of them to Our vſe.ſeuerallRecogntzances, withSurettes foꝛ the obleruati⸗ 
on of the pꝛemiſſes, (viz.) The Pꝛincipals in ten pounds, and their two Dureties in fine pounds a- 
piete, And ik they ſhall refuſe oꝛ neglect to enter into ſuch Necogniʒz antes, thenthe ſayd Juſtites 
ſhall ſuppꝛelle ſach perſons ſo reluſing, from Uictualling any moꝛe, and ſhall alſo cauſe them 
foozthwith to become bound by Recognizance with Sureties to Our ble, ( viz. ) The Patuct- 
pals in twenty pounds, and their two Dureties in tenne pounds apiete, not to bictuall , oz ſell 
Beere oꝛ Ale krom thencefozth; which if they ſhall refuſe to doe, then the ſayb Juſtites to commit 
to pꝛiſon all ſuch perſons ſo refuſingto enter into ſuch Netogntz antes, vntill they ſhall ſubmit 
themlelues, and become bound as afozeſayd, And further, foꝛ all ſuch Inholders, Cookes, Ta⸗ 
uerners, Alehoule keepers, Butchers, and other Uictuallers, as ſhall not appeare befoꝛe the ſayd

Juſtices, as afozeſayd, That they may immediatly ſend foꝛth their warrants, ozgrant Pꝛoteſſe 
againt them and euery of them ſo making default, to appeare and anſwere their 1 at the 
next generall Seſſions of the Peace. 

And further, foꝛ the moꝛe due puniſhment of Inholders, keepers of Oꝛdinary tables, Cookes, 
Butchers, Uitctuallers, Alehoule keepers, Tauerners, and ſuch like, who ſhall foꝛfeit their Re- 
ſogntzantes by killing oꝛ dꝛeſling ot Fleſh, oz ſuffering it to bee eaten in their houſes in the Lent 
time, and other Fiſh-dayes; And to the end that the ſame map bee alwell taken in due foꝛme of 
Law, as duelp certified into Our Exchequer, Wee doe will and require all Juſtices of Peace, 
awell within Tiberties as without, That at ſuch times as they ſhall meete within their ſeue⸗ 
tall Diuiſions, foꝛ the taking of uch Retogutzantes, that they giue notice to the Clerkes of the 
Pcace,o2 their Deputies, to attend them foz that purpoſe; Of whom Wee will require a ſtrict 
account foz the legall taking and returning of the lame Recognizances into Dur ſayd Ex- 
thequer. 

And becaule theſe directions are foꝛ better obſeruation of Oꝛder . and due keeping of the Lent, 
accozding to Pur Lawes, which Our Miniſters and Officers are to ſee executed of office, with · 
gut making the ſame grieuous to Our people, by taking of exteſſiue Fees foꝛ their entring into 
Recogutz antes to obſerue theſe ozders, whereof many haue tomplained: wee therefoze ſtrait- 
charge and command, That no Towne-Clerke, Clerke of the Peace, noz other Officer,ſhall, 
doe pꝛeſumie to demand, oꝛ take any Fee oꝛ reward, abone the ſumme of twelue pence, foz ta- 
king any luch Recogntzances , as afozeſaid, noꝛ (ſhall gine any Fee oꝛ Reward foz returning the 
lame into Our Exchequer. 

And laſtly,foz that the Fiſhmongers ( vpon the obſeruation of the afoꝛeſaid O2zdexs)may per⸗ 
haps take occaſion thereby to inhantethe pꝛices, as well of Freſh, as of Sea Fiſh, Me doe therkoze 
hereby further charge and command all Fiſhmongers whatſoener, That they ſel and vtter their 
fiſh at moderate and vſuall rates and pzices; And that all Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, 2Bailiffes, 
and other Our Officers, aſwell within Liberties as without, to whom it ſhall appertaine, ſhall 
tom time to time take ſuch Oꝛder with the laid Fiſhmongers, that Pur Dubtects be not grieued 
by any luch inhantement oꝛ increale of pztcesvpon Fiſh,vpon paine of Our high dilplealure, and 
luch further puniſhment as may be inflicted vpon them by Our Lawes.

jd Company of Our Eaſtland Merchants, trading the Baltique Seas, 
Lo 2 baue by the ſpate of fifty yeers at the leaſt, had a ſetled and conſtant 
TR—— polio of Trade in thoſe parts, aud haue had both the ſole car- 
rying thither of Our Etigktſh Commodities and allo the ſole bꝛinging in ofall the Commo-

I | reaſons therein mentioned, foz the publique good and eaſe of His 
People, did pꝛohibite and ſtraitly charge and command; That no 
common Carrier, oꝛ other perſon, ſhould goe oꝛ trauell with any 
Dwayne, Cart, oꝛ Carriage with foure Wheeles, noꝛ ſhould carry 
= with oꝛ vpon any Wayne, Cart, oꝛ Carriage, aboue the weight of 
ld dꝛaw any Wayne, Cart, oꝛ other Carriage, with abone fine Ho2- 
ſes at once, vpon ſuch paynes and penalties as in the ſaid Pzoclamation are expꝛeſſed. Since 
which time thole great diſozders are much moze increaſed, whereby, if it be not pꝛeuented, 
thoſe publique Nuſaunces which will deſtroy the generall Commerce of Our People, will 
become vnremediable. Wee therefozeby the aduice of the Toꝛds and others of Our Pꝛiuy 
Councell, doe ſtraitly charge and command that from and after the Feaſt of S. Iohn Baptiſt 
now next enſutng, No common Carrier oz other perſon vpon the Common High-wayes, 
doe goe 02 trauell with any wayne, Cart, oz Carriage, which ſhall haue abouetwo Wheeles. 
Noz that vpon any Wayne, Cart oꝛ Carriage, there bee laden at once aboue twenty hundzed 
weight, Noz that foꝛ the dꝛaught thereof there be vled aboue fine Hozles at any one time, to 
the end that by thele meanes the occaſion of ſuch exceſſiue Carriages may bee pꝛeuented, all 
Which wee doe ſtraitly charge and command to be duely oblerued, vpon paine of Dur hea- 
ly indignation, and ſuchother penalties and puniſhments as by Dur Lawes can bee in⸗ 
licted vpon the Offendozs. And betaule ſuch extraozdinarie Carriages as of late yeares

, His Maieſtie therefoze taking this matter into His Paincely conſideration, and holding it a 
great diſhononr to our Chꝛiſtian pꝛofeſſion, that the conſecrated places of Gods Wwozſhip and 
Diuine Seruice are no better looked vnto,doth by this his Pꝛoclamation ſtraitly charge c com⸗ 
mand all Arshviſhops, Biſhops, Archdeacons, and others to whom it may appertaine, That 
they take ſpecial] care, each of them within his owne limits and Jurildiction, that this point of 
keeping and vpholding the Churches and Chappels from time to time, in good, detent, and ſub⸗ 
ſtantiall repaire, bee exactly and duely perfoꝛmed, and therein not to rely vpon the Churchwar⸗ 
dens Pꝛelentments, who to laue themſelues and their neighbours from charge, will eaſily omit 
to make knowen the decates of their Churches and their owne defaults, but either by themlelues 
in perſon , oꝛ by their Officials, oz other perſons of wozth and truſt, to take view and ſuruey of 


the Churches and Chappels Within their leuerall Juriſdictions, and where they kind ought a⸗ 
miſle, to cauſe the ſame to be ſpeedily and carefully amended, aud to limit and appoint ſet dayes 
foꝛ the doing thereof, that no necdetull wozke be deferred too long, and to vſe the power of the 
Eccleſiaſtt:all Courts foꝛ putting the ſame in due cxecution. Willing and requiring. alſo all His 
Maieſties Judges ofthe Common Law, to be very carefull and wary, that in thele caſes which 
concerne the repaire of Churches i Chappels accoꝛding to this His Maieſties Paincely care , and 
Koyall commandeiment, the good Wozke vudertaken in the Eccleſiaſticall Courts bee not inter⸗ 
rupted, by their too caſie granting of Pꝛohibitions, which, as with other caſes, ſo eſpecially in 
this, Would not be granted, but vpon weighty and great cauſe , and vpon ſtrict and due txami⸗ 
nation. 

And to take away from the ſaid Inhabitants and Land-holders of Pariſhes, the hope 
which they haue heretofoze had to relieue themſelues by publique Collections, as alſo to pꝛeuent 
the cauſelefſe burthening of His louing Subiects, not lyable by the Law to the ſayd reparati⸗ 
ons, His Maieſty hereby doeth furthcr charge and command the Lozd Keeper of the great 
Dealeof England, that from hentefooꝛth no Letters Patents be granted, noz ſuffered to paſſe the 
Seale fo2 any Collection foꝛ the repayzing oꝛ new building of any Churcheso2 Chappels, oꝛ the 
Steeples of the lame, excepting onely in caſe of caſualty by fire, oꝛ cxtraozdinary violence of 
Tempeſt, whereby the layd Churches, Chappels, oz Steeplcs are ſuddenly , without the Pas 
riſhioners default, ſo greatly detaped, as the Inhabitants and Land-holders are not able with- 
out helpe ot others, to repayꝛe 02 new build the ſame. 

All which His Maieſtie doth will and conumand to be from Hencefozth Tucly and Orictly ob⸗ 
lerued, alwel by the ſaid Lozd Keeper foꝛ his part, as by the ſaid Archbiſhops. Biſhops, Judges, 
and others foꝛ their parts, as they tender His Maieſties good pleaſure and Royall Commande⸗ 
ment, that the great inconuentence, and diſhonour of ſuffering the houſes of Gods woꝛſhip and 
ſcrutce , to runne into ruine and decay amonglt vs, may bee hereafter carckully pꝛeuented.

that Tobacco hath been continued to bee planted in great quanti⸗ 
ties, in ſenerall parts of this Dur Realme, and a vaſt pꝛopoꝛtion 
S of vnſeruiteable Tobacco made and bꝛought from Our Colonies 
ol Virginia Summer llands, and other Our Foꝛreigne Plantations, 
beſides an incredible quantity of Braſill and Spaniſh Tobacco impoꝛted hither, and ſecretly con- 
ueyed on Land, Andit is now tome to paſſe, That thole Our Fozreigne Plantattons.that 
might become vlefull to this Kingdome, lingering onely vpon Tobacco, are in apparant 
danger to be btterly ruined, vnleſſe Wee ſpeedily pꝛouide foꝛ their ſubſiſtence; The bodies and 
manners of Our people are alſo in danger to bee cozrupted, and the wealth ofthis King- 
dome exhauſted by ſo vleleſſe a weede as Tobacco is; which beeing repzeſented buto Us by 
the humble Petition of Dur louing Subiects the Planters and Aduenturers in Virginia, and 
alſo by the like humble Petition of the Retatlers and Sellers of Tobacco in and about Our 
Cities of London and Weltminſter, Mee haue thought it woꝛthy of Dur Pꝛintelp care, as a mat⸗ 
ter not only fit foz Dur pꝛolit, ⁊ the pzofit of Dur people, but much concerning Us in Dur ho⸗ 
nour and gouernment ſo to regulate the ſame , and compell due obedience thereto, that Our 
Foꝛreigne Plantations and Colontes may bee ſuppozted and encouraged, and they made vle- 
full fo this Kingdome, by applying themſelues to moze ſolide commodities, that the healths 
of Dur Subietts may be pꝛeſerued the wealth of this Kingdome enlarged, and the manners 
of Our people ſo oꝛdered and gouerned. that the woꝛld may not tuſtly taxe As, that theſe are 
at once endangered only by the licentious vſe of Tobacco. Andtherfoze hauingſerioufly adut- 
led hereof, Mee, by the aduice of Our Pꝛiuie Councelil,haue nowreſolued vpon, andpubliſhed 
theſe Dur Commands following concerning Tobacco, Which Our Royall will and pleaſure 
is, ſhall be in all things obſerued vpon paine of Our higheſt diſpleaſure,and of ſuch paines,pe- 
nalties and puniſhments, as by Dur Court of Exchequer , and Court of Starre-Chamber, 
and by any other Courts and miniſters of Juſtice , oz by Our Pꝛerogatiue Royall can be in⸗ 
flicted bpon the offendozs.

ind further, that no Tobacco whatloeuer be from hencefoozth impoꝛted into theſe Our 
realms, oꝛ any Hauen, Pozt, Creeke oꝛ place therot, which is oz ſhal be ofthe growthofany 
the parts oꝛ places beyond the Seas, belonging to,oz vnder the obcdienceof any fozeineKing, 
P2tnce,02 State whatloeuer; But luch, and ſo much thercofonely,as Wee ſhall ſpecially allow 
to be impoꝛted, vatillic ſhal be fully ſetled vetweene thoſe Fozreine Painces and Us, actoꝛding 
to thoſe Treaties which are betweene Us, that Dur Subiects may not vnthziftily vent the 
ſolide Commodities of Our owne Kingdomes , and returne the pꝛoteed thereofin Dmoake. 

And further We will andcommand,thatno Tobacco ofthe growth of any of Our Engliſh 
Plantations in Virginia the Sommer Iſlands, Caribee Iſlauds, 02 other Jflands oꝛ places in America, 
oꝛthe Coaſts thereof, be at any time hereafter impozted oz bꝛought into Pur Kingdomes of 
England oz Ireland, 02 Dominion of Wales, at any other Poꝛt then at,o2 in Our Poꝛt of London 
onely , andthe ſame duelyentred in Oar Cuſtome-houles there, noꝛ that any greater quan⸗ 
titie thereof bee impoꝛted there, then ee by the aduice of Our Pꝛiuie Councell ſhall hold fit, 
and vnder Our Pꝛiuie Seale, (hall declare to bee competent fo2 the expence of theſe Pur 
Kingdomcs, Wee not thinking it fit to admit of an immealurable expence of ſo vaine and 
needleſie a Commoditie, Which ought to bee vled as a Dꝛugge onelp, and not ſo vainely and 
wantonly as an cuill habite of late times hath bꝛought it vnto.

And Our expꝛeſle Command ts, that whatlocuer Tobacco ſhall bee taken, which ſhall 
be impoꝛted contrary to this Pur Pꝛotlamation, the ſame ſhall be fozfetted and confiſcate,and 
by the Dfficers of that Poꝛt oꝛ plate where it ſhall bee taken, ſhall be immedtatly burnt. 

And f:2 the oꝛdering and gonerning of the expence and vle of Tobacco when it ſhall be im⸗ 
poꝛted, Mee, by the aduiceof Our Pꝛiuie Councell, ſhall ſpeedily direct ſuch a courſe as Wee 
(hall hold fit, which Weeerpect ſhall be alſo in all things obſerued. : 

And Wee ltraitly charge and Command all Our Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchere, 
and all other the Dfficersand Miniſters of Dur Poꝛts, that they and enery of them in their 
ſeuerall places, doe carefully and faithfully obſerue Our Royal Command, in, and concerning 
the pꝛemiſſes; and if any of them (hall be found remiſſe oz negligent therein, oꝛ to tonntue at a⸗ 
ny luch offender, that hee oz they ſhall foꝛ ſuch their fault, without any remiſſion be remooned 
from the place oꝛ places of his oꝛ their attendance on Our ſeruice. 

And to the end Our pleaſure and Command hereby publiſhed, may be the better executed, 
Wee doe hereby will, require and Command, all Matiozs, Sheriffes,Puſtices ot peace, Bay- 
lifes, Headboꝛoughs, and other Our Officers and louing Subiects whatſoeuer, to beading 
and aſſiſting, and ſo much as in them lyeth, to take care that the pzemiſſes herein mentioned, 
be duly put in execution, as they tender their duetie and allegeante to Us, and will anl were the

Mhlons, is, and will be ready and willing to expꝛeſle the ſame , and His Maieſtie 
Ville W roncetuing. that there is no ſtronger motiue to inuite His Sublects of that 
Realme to ſubmitthemſelues willingly to the Lawes, to entertaine peace, 
&7 | and confozme themlelues to ciutlity , induſtry, and good oꝛder, no2 better 
—— meanes to make them opulent, rich, and happp,then by the generall ſetling 
and ſecurtng of their eſtates and poſleſſions which is their liuelp hood: And His Maieſty finding 
that many petitioners reſoꝛt from thence hither into England, foꝛ ſecuring of their eſtates by new 
particuler Patents, and that there are dayly ſuitoꝛs heere to His Maieſtie foꝛ grants of Lands 
in that Realme, vpon pꝛetente of Concealments, Intruſions, oꝛ defectiue Titles, fo2 obtaining 
of which grants, the Suitozs offer large conſiderations by way of Fine, and increaſe of Rent, 
and other Seruites tothe Crowne, to his Mateſttes great aduantage, and ſome of theſe perſons 
haue of late obtained Letters vnder the Pꝛiuie Signet, to paſſe part of the pꝛemiſſes by Letters 
Patents vnder the great Scale of that Realmeof Ireland m Fee.

| weighty conſequence thereof, as of amatter of very great impoz- 

VE tance, foꝛ the wealth and welkare of this Kingdom, alſo being tare⸗ 
fall to pꝛouide a ſpeedy and effectuall remedte againſt ſuch a grow⸗ 
ing euill, did by aduice of his Pꝛiup Countell, and after infozma- 
tion and repoꝛt made by dtuers perſons of qualitie , and knowen abilitie truſted in that be-

And koꝛ the better vtterance of Cloth within this Pur Kingdome ; wee doe ſtraitly charge 
and command, that when, and as often as vpon the occaſion of any Burials, oꝛ Funerals, any 
Blackes be hereafter giuen oz woꝛne; That then ſuch Blacks and mourning ſtuffes ſhall bee 
_ — and Dtuffkes, made of the Wool ofthis Kingdome, and not elſewhere, no: 
otherwile. 

And ko: that We are infoꝛmed, that che falſe Dying of Cloth and Stuffes made of Wools, 
is a great hinderance to the vent of thoſe commodities; Therefoze Mee ſtraitly will and com⸗ 
mand, That no perſon whatſoeuer,im, oꝛ towards the Dying of any Cloth ok what ſoꝛt ſoener, 
oꝛ of any Stuffes made of Wool, hal vſe any Logwood oz Blockwoodthe vſe whereof abont 
the _ — oꝛ Dtuffes,hath ſo often by ſeueral Lawes andpPꝛoclamations beene already 
tondemned. 

And koꝛ the better diſconery ol falle and deceineable Dying, and the ſuppzeſſing of the ſaid 
Logwood and Block wood, in and about the Dying of Stuffes made of Wool; we doe ſtrait. 
ly charge and command the wardens ofthe Dyers of London, Within the compaſle of their

ment and proutdence haue been made in the times of Our late deare 

7 of aud royall Father, and of the late Queene Elizabcth, foz the reliefe 

% Nofthe impotent, and indigent pooꝛe, andfozthe puniſhing, ſuppzel- 

| q ſing, and ſetling of the ſturdy Rogues, and Uagabonds, which 

Lawes and Statutes, if they were duely obſerued would be ofer- 

ceeding great ble foꝛ the peace and plentie ofthis Realme, but the 

neglett thereof is the occaſion of much diſozder , and many inſuffe- 

rable abuſes, And whereas it is fit at ali times, to put in execution 

thoſe lawes which are of ſo neteſſarie, and ſo tontinuall vſe:yet the 

apparantand viſible danger of the Peſtilente, (vnleſſe the ſame by 

Gods gracious mercte, and Dur p2outdent endeuours be pzeuented ) doth much moze re- 
quire the ſame at this pzelent. 

Wee hauetherefoze thought it fit, by the aduite of our Pꝛiuie Councell, by this Our pub 
like Pꝛotlamation, ſtraightip to charge and command, that all our louing ſubiects in their leue. 
ral places, doe bſe all poſſible care and diligence as a pꝛincipal meanes to pꝛeuent the ſpzeading, 
and diſperſing of that contagious ſickneſſe, to obſeruex put in due execution, all the ſaid lawes 
made and pꝛouided againſt rogues,and vagabonds, and foꝛ the reliefe ofthe truely pooꝛe and 
impotent people. And in the firſt place, Me ſtrictip charge and command, that in Our Cities 
of London, and Meſtminſter and Suburbs thereof,aud places adiacent thereunto, and gene⸗ 
_ rally thꝛoughout the whole Kingdome, that there be carefull watch, and ward, kept foꝛ the 

appꝛehending and pumſhing of al rogues and bagabonds , who either in the ſtreets oz High- 
wapes. vnder the names of ſouldters, oz Mariners, Glaſſe men, Pot-men,Pedlars, oz Petty- 
"Chapmen, oz ofpooze oꝛ impotent people,(hall be found either wandztng,oz begging. 

And we doe farther ſtrictly charge and command, that all Conſtables Head-bozoughs,and 
other Officers,doe vſeall diligence, to punilh,F paſſe away actoꝛding to the law all ſuch wan⸗ 
derers, oꝛ beggars, as (hall be appꝛehended either in the Cities, oꝛ places afozeſaid, oz in any 
other Cities, Townes, Pariſhes, oꝛ places within this Realme, and take great care that 
none paſſe vnder the colour of counterfeit paſſes. And that all Iriſh rogues, and vagabonds 
de foxthwith appꝛehended, whereſoeuer they ſhall be found and puniſhed, and ſent home accoz- 
ding to a fozmer P2oclamation, heretofozepubliſhed in that behalfe. That all Houſe-holders 
of whole perlons,0; at whole houſes, any ſuch vagrants ſhalbe taken begging, doe appzehend, 
02 cauſe to be appzehended, e caryed to the next Conſtable,ozother offiter to be puniſhed, 
accozdingto the Lawes. And that they fozbeare to relieue them, thereby to gine them incou- 
ragement to continue in their wickedcourle of life. | 

A Juſtites of Peace in their ſeuerall plates th:zoughoutthisKingdome be carefull 
either by Pzouoſt Parſhals,o2 by the high Conſtables, ozotherwiſe by their good diſcretions 
effectually to pꝛouide, that all rogues andvagabonds ot all ſoꝛts be ſearchedfoz, appzchended 


puniſhed and ſuppꝛeſled attoꝛding to the Law. And that once euery moneth at the leaſt, acon- 

uenient number ot the Juſtices of Peace inenery ſeuerall Countie and Dtmſion, ſhall meete 

together in ſome tonuenient place in that Diniſion, and take account of the High Conſtables,

now lately conteiued and made conterning health: All which areneceflarie to be knoWwen and 
oblerued by Our louing Subiects that thereby they may the better auoid thoſe dangers 
whichotherwtle may fall vpon their perſons 02 eſtates by their neglect thereof, wee haue 
thought it fit hereby to giue notice thereof co all Dur loning Dubiects, to the end that none 
map pꝛetend ignoꝛance fo2 an excuſe, in matters ofſo great impoꝛtante. And Mee doe hereby 
declare, that whoſoener (hall be found remiſſe oꝛ negligent in the execution of any part of the 
— ſhall receive ſuch condigne puniſhment foꝛ their offence, as by the Lawes of this 

ealme,oz by Our Pꝛer e gatiue Royall can oz may be iuſtiy inflicted vpon them.

= And whereas Engliſh yer, being made of the tougheſt and 
beſt Oſmond Yron , (a natiue Commoditie of this Kingdome ) is of much better ble, then 
that Jron Wyer Which commeth from fozreigne parts, eſpecially foz the making of good 
Wooll-Cards, without which no good Cloth can be made: And this hath appeared vnto Us 
by the Certificates of diuers Clothiers,Cxrd-mxkers,Card-wy-er-dzawers,and the Farmozs 
of Our Cuſtomes, to whom the examination thereok hath been referred. 

And whereas by the Wyer-d2zawers of diners parts of this Our Kingdome , ſundꝛy com- 
plaints haue beene made vnto Us, that by reaſon of the great quantities of foꝛreigne Jron 
Wyer lately tmpozted into this Our Realmeof England, (whereof alſo a great part is falſly 
and deceitfully made and wzought) Our ſayd pooze Dubiects who make Jron Wyer tannot 
beſet on woꝛke in their Uocations of usyer-making and yer drawing. noz are able to ton⸗ 
tinue in the exerciſe of their ſayd Trades, whereby ſo commendable and pzofitable an Arte is 
like wholly to be loſt in this our Kingdome, and the makers of Wooll-Cards are much de⸗ 
teiued by that fozreigne yer; and they who vle thoſe Cards much moze : whereby great p2e- 
ludice will ariſe to Us and Our people, and to the whole Trade of Clothing within this 
Realme, except ſome ſpeedy tourle be taken foꝛ redꝛeſſe ofſo great an intonueniente.

and common Nuſlances, alwellas vpon reaſon of State and Gouernement, all tending to 
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the publique good of Dur people: But that taking not lo full effect hitherto as Wee expec⸗ 

ted, Wee haue now againe reſolued to renew that Pur Commiſſion to diners Honourable 
perſons, and others of wozth and vnderſtanding; And therefoꝛe Wee doe hereby publiſh 
and declare Our Royall pleaſure and Command, That Oar ſayd'Commiſſioners fo 
that ſeruice , (hall fooꝛthwith aſwell by taking a view in their owne perſons from time to 
time, as by all other good wayes and meanes, enquire and finde out the offenders and of- 
fences done agatuſt the ſeuerall Pꝛoclamations made heretokoꝛe by Our ſaid Father, and by 
Our Selfe, as againſt this pzeſent Pzoclamation, and the ſame beeing lo found out, to 
make certificate thereof vnder their hands, oꝛ vnder the hands of two, oz moze of them, to 
Our Counſell Board, oꝛto binde them ouer to anſwere their tontempts, either befoze the 
Lozds of Dur Pꝛiuie Councell, oz in Our Court of Starchamber, to the end that ſuch 
pꝛoteeding may bee had againſt them, as may ſtand with Dur Honour-and with Our 
Lawes, 

And foꝛ ſtay and pꝛeuention of the like offences hereafter, Pur expꝛelle will and plea- 
ſure is, That where any perſon ſhall pzeſume after the publication of this Pꝛoclamation, to 
erect, oꝛ ſet vp in any kind whatſoeuer , any Building vpon new Foundation within the 
limits of thꝛee miles, from any ofthe Gates of the Citie of London oz Palace of Weſtm inſter; 
That the Owners of the Building ſo begun, and all the Woꝛzkementherein imployed, ſhall 
fo:thwith by foꝛce and vertue of Our Royal Commandement(without expecting any other oz 
further udarrant) be attached, ⁊ bꝛought befoze ſome-of Our ſayd Commiſſioners and Ju⸗ 
ſtites of Peace, whom Wee alſo hereby require and command, to commit them to Pꝛiſon, vn⸗ 
till they ſhall finde ſufficient Sureties foꝛ ſtay of their lapd Building, as allo foꝛ their appea 
rance befoze the Loꝛds of Pur Pꝛiuie Councell, oz in Our high Court of Starchamber. to 
anſwere ſuch their contempts, and to vndergoe ſuch Sentence, as vy that Court ſhall bee 
giuen againſt them, 

And fozſuch as ſhall hereafter Reedifie 02 build vpon old Foundations in any other ſozt 
then is pzeſcribed in Our fozmer Pꝛoclamations, and by the Inſtructions herein expzeſſed ; 
That alwell allſuch Butlders, as the wozkemen therein imploped, ſhall bee attached like- 
wile and pꝛoteeded withallas afo:eſayd, 

And whereas by Dur fozmer Pꝛoclamation wee charged and commanded the Aldermen 
ofthe Citie of London, and their Deputies, in their leuerall uaards and Pꝛetincts, aslikewile 
the Juſtices of Peace, High and Petie Conſtables, and all other inkeriour Officers within 
their ſeuerall limits # Jurildictions, happening within the leuerall Counties of Middleſex, 
Eſſex, Kent, and Surrey, That they and euery of them in their leuerall places and Offt- 
ces reſpectiuely, ſhould diligently and duely attend to giue their vttermoſt ayde, helpe. and al⸗ 
ſiſtante actoꝛding to their dueties, foꝛ the due obſeruance to ſee this Dur Royallpleaſure (fo 
much concerning the publique good) to bee duely executed and perfozmed ; And where they 
02 any of them ſhould finde any offence to bee committed againſt any Bzanch oꝛ Article of 
the ſayd Pꝛoclamation, to make ſtay thereof, and certifie the Commiſſioners oz the Lozds 
of Our P2tute Councell of the ſaydoffences and offenders, it being now manifeſt, that ma⸗ 
ny of the ſayd offences haue been committed and done by the negligence oz tonniuencie of 

ome of the Aldermens Deputies within the Citie 1 London, ꝭ other inferiour Officers in the 


Counties adiacent , in not attending Dur Commandement by timely Naping the pꝛoteedin 
of ſuch new buildings. 

wee therefozedoe hereby declare Our will and plealure to be, That where any Building 
ſhall bee begun contrary to this Our Pꝛotlamation, wee will take a ſtrict account theee- 
of, al well from the ſaid Aldermen, as the Juſtices of Peace afoꝛelapd, happening within their 
ſeueralt limits and Purifdictions, 

And further Our will and plealure is, That alwen the Aldermens Deputies in their le⸗ 
uerall Pꝛecintts, as the High and Petie Conſtables, and headboꝛoughs, and other inferiour 
Officers in their leuerall Pariſhes, and dwelling in oꝛ neere to the plate where any ſuch new 
Butlding ſhall happen to bee begun, contrary to the Tenour of this Pur Pꝛoclamation,; 
Aud they oꝛ ſome of them not attaching the perſon 62 perſons ſo offending, and not bzinging 
them befoꝛe ſome of Dur Commiſſioners as afozeſayd, That euery ſuch Aldermans Depu⸗ 
tie, high Conſtable, petie Conſtable and Headbozough , oz other inferiour Offiters, ſhall be 
not onely remooued from thetr leuerall Places and Offices, but bee tommitted to the com- 
mon Gaole of the Citie ot London, and Counties of Middleltx, Eſſex, Kent, and Surry, re- 
ſpectiuelp where ſuch offence oꝛ offentes ſhall be committed; And euery ot them to bee bound 
with good fureties foꝛ his and their good behauiour foꝛ one Whole yeere then after, to the end 
that by ſuch their puniſhment, others map learne the better to perkoꝛme their duties in this 
Our Seruite. 

And to the end that ſuch as doe confozme in their building to the oꝛder and fozmepzeſcri- 
bed by Us, map reteiue due encouragement by hauing their Materials at reaſonable Rates 
and Pꝛites, which Wee are tnfozmed is much inhanced and railed from the Pꝛices fozmer- 
ly let by Pur Commiſſioners: It is therekoze Our will and pleaſure, That Pur Com⸗ 
nuſlioners foꝛ Buildings doe call befoze them all and euerp the Bzickmakers, and Lime- 
burners within thꝛee miles diſtant of London, asalſo ſuch as doe bzing any of the laid Ma- 
tertals by land oꝛ water to the Citie of London, oz the places neere adiopning , and doe take oꝛ⸗ 
der from time to time aſwell foz the reducing of the Þztces thereof to fozmer,vſuall and reaſo- 
nable Rates, oz otherwile accoꝛding to their good dilcretions to bee by them let, as allo fo: 
the pꝛelent and ſpeedy luppꝛeſſing of all and enery the Nuſances by them dayly tommitted 
in their ſeuerall p:ofeſſions of Bꝛick making and Lime-burning lo neere the Citie of Lon- 
don, and the parts and places adiopning thereunto, and foꝛ the ſelling of thoſe Materials 
at and foꝛ reaſonable Bates and Pꝛites, atcoꝛding to the Articles hereafter following, 


Þ Irſt, Wee doe ſtrictly charge andtommand, That no dwelling Haqules, Stables, Shops, 
Dtalles, oꝛ any other Building whatloeuer, bee from hencefoozth erected, oz attempted 
to bee erected within the Citie of London, oꝛ the Suburbs thereof, oꝛ within the diſtance of 
thꝛee miles to bee taken from any Gate of the ſayd Citie, oz from Our Palace at Weſtmin- 
ter, except it bee vpon the Foundation of a fozmer dwelling houſe, oz ſuch like Building; 
And ik any ſuch Building contrary to this Pꝛohibition ſhall hereafter happen to be begunne, 
that the lame bee foozthwith ſtayed from further p2oceeding, by the Alderman of the ward, 
02 by two of the next Juſtices of Peace, and aſwell ſuch Builder, as che Wozkemen em- 
ployed therein, committed to Pꝛilon, vntill they ſhall enter into fuffictent Bond, either to 
demoliſh , e pull downe that which is built, oꝛ to anſwere their contemptin our high Court 
of Starchamber, oz befoze the Lozds of the Pꝛiuy Councell at the Countell Board, And 
the Conſtable of the Pariſh oz Place, ſhall from time to time in the firſt beginning of any

ſuch Woꝛke 02 building, giue notice to the Alderman of the warde, oꝛ two next Juſtices 
of Peace, of any ſuch offence , and of the offenders therein, that this Pzoclamation may bee 
ſpeedily and freſhly put in execution, All Houles, Sheddes , Shoppes, and other Bull⸗ 
dings, which haue beene builded oz let bp within the limits afozeſatd, at any time ſithence 
the thirteenth peere ofthe Reigne of Our laid late Father Ring a «x « of bleſſed memozy, 
contrary to any Pꝛotlamation publiſhed in Hts time, ſhall bee foozthwith pulled downe,as 
is befoꝛe directed touching other Buildings to be Nayed oz pulled downe, and no Cellars erec- 
ted within the time laſt mentioned, to bee vſed foꝛ Lodgings, oz Uictualling-Houles, but the 
Occupiers thereof to be ſuppꝛeſſed, and ſo to be kept by the Juſtices of Peace, 


T Hatno perſon oꝛ perſons doe Erect, Reedifie, 02 ſet vp any Houle, oꝛ Building in London, 

02 within the diſtance of thꝛee miles from any the Gates of the ſayd Citie of London, 02 
from Our laid Palace at Weſtminſter , vnleſſe he doe make all the vtter-walles of the lame of 
WBꝛicke, 02 Bzicke and Stone; And that all Houſes and Buildings to be erected within the 
ſayd Citie, 02 in, oꝛ adiopning to any open Streete of any Towne oz Uillage out of the 
ſayd Citie , within the limits of thꝛee miles afoꝛeſapd, ſhall bee built accoꝛding to the fo2mie 
and pꝛopoꝛtion hereafter in theſe pzeſents expꝛeſſed: (viz. ) Euery whole Stozy of and in ſuch 
Houles and Buildings, and all x euery the Roomes of ſuch whole Stozy,ſhall be of the height 
of tenne foote of Allize at the leaſt, and euerp halfe Stozy of and inſuch Houſes and Butl- 
dings, (hall bee of the height of ſeuen foote and a halfe at the leaſt; And that in the foze- 
front, and all outward and dfuiſion alles betwixt houſe and houſe,andthe Jambes, Heads 
and ſoyles of the u8indowes ſhall be of Baicke, oꝛ of Bztcke and Stone, and the Windowes 
(being of Timber) not to bee put in vntill the Jambes and Heads afozelaid bee finiched, and 
beare of themſelues. 


A Nd if theſayd buildings doe not exceede two Stozies in height, then the Walles there⸗ 

of (hall be of che thickneſſe of one Bꝛicke and halfe a Bꝛickes length accozding to the aſſtze 
of Bzickes hereunder mentioned, from the ground vuto the vppermoſt part ofthe ſaid Wals; 
And where the building ſhall be of the height of three Stoꝛies, the Walles of the firſt Dtozp 
ſh all bee of the thickneſſe of two Bꝛickes length, and from thence vnto the vppermoſt part of 
the Wallok thethickneſſe of one Bꝛicke and halfe a bꝛickes length, and lo pꝛopoꝛtionablp, if 


there (hall bee moꝛe Stozies. 


That, in building of the ſayd Houſes there chall bee no Jutties 02 Jutting, oꝛ Cant win 

dowes, either vpon Timber Joiſtes, oꝛ otherwiſe, but the walles to goe dirett and ſtraight 
vpwards, and at the letting of , a water table to bee made; Allo the lights of the windowes 
of euery whole Stozy to bee of moze height then bzeadth, to the end the Roomes map receine 
ay:e fo: health, and there may bee ſuffictent Peeres of Bzicke, not leſſe then halfe the bzedth 
of the Windowes betweene them fo2 ſtrength ; And likewiſe the uSindowes of euerp halke 
Stozy to bee made ſquare enery wap, oꝛ neere thereabouts. 


T Hat all Shops and Streete dooꝛes be made with Pillaſters of Stone 02 Baicke, to be in 

bꝛeadth fifteene inches at the leaſt, and as thicke as the wall of the Stozy ,and the heads 
of the Shop-windowes cut in wedges, With Arches oner them to ſuſtaine the wall aboue; 
And that none doe raiſe their firſt flooze to gaine height in their Cellars, fo as they are 
thereby foꝛced to make ſteppes into the ſtreete: Pꝛouided alwayes, that foꝛ ſo much as ton⸗ 
cerneth the building with Bzicke oz Stone, ſhall not extend to any Butldings vpon London 
Bridge, which by reaſon of the ſituation thereof cannot with conuenientie be lo built. 


A Nd koꝛ the better encouragement of Our louing Subiects in their Wuildings, attoꝛding 

to the direction of this Pꝛoclamation: wee haue thought fit to ſet downe thele oꝛders fol- 
lo wing concerning the true making and rating of the pꝛite of Bzicke, which is one of the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall Materials requiſite foꝛ the ſaid buildings: (viz.) 


T Hat the earth whereof the 2Bzicke ſhall bee made, bee good and fit foꝛ that purpoſe , The 
firlt digging thereof to be betweene the Feaſts of S. Michael the Archangel, and s. Thomas 
4. 


the Apoſtle, and the ſecond digging ; caſting , oꝛ turning bp of the ſayd earth, to be at oꝛ be⸗ 
foꝛe toe laſt day of Febꝛuary then following; And that no pecſon whatſoeuer doe pꝛeſume 
to digge oꝛ make any Baicke in any place within one mile of the Gates of the ſatd Citie of Lon- 
don, 03 within one mile of Dur Palace of Weltminltcr. 


T Hat theſayd earth bee ſufficiently and well Wzought and tempered befoze it bee moulded, 
and the Bꝛickmakers caule no earth to bee moulded foꝛ 2Bzicke , but onely betweene the 


Feaſt of the Annunciation of the bleſſed Uirgin Mary, and the laſt day of Auguſt yeerely , and 


at no other time oꝛ ſeaſon of the yeere. 


T Hat in the moulding of the ſayd Bꝛicke, the Moulds bee thꝛoughly and well filled, and 
not let in the Moulds in the laying downe; And that they be lufficiently and well dꝛyed be⸗ 
koꝛe they be put into the Kilne,and then carefully and thꝛoughly wel burned, ſo as foꝛ the aſſize 
keuerp Bzicke being burned contatne in length nine inches, in bzedth foure inches one quar⸗ 
ter and halte a quarter of an inch, and in thickeneſſe two inches and one quarter ol an inch. 


J Hat the pꝛite of Bꝛickes (being thus wꝛought and made in goodneſle, ſize, and man⸗ 

ner as afozeſayd) ſhall not exceede the rate of eight ſhillings the thouſand at the Kilne; 
And if any exteſſiue rate be demaunded foꝛ the carriage of the ſayd Bꝛickes from the Ktlne to 
the place where they ſhall bee to bee vſed, the Commiſſioners fo2 buildings to moderate the 
lame, accozding to equity in their good dilcretions; And that no perſon 02 perſons (hall 
make, oꝛ cauſe to bee made, within fiue miles of any of the Gates of the Citie of London, noz 
bang by water oz land, oz utter, ſell, oz put to ſale within the laid Citie, oꝛ any place oꝛ pla- 
tes within five miles thereof, as afoꝛeſapd, any Bꝛickes made oz wꝛought contrary to the di⸗ 
rections afozeſayd, noꝛ ſell the lame at any higher rate then is befoze mentioned. 


That no perſon oꝛ perſons within the layd Citie of London, oz within thꝛee miles from any 
the Gates thereof, oz from Our Palace of Weltminſter, ſhall in defrauding the intent of 
this P2oclamation , ſuppozt o2 ſtrengthen any Buildings ſo rutno!:s and old, as are vnfit to 


bee continued, by digging of Cellars , and bzinging vp new bztcke walles, by erecting new 


Chtmneys and Staire-caſes, by placing of pieces of Timber, by ſetting on new Roofes 02 

Raftcrs, and th:aſting out of Dozmers , knitting and faſtning together the ſapd new ad- 

dittons vnto the old Timber, by Barres and Crampes of Jron, oz other like deuices, bn- 

— hee o2 they ſhall bee thereunto licenced and allowed by Our Commiſſioners foz Buil- 
iugs. 


T hat no perſon o: perſons within the limits laſt afoꝛeſapd, do at any time oꝛ times hereafter 

pꝛeſume oꝛ attempt, to erect, couer, overlap, oꝛ incloſe any Houcls, o2 other Sheds of Tim⸗ 
ber, with Recdes, Faggots, Hay, Straw, Boards, o2otizer Materials, oz doe rapſe bp any 
Wall, Pale, oz banke of earth, to which Sheds may bee added, oz doe repaire oꝛ new make 
into the Streets, any manner of bulkes, ſtalles, windowes, doo2es, oꝛ other offenſiue iſſues, 
62 doe alter oꝛ change the vſe of any dwelling houſe, oꝛ other building, to any moꝛe noyſome oꝛ 
offenſiue ble, end, oꝛ purpoſe then the lame was unploped befoze the time of the demoliſhing 
oꝛ altering the lame, without the ſpeciall licence and allowance of the fayd Commiſſioners 
foꝛ buildings. And foꝛ that the diuiding of hoſes into leuerall tenements and habitations, 
and the letting part of Houſes and chambers to Inmates and vnderſitters, is no leſle in⸗ 
conuentent then erceſſiue buildings , alwell in regard of lurcharge of people, eſpectally of the 
woꝛſt loꝛt, and foꝛ bꝛeeding and ſpzeading of infectton , as other wile, Wee doe allo coinmand 


theſe Articles following to bee duely oblerued. 


That no perſon oꝛ perlons within the Citie of London, oz thꝛee miles from any the Gates 
thereof, doe diuide any dwellng houſe by Leaſe, lufferance, oz other wile, into, oꝛ foz 
any moꝛe tenements oꝛ dwellings then are at this pꝛelent, oz haue been heretofoꝛe vſed within 


the lame by the ſpace of thirty yeeres laſt pat. 


on” Hat no perſon doe hereafter reteiue into any houſe, any Inmates oz vnderſitters, oz any 
moze Families then one. ;

That no perlon 0zperfonswhothall erecta new houle vpon, oz within the pꝛecintts of an

PP the due obſeruation of which ſeuerall Articles, as the vnifo2mity of the bulldings will 

bꝛing much honour tothe City,#grace and oꝛnament, both to the ſtreetsthereof, and to the 
-netghbourtownes ; ſo the bulding with Bzicke oꝛ Stone will be moze durable, and moze ſafe 
fromthe danger and caſualty of fire: withall the reducing ok all ſoꝛts ot houles to this o2der, 
and the pꝛelent remouing of Inmates and Underſitters acco2ding to this direction, will in 
ſhoꝛt time diſcontinue, and takeaway the many Cottages, Sheds, andbaſe places of habita⸗ 
tions in By-lanes, and backe Streets, whereby the City, Suburbes, and Tonftnes will be⸗ 
tome mozeſutable, and leſſe ſubiect to that danger of ſickneſle and infection, which by the vn- 
wholſome peſter ing of multitudes of pooze people together, is now thꝛeatned againſt the 
ſame. And therefoꝛe We vpon mature, and deliberate conſideration taken ok the pꝛemiſſes, 
doe ſtraightly charge t command, all and euery perlon ⁊ perlons, of whatſoeuer degree, qua⸗ 
lity, oꝛ condition he oꝛ they be: That he, they, and euerp of them, doe well and truly obſerue 
and keepe, all and ſingular che Articles bekoze ſpecified, in all things to them reſpecttuely be- 
longing, as they will anoid Dur high dilpleaſure, and ſuch further penalties and puntſh- 
ments, as their contempts and neglects herein ſhall demerit, and by Our P2erogatiue royall, 


-02 otherwile may be inflicted vpon then.
